By  vote  of  the  Town  your  Selectmen  were  requested  to 
build  a  fire  proof  vault  at  the  Library  building  for  the  safety 
of  the  town  records,  as  required  by  law,  the  cost  not  to  ex- 
ceed $1,000. 

Your  Committee  have  attended  to  the  duties  assigned  them 
as  far  as  practicable  at  present,  and  report  that  the  vault  is 
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completed  with  the  exception  of  putting  in  the  necessary 
wood  work,  it  not  being  advisable  to  do  that  part  until  the 
dampness  had  dried  out,  and,  in  our  opinion,  that  can  be 
done  at  an  early  date.

NEW  ROADS  AND  LAND  DAMAGE. 

The  road  leading  from  Elm  street,  voted  to  be  built  by  the 
town,  was  placed  in  charge  of  Josiah  D.  Randall  to  build, 
which  has  been  done  at  a  «ost  of  $286.46  for  land  damage  and 
construction.    No  appropriation. 

At  the  last  annual  meeting  the  Town  voted  the  sum  of  five 
hundred  dollars  to  be  expended,  under  the  direction  of  the 
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Selectmen,  on  the  road  from  Marshfield  line  to  the  Hummock, 
which  sum  was  not  appropriated. 

From  the  terminus  of  the  road  laid  out  by  the  County  Com- 
missioners, at  the  Beach,  to  the  Hummock,  the  Town  having 
refused  to  accept  under  the  original  running,  we  had  no 
authority  to  build  or  make  repairs;  and,  after  ascertaining 
by  survey  the  location  of  the  laid-out  road  as  above,  and 
conferring  with  the  lot  owners  in  that  vicinity,  we  deemed  it 
inexpedient  to  make  extensive  repairs  at  present;  but  we  con- 
sider it  only  a  question  of  time,  or  method,  in  regard  to  an 
extension  of  this  road. 

Upon  petition  the  Selectmen  have  laid  out  a  town-way  on 
the  northerly  end  of  Cut  Island,  adjoining  Marshfield,  in  re- 
gard to  the  acceptance  of  which  there  is  an  article  in  the 
warrant  for  the  coming  annual  town  meeting.

SCHOOL  COMMITTEE'S  REPORT. 


The  School  Committee  of  Duxbury  respectfully  sub- 
mit the  following  report  for  the  year  1890-91  : 

The  towns  of  Scituate,  Marshfield  and  Duxbury  hav- 
ing voted  at  the  annual  meetings  in  the  Spring  of  189  0 
to  continue  the  system  of  supervision  for  which  they 
had  previously  organized  under  the  law  of  1888,  the 
School  Committee  of  the  three  towns  met  in  joint  con- 
vention at  Scituate,  April  11,  1890,  and  organized  with 
the  choice  of  Col.  H.  A.  Oak  man  of  Marshfield  for 
Chairman,  and  H.  E.  Walker  of  Duxbury  for  Secretary. 

Mr.  E.  H.  Watsomwas  re-elected  Superintendent  for 
three  years,  commencing  Ma}^  15,  1890,  at  a  salary  of 
$1,250. 

Of  the  $750.00  to  be  paid  by  the  towns  in  the  Dis- 
trict, it  was  voted  that  Scituate  should  pay  $300.00, 
and  Marshfield  and  Duxbury  $225.00  each. 

It  was  decided  that  the  $500.00  to  be  paid  by  the 
State  towards  the  Superintendent's  salary  should  be 
paid  by  the  several  towns  in  anticipation  of  its  being 
refunded  to  them  by  the  State.  Accordingly  for  the 
year  commencing  May  15,  1890,  it  was  decided  that 
Scituate  should  pay  $200.00  and  Marshfield  and  Dux- 
bury $150.00  each,  these  sums  being  refunded  to  them 
by  the  State  after  May  15,  1891. 
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It  was  farther  voted  that  the  Superintendent  should 
spend  forty  per  cent,  of  his  time  in  Scituate  and  thirty 
per  cent,  each  in  Marshfield  and  Duxbury. 

After  the  close  of  the  first  year  of  the  employment 
of  a  Superintendent,  the  Chairman  and  Secretary  of 
the  joint  committee  made  the  necessary  returns  to  the 
State  Auditors  and  received  and  divided  among  the 
towns  the  sum  of  $1,000.00.  Of  this  sum  Duxbury 
received  $315.80,  $150  00  being  the  sum  paid  by  the 
Town  for  the  Superintendent's  salary  between  May  15, 
1889,  and  May  15,  1890,  in  anticipation  of  its  being  re- 
funded by  the  State,  and  $165.80  being  the  amount  due 
the  Town  for  salaries  of  teachers  under  the  provisions  of 
Chapter  431  of  the  Acts  of  1888.  As  this  latter  sum 
could  only  be  spent  for  salaries  of  teachers,  the  Com- 
mittee decided  to  lengthen  the  school-year  two  weeks, 
thus  making  it  forty  weeks. 

As  the  year  for  which  the  Superintendent  is  em- 
ployed does  not  coincide  with  the  financial  year,  the 
following  may  give  an  idea  of  the  cost  of  a  Superin- 
tendent for  the  past  financial  year.

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It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  that  the  actual  cost 
of  a  Supermtendent  for  the  past  financial  year  is 
$233.75,  for  which  an  appropriation  of  $250.00  was 
made.  It  should  also  be  borne  in  mind  that,  with  the 
close  of  each  year's  employment  of  a  Superintendent,  a 
sum  of  money  is  given  the  Town  for  salaries  of  teach- 
ers, which  amounted  to  $165.80  this  year,  as  has 
already  been  stated. 

During  the  past  year  it  has  been  the  policy  of  the 
Committee  to  leave  the  general  direction  of  the  instruc- 
tion in  the  schools  to  the  Superintendent,  visiting  the 
schools  occasionally  to  judge  of  their  condition,  and 
looking  after  the  business  matters  connected  with 
schools,  in  order  that  the  Superintendent  might  spend 
in  the  schools  the  greater  portion  of  the  time .  allotted 
the  Town. 

Last  Autumn  a  revised  course  of  study  for  the  towns 
in  the  district,  together  with  rules  and  regulations  for 
the  management  of  the  schools  was  adopted  by  the 
several  towns,  printed  copies  of  which  may  be  obtained 
by  application  to  the  Committee.  This  course  is  sub- 
ject to  modifications  in  the  different  towns.  In  our 
Town  it  is  intended  that  the  first  seven  years'  work, 
as  outlined  in  this  course,  shall  be  accomplished  in  our 
district  schools,  the  eighth  year's  work  being  done  in 
the  first  year  at  the  Academy. 

The  report  of  the  Superintendent,  giving  a  summary 
of  work  and  recommendations,  will  be  found  appended 
to  the  report  of  the  Committee. 
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The  Committee  feel  confident  that  the  schools  have 
improved  under  supervision,  and  are  satisfied,  with  the 
continuation  of  the  present  system,  much  better  work 
may  be  done  than  has  been  done  in  the  past. 

During  the  past  year,  besides  ordinary  repairs,  some 
much  needed  changes  in  tlie  blackboards  have  been 
made,  and  during  the  coming  year  one,  at  least,  of  the 
school  houses  should  be  painted.  Should  the  member- 
ship of  the  Ashdod  School  increase  that  room  must  be 
enlarged,  its  seating  capacity  having  been  already  ex- 
ceeded. 

The  arrangement  with  the  Trustees  of  Partridge 
Academy,  by  which  that  school  answers  for  a  High 
School  for  the  Town,  has  been  continued.  To  revise  the 
course  of  study  for  the  Academy,  which  was  made 
necessary  by  the  adoption  of  a  new  course  of  study  for 
the  district  schools,  a  Committee,  consisting  of  the 
President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  the  Principal  of 
the  Academy,  the  Superintendent,  and  the  Chairman  of 
the  Committee,  was  chosen  at  a  joint  meeting  of  the 
Trustees  and  School  Committee.  This  Committee  has 
not  yet  made  a  report,  and  it  is  not  probable  that  any 
change  in  the  requirements  for  admission  will  be  made 
before  the  next  entrance  examination,  June  29,  1891. 

In  closing  tliis  report,  the  School  Committee  strongly 
recommend  a  continuation  of  the  present  plan  for 
supervision,  feeling  assured  that  the  results  of  the  work 
so  well  begun  will  be  in  due  time  apparent  to  all  who 
will  investigate  impartially.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


To  THE  Committees  of  Duxbury,  Marshfield  and  Scituate  : — 

In  presenting  my  second  annual  report,  I  have  thought  it  best  to 
speak  first  of  those  things  which  concern  the  schools  of  this  dis- 
trict as  a  whole,  and  then  of  those  which  are  of  importance  to  each 
separate  town. 

School  Supervision. 

During  the  year  I  have  made  396  visits  to  schools,  as  follows : 
To  the  schools  of  Scituate,  151  visits  ;  to  the  schools  of  Marsh- 
field,  123  visits,  including  those  made  to  the  private  school  at 
Brant  Rock ;  to  the  schools  of  Duxbury,  122  visits. 

I  have  held  teachers'  meetings  in  each  town,  on  an  average, 
once  a  month. 

Instead  of  the  separate  half-day  meetings  for  the  months  of 
October  and  November,  an  all-day  meeting  of  all  the  teachers  was 
held  in  the  Congregational  Church  at  South  Marshfield  Village, 
October  9,  at  which  the  speakers  and  subjects  were  as  follows : 

The  Superintendent,  Suggestions  on  the  School  Work;"  Mr. 
George  H.  Martin,  Agent  State  Board  of  Education,  "School 
Management ;"  Mr.  Henry  T.  Bailey,  Agent  State  Board  of  Edu- 
cation, "A  Course  in  Drawing  Mr.  M.  W.  Misener,  "  Music ;" 
Mr.  George  H.  Martin,  "  Language  and  Nature  Study." 

As  this  was  the  first  general  meeting  of  the  teachers,  there  was 
some  question  about  such  meetings  being  as  profitable  as  the  time 
taken  for  them  would  demand.  The  results,  however,  showed  be- 
yond a  doubt  that  they  are  very  helpful,  and  it  is  intended  to  hold 
others  during  the  coming  year. 
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The  subjects  are  chosen  so  that  the  teachers  get  direct  aid  and 
advice  from  experienced  instructors  where  they  feel  the  most  need 
of  help. 

There  was  no  expense  incurred  by  the  towns. 

Thanks  are  due  the  church  trustees  for  the  use  of  the  church 
and  chapel,  and  to  the  teachers  of  Marshfield  and  the  ladies  of 
South  Marshfield  for  the  excellent  dinner  served  by  them. 

When  the  children  are  freed  from  school  attendance  on  the  oc- 
currence of  these  meetings,  it  may  seem  to  some  that  a  great 
favor  has  been  granted  the  teachers.  This  is  a  mistaken  idea,  and 
does  great  m justice  to  the  teacher. 

The  most  energetic  and  successful  teacher  feels  the  most  need  of 
these  meetings.  She  must  keep  up  with  educational  progress.  A 
large  part  of  her  time  out  of  school  will  be  occupied  in  study  for 
this  purpose.  She  reads  the  educational  periodicals  which  come 
to  her  weekly,  or  monthly,  and  studies  such  books  as  she  is  able  to 
purchase.  But,  besides  this,  she  feels  the  necessity  of  guidance 
aud  help  in  systematizing  the  facts  gained  by  study.  She  needs 
helpful  criticisms  on  her  work  and  frequent  suggestions  as  to  how 
she  can  improve  and  make  her  efforts  more  effective.  She  needs 
to  meet  with  others  aud  get  inspiration  from  them. 
,  To  give  the  teachers  this  help  and  guidance,  in  the  most  profit- 
able way  and  with  the  least  possible  expenditure  of  time  is  the 
object  of  these  meetings. 

They  are  not  times  of  relaxation  nor  holidays.  It  is  here  that 
she  does  some  of  her  hardest  work  and  acquires  that  which  is  of 
lasting  benefit  to  her  pupils. 

Course  of  Study. 
At  the  beginning  of  the  Fall  term  the  course  of  study  was  re- 
vised and  extended  to  eight  years,  or  grades,  below  the  High 
School. 

In  the  Scituate  and  South  Marshfield  schools  pupils  of  the  first 
four  years  are  in  the  Primary  schools,  and  those  of  the  last  four 
years  are  in  the  Grammar  schools.    In   the  other  schools  the 
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classes  have  been  so  arranged  that  no  school  has  more  than  five  of 
the  eight  grades.  In  this  way  the  work  in  all  the  schools  has  been 
graded  and  systematized,  and  the  schools  are  now  working  on  the 
same  basis  and  by  the  same  methods  as  those  of  cities  and  larger 
towns,  so  far  as  it  is  possible  under  present  conditions. 

The  course  of  study  will  remain  as  now  arranged  for  some  time, 
subject  only  to  such  modifications  as  the  needs  of  the  schools  and 
a  due  regard  for  educational  progress  may  dictate. 

Language. 

The  study  of  language  has  received  the  attention  which  its  im- 
portance demands.  Every  pupil,  before  leaving  school  for  the 
active  duties  of  life,  should  receive  such  instruction  as  will  enable 
him  to  write  and  speak  the  English  language  with  a  fair  degree  of 
accuracy. 

As  a  means  of  teaching  language  and  at  the  same  time  to 
awaken  the  child's  interest  in  the  phenomena  which  he  sees  around 
him  daily,  nature  study  has  been  introduced.  One  of  the  chief 
objects  of  school  instruction  is  to  develop  the  child  into  a  thought- 
ful, indtjpendeut  being. 

The  facts  with  which  we  seek  to  store  the  mind  have  no  great 
value  of  themselves.  It  is  the  power  of  thought  developed  in  the 
mind,  and  which  results  in  the  right  use  of  these  facts  which  gives 
them  their  value.  I  can  conceive  of  nothing  better  adapted  to 
stimulate  and  develop  this  power  of  thought  than  a  study,  how- 
ever superficial,  of  the  myriad  facts  of  nature,  animate  and  inani- 
mate, in  midst  of  which  the  God  of  Nature  has  placed  us. 

In  connection  with  this  study  the  necessary  instruction  in  tech- 
nical grammar  is  given. 

Reading. 

There  has  been  considerable  improvement  in  reading,  especially 
in  the  first  four  grades.  There  is  still  great  room  for  further  im- 
provement.   We  need  more  supplementary  reading  matter. 
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Music. 

Progress  in  music  has  been  very,  slow,  not  because  of  any  lack 
of  effort  on  the  teacher's  part,  but  because  this  subject  is  not 
as  well  understood  by  them.  There  is  great  need  of  special  in- 
struction in  this  branch.  If  the  committees  would  unite,  a 
competent  person  could  be  employed  at  a  small  cost  to  each  town. 


In  the  other  studies  good  progress  has  been  made.  The  schools 
are  not  yet  in  the  condition  in  which  it  is  desired  they  should  be. 
Still,  it  is  certain  that  they  are  advancing  in  the  right  direction 
and  by  right  methods.  There  is  more  thought  development  and 
less  of  merely  mechanical  work. 

Attendance. 

Severe  storms  and  sickness  have  interfered  much  with  the  regu- 
lar attendance  of  pupils.  The  cases  of  non-attendance  due  to 
the  carelessness  or  indifference  of  parents  are  less  than  last  year. 
There  are  still  some  instances.  The  only  way  in  which  such  per- 
sons can  be  reached  is  by  subjecting  them  to  the  penalties  of  the 
law,  which  imposes  a  fine  for  each  case  of  negligence.  It  is  much 
better  that  the  parent  should  suffer,  than  that  children  should  grow 
up  in  ignorance.  I  believe  that  where  such  cases  occur,  after  due 
warning  has  been  given,  extreme  measures  should  be  taken. 

The  cases  of  truancy  have  been  less  than  heretofore.  The 
officers  have  attended  faithfully  to  their  duties. 

Supplies. 

In  the  purchasing  of  text-books,  especially  readers,  I  have  been 
able  to  save  considerable  by  exchanging  old  worn-out  books  in 
part  payment  for  new  ones  and  in  some  cases  book  for  book,  an 
old  for  a  new.  By  the  plan  just  adopted,  for  the  coming  year,  of 
purchasing  the  ordinary  supplies  for  all  the  towns,  for  the  whole 
year,  at  one  time,  there  will  be  quite  a  saving  of  expense  to 
each  town. 
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In  closing,  I  wish  to  thank  the  teachers  for  the  faithfulness  and 
energy  with  which  they  have  seconded  my  efforts  to  improve  the 
schools  and  raise  them  to  a  proper  standard  of  excellence. 

To  the  committees  I  wish  to  express  my  gratitude  for  the  con- 
fidence and  trust  which  they  have  seen  fit  to  give  me.  I  can  also  bear 
witness  to  their  faithfulness  to  the  interests  of  the  schools,  to  the 
sacrifices  made  and  the  time  spent  by  them  in  many  instances 
without  compensation. 


To  THE  Committee  of  Duxbury  : — 

As  this  report  will  be  read  by  the  citizens  of  the  Town,  I  think 
it  well  to  explain  here,  the  grading  of  the  schools,  more  fully  than 
is  done  in  the  general  report  to  the  joint  committee  of  the  district. 

In  arranging  the  schools  according  to  the  eight  years'  course, 
previously  mentioned,  the  plan  was  to  have  the  eighth  year  of  the 
course  constitute  the  first  year  in  the  Academy  course.  This  leaves 
but  seven  years  work  to  be  completed  in  the  common  schools. 
This,  I  believe,  meets  with  the  approval  of  the  trustees  of  the 
Academy. 

Heretofore,  the  pupils  have  entered  the  Academy  after  having 
completed  what  would  be  equivalent  to  a  little  more  than  the  fifth 
year  work  in  the  present  course. 

After  entering,  with  these  meagre  qualifications,  the  attempt 
was  made  to  practically  complete  the  common  branches  in  about  a 
year  and  a  half.  In  order  to  do  this  nearly  one  half  of  the  time 
of  the  Academy  course  was  occupied  with  grammar  school  studies. 
Now,  the  Academy  holds  the  same  position  to  the  schools  of  this 
town  that  a  High  School  holds  to  the  schools  of  other  towns.  It 
really  is  the  High  School.  , 

In  order  to  relieve  the  course  in  the  Academy  of  these  lower 
studies  and  allow  the  school,  as  it  ought,  to  assume  its  proper 
position,  the  standard  of  work  done  in  the  district  schools  has 
been  raised.    While  this  plan  increases  the  amount  of  work  done 
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in  all       schools,  it  does  not  in  any  way  work  injury  to  any  one. 

On  a  systematic  plan  it  is  possible  to  do  more  in  the  same  time 
than  when  the  schools  were  working  without  any  particular  plan. 
This  is  true  in  every  business.  System  is  economy.  Pupils  need 
nof'necessarily  be  obliged  to  enter  the  Academy  at  an  older  age 
than  previously.  In  fact,  it  is  true  that  where  the  schools  of  a 
town  have  been  graded,  children  enter  the  High  School  earlier 
than  in  towns  where  the  schools  are  ungraded.  No  child  is  kept 
back  or  required  to  stay  in  one  grade.  On  the  contrary,  where  a 
pupil  has  the  ability,  he  is  given  the  fullest  opportunity  to  advance 
to  a  higher  grade.    This  progress  is  due  mainly  to  himself. 

I  believe  that  the  advantages  of  this  plan  will  become  more  and 
more  apparent  to  all  as  time  advances.  It  will  also  enable  the 
trustees  of  the  Academy  to  do  what,  I  understand,  they  have  so 
long  desired  to  do — extend  their  course  of  study. 

One  thing  must,  however,  be  borne  in  mind.  Parents  cannot 
expect  children  to  keep  up  with  their  classes  unless  they  are  in 
school^  and  there  constantly.  If  a  child  is  absent  half  a  day,  or 
late  for  even  one  recitation,  he  has  lost  so  much  and  is  so  much 
behind  his  class.  An  education  is  as  so  much  capital  to  every  man 
or  woman.  They  can  never  become  bankrupt  on  it.  It  is  always 
convertible  into  ready  money.  It  is  all  that  the  majority  of  par- 
ents can  ever  give  their  children  It  should  then  be  the  first  duty 
of  parents  to  see  that  their  children  attend  school  regularly.  By 
regularly  I  mean  all  the  time,  every  day.  They  should  also  be  sure 
that  the  children  are  not  late  and  that  they  remain  the  entire  ses- 
sion.   Excuses  for  absence  or  dismissal  should  be  very  rare. 

The  teachers  and  the  school  authorities  have  a  duty  in  this 
direction,  too.  It  is  above  all  others  and  first  of  all  the  parents' 
duty.

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l^EPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE. 


To  the  Citizens  of  tJie  Toivu  of  Duxhurij  : 

The  School  Committee  respectfully  submit  the  following 
report  for  the  year  1891-2  : 

Since  the  expenses  of  the  schools  are  given  in  the  report 
of  the  Selectmen  and  the  details  concerning  the  work  of  the 
schools  are  given  in  the  report  of  the  Superintendent  to  the 
Committee,  a  report  from  the  School  Committee  is  almost 
superfluous. 

The  union  of  the  Town  with  the  Towns  of  Scituate  and 
Marshfield  for  the  employment  of  a  Superintendent  of 
Schools,  under  the  provisions  of  the  law  of  1888,  has  been 
continued  with  no  change  of  Superintendent  or  the  organiz- 
ation of  the  joint  commtiee  and  the  arrangements  previously 
made.  The  Committe  are  confident  that  the  present  ar- 
rangement is  a  decided  improvement,  and  recommend  the 
continuance  of  it. 

As  there  seems  to  be  a  misunderstanding  of  the  particular 
duties  of  the  Sujierintendent  and  Committee,  a  brief  state- 
ment of  the  work  of  each  may  be  in  order.  A  Superinten- 
of  the  Schools  works  as  an  agent  of  the  Committee,  his 
chief  work  being  the  direction  of  the  instruction  given  in 
:  the  schools  and  recommending  such  changes  in  the  text- 
/  books,  teachers,  etc.,  as  he  may  judge  the  interest  of  the 
schools  demand.  But  all  financial  matters,  the  election  of 
teachers,  the  length  of  school  terms,  etc.,  are  acted  upon 
by  the  Committee  as  the  laws  require. 
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It  has  been  the  policy  of  your  Committee  to  leave  the 
Superintendent  free  to  spend  as  much  of  his  time  in  the 
schools  as  possible,  and  the  Committee  feel  that  during  the 
year  past  much  has  been  done  to  improve  our  schools. 

At  a  Special  Town  Meeting  on  November  6,  1888,  truant 
by-laws  were  adopted  by  the  Town,  in  which  the  Truant 
School  at  Becket  was  mentioned  as  the  place  for  the  con- 
finement and  discipline  of  .our  truants,  an  arrangement  to 
that  effect  having  been  made  with  the  County  Commission- 
ers of  Berkshire  County.  We  have  been  notified  recently 
that  the  Truant  School  at  Walpole  was  for  the  benefit  of 
Norfolk,  Bristol  and  Plymouth  counties,  and  we  recommend 
the  amendment  of  the  present  by-laws  by  the  substitution 
of  Walpole  in  place  of  Becket. 

In  the  report  of  the  Superintendent  will  be  found  a  com- 
munication from  the  President  of  the  Trustees  of  Partridge 
Academy  with  reference  to  the  examination  for  admis- 
sion and  a  recommendation  from  the  Superintendent. 
For  some  years  the  number  of  pupils  who  have  pre- 
sented themselves  for  examination  for  admission  to  the 
Academy  has  been  very  large,  and,  in  many  cases  the 
applicants  were  puj)ils  whom  the  teachers  in  the  lower 
schools  did  not  recommend  to  take  the  examination.  The 
Trustees  and  the  Committee  felt  that  there  should  be  some 
rule  which  would  limit  the  number  of  applicants  to  those 
who  had  a  reasonable  hope  of  passing  a  satisfactory  exam- 
ination. Accordingly  the  Committee  voted  that  certificates 
would  be  given  by  them  to  all  those  pupils  in  the  respective 
schools  whose  standing  justified  their  taking  the  examina- 
tion. Let  it  be  distinctly  understood,  however,  that  it  is 
not  the  wish  of  Trustees,  or  Committee,  to  deprive  any  pupil 
■of  an  opportunity  to  take  the  examination  if  he  is  prepared 
to  take  it. 


In  closing,  the  Committee  recommended  the  following 
appropriations  for  the  ensuing  year  :

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


To  THE  Committees  of  Scituate,  Marshfield  and  Duxbury  : 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit,  for  your  consideration,  my  third 
annual  report. 

While  these  reports  are  addressed  directly  to  the  School  Com- 
mittees, from  whom  the  Superintendent  derives  whatever  authority 
he  possesses  and  to  whom  he  is  responsible  for  his  official  acts, 
they  may  be  properly  regarded  as  means  of  acquainting  the 
citizens  more  fully  with  affairs  relating  to  the  schools,  than  the 
brief  report  of  the  Committee  attempts  to  do. 

Writmg  with  this  conception  of  the  object  of  my  report  I  shall 
discuss  some  topics  with  which  the  Committee  are  entirely  familiar, 
but,  concerning  which,  the  people  justly  deserve  to  be  informed. 
It  is,  therefore,  my  earnest  desire  that  the  report  be  carefully 
read  and  considered. 

A  wise  administration  of  the  affairs  of  any  business  depends 
not  upon  the  exigencies  of  the  moment  so  much  as  upon  the  ex- 
periences of  the  past  and  the  needs  of  the  future.  The  province 
of  the  schools  is  to  prepare  the  children  of  the  present  to  take 
their  places  with  credit  as  the  men  and  women  of  the  future.  Our 
environments  are  constantly  changing.  We  are  living  in  an  age  of 
progress  unexampled  in  the  World's  history.  The  mental  and 
social  requirements  necessary  for  each  individual,  that  he  may  be 
enabled  to  attain  and  keep  a  satisfactory  position,  are  constantly 
broadening. 
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Knowledge,  the  acquisition  of  which,  but  a  short  time  ago,  was 
regarded  as  an  accomplishment,  or  at  most,  as  belonging  only  to 
an  advanced  course,  is,  from  our  present  conditions  of  life,  de- 
manded as  a  necessity.  A  marked  illustration  of  this  is  seen  in 
the  study  of  drawing.  No  Committee,  who  really  wishes  to  pro- 
vide the  best  instruction  in  its  schools,  w^ill  think  of  omitting  this 
branch.  A  large  number  of  towns  of  our  State  provide  special 
instructors.  The  State  also  employs  a  special  agent  for  this 
purpose.  A  school  which  give  no  instruction  in  drawing  to  its 
pupils  is  out  of  date  and  needs  to  be  re-organized.  The  intro- 
duction of  science  lessons  is  another  instance  of  this  kind.  It  is 
very  essential  that  every  child  should  know  something  of  the  forces 
in  nature  and  their  usefulness  to  man. 

Again,  studies,  which  were  considered  all  important  and  of  the 
highest  value,  have  been  subjected  to  a  weeding  process  and  their 
value  placed  at  a  lower  estimate.  The  rule  of  three,  allegation 
and  true  discount  do  not  enter  into  the  study  of  arithmetic  as  they 
once  did,  and,  whereas,  formerly  about  one-half  of  the  time  was 
spent  on  this  study,  one-fourth  at  the  most  is  now  considered 
sufficient. 

Still  other  branches  have  become  broadened  in  their  scope. 
Progress  has,  as  it  were,  brought  the  whole  world  to  our  door. 
Peoples  who  were  once  so  distant  as  to  be  thought  of  but  little 
importance  are  now  among  our  nearest  neighbors  and  must  be 
more  extensively  studied.  This  calls  for  a  much  broader  study 
of  geography  and  history  than  formerly. 

Other  facts  might  be  adduced  as  evidence  that  the  character 
and  amount  of  work  required  of  the  schools  has  changed  and  is 
constantly  changing. 

Modern  methods  of  farming,  the  multiplicity  of  inventions, 
new  machinery,  and  the  close  competition  of  the  crowded  centres 
of  trade  are  factors  in  this  change. 

The  shoemaker,  the  machinist,  the  watchmaker,  who  has  learned 
to  work  skilfully  in  a  particular  branch  of  his  trade,  finds  himself 
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deprived  of  his  living  by  the  invention  of  a  new  machine.  He 
must  either  sink  back  into  the  ranks  of  unskilled  labor  or  learn 
some  other  trade. 

This  places  upon  the  schools  a  new  problem  to  solve.  Its 
solution  is  being  attempted  by  the  introduction  of  manual  training. 
By  this  means  the  eye  and  hand,  as  well  as  the  mind,  are  trained 
and  a  person  not  only  becomes  more  skilful  in  his  present  occupa- 
tion, but,  should  necessity  require  it,  he  can  acquire  another  trade 
much  more  readily. 

Much  of  what  has  been  said  is  familiar  to  many.  It  is  well, 
however,  to  recall  these  facts  and  to  give  them  their  proper  ap- 
plication. 

In  applying  these  conditions  to  our  schools  and  arranging  the 
work,  so  that  it  shall  fulfil  most  effectually  the  present  require- 
ments and  prepare  for  future  development,  it  is  necessary  to 
observe  certain  conditions.  These  are:  1.  That  instruction 
should  begin  and  continue  upon  right  principles.  2.  That 
studies  should  be  introduced  into  the  course  at  such  times  as 
children  are  prepared  to  receive  them.  3.  That  proper  methods 
are  used,  4.  That  each  study  should  receive  the  attention  which 
its  relative  value  demands. 

1.  (a)  All  Education  Should  be  Self-Education.  The 
child  should  be  taught  to  acquire  knowledge  for  himself  by  ob- 
servation and  thought.  Knowledge  worth  possessing  is  gained 
only  at  the  cost  of  effort.  The  child  who  is  too  indolent  to  learn 
cannot  be  taught.  No  child  should  be  encouraged  to  neglect  a 
study  because  he  does  not  like  it.  It  is  the  teacher's  province  to 
educate,  draw  out,  the  powers  and  to  direct.  It  is  7iot  her  duty 
nor  is  it  right  for  her  to  mentally  carry  any  child. 

(b)  Right  principles  of  instruction  involve  the  training  of  the 
hand,  eye  and  ear  as  well  as  the  mind.  Knowledge,  poioer  and 
skill  are  essential  results  of  any  education.  Some  studies  are 
valuable  for  the  practical  information  which  they  furnish  the  pupil. 
These  and  others  are  valuable  for  the  poioer  which  they  develop 
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in  the  mind  to  acquire  Jtnoidedge  and  express  thought  as  well  as 
skill  in  rememhering  and  using  information  obtained.  Poiver  and 
skill  are  as  important  as  knowledge.  Without  power  and  skill, 
knowledge  would  be  of  no  value,  since  it  could  not  be  retained  or 
used.  It  is  these  two  results  of  any  system  which  give  avail- 
ability to  the  other.  Hence  arises  the  necessity  of  courses  of 
study  based  upon  right  principles,  and  which  shall  be  broad  in 
scope  and  progressive  in  method. 

Therefore  (2),  studies  should  be  introduced  at  such  times  in  the 
course  as  children  are  prepared  to  receive  them.  In  the  first 
years  of  school  life,  when  the  habits  of  observation  and  thought 
are  being  developed,  few  studies  should  be  taken.  Progress 
should  be  slow.  Children  should  not  be  hurried  or  urged.  The 
brain  is  as  incapable  of  bearing  a  heavy  load  at  this  age  as  is  the 
body.  Parents  are  often  impatient  at  what  they  consider  the 
child's  slow  progress.  We  often  hear  the  complaint  that  children 
do  not  learn  anything  the  first  year  or  two  of  school  life.  Very 
often  a  child  is  pushed  beyond  its  capacity,  during  these  years, 
and  for  a  time  makes  remarkable  progress.  There  usually  comes 
a  reaction,  and  then  the  parents  wonder  why  the  child  does  not 
learn  as  rapidly  as  formerly.  The  old  maxim,  "Make  haste 
slowly,"  applies  during  these  years.  Throughout  the  primary 
grades  this  rule  should  be  observed.  , 

Coming  to  the  grammar  grades  progress  is  more  rapid.  More 
studies  are  taken.  Knowledge  is  acquired  with  greater  facility, 
and,  when  right  methods  are  employed,  power  and  skill  are  cor- 
respondingly increased.  The  same  holds  true  throughout  the 
High  School. 

3.  Proper  methods  of  teaching  any  subject  are  such  as  lead  the 
child  to  acquire  information  in  a  wa}^  which  will  best  develop  his 
power  and  skill  of  mind,  hand  and  eye.  Learning  the  pages  of 
history  word  for  word  may  enable  the  child  to  acquire  a  knowledge 
of  facts  to  a  certain  extent.  It  does  not  give  him  the  power  or 
skill  to  use  these  facts  to  the  best  advantage.    There  has  been 
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little  or  no  original  thought.  He  has  not  followed  out  the  logic  of 
events.  If,  however,  he  reads  history,  and  with  the  facts  which 
he  acquires  he  is  guided,  by  the  teacher,  to  an  original,  logical 
conclusion,  he  has  gained  the  requisite  information  and  has  also 
received  that  mental  drill  which  will  best  develop  him. 

Beading  should  be  taught  by  methods  which  will  train  the  child 
to  think  for  himself.  It  is  not  simply  pronouncing  words.  The 
pupil  should  be  taught  by  methods  which  will  give  him  the  power 
to  work  out  new  words  and  which  will  develop  in  him  a  desire  for 
independent  reading  and  thought.  That  is  he  should  become  self- 
educating.    It  involves  the  hardest  kind  of  thinking. 

In  Arithmetic^  addition,  subtraction,  multiplication  and  division 
are  not  taught  as  formerly.  The  pupil  is  led  to  discover  and 
develop  the  various  combinations  for  himself.  The  method  of 
learning  the  tables  by  heart,  and  then  applying  them  according  to 
some  set  rule,  developed  in  the  pupil  but  little  thought.  Telling 
him  that  there  are  two  threes  in  six  gives  him  the  fact,  but,  if  he 
sees  six  things  and  discovers  that  there  are  two  sets  of  three 
things  in  six,  he  has  gained  a  power  of  thought  that  is  of  inesti- 
mable advantage  to  h\m. 

It  is  so  in  all  the  schoo)  work.  Methods  are  used  which  not 
only  impart  information  and  strengthen  the  memory,  but  which 
also  train  the  imagination  and  produce  independent  thought  and 
expression. 

4.  Each  study  should  receive  the  attention  which  its  relative 
value  demands.  That  is,  each  study  shall  be  given  such  a  propor- 
tion of  the  time  in  the  daily  programme  as  its  value  in  imparting 
information  and  in  training  the  faculties  demands. 

After  due  consideration  of  the  matter  I  feel  confident  that  the 
following  is  the  relative  amount  of  time  that  is  given  to  the  differ- 
ent studies  in  the  Primary  schools. 

25  per  cent,  or  more  to  arithmetic. 

22  per  cent  or  more  to  reading  and  spelling. 

20  per  cent,  or  more  to  language  or  geography. 
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12  per  cent,  or  more  to  writing. 
9  per  cent,  or  less  to  drawing. 
6  per  cent,  or  less  to  mnsic. 

The  remaining  time  is  given  to  physiology,  general  exercises, 
or  to  extra  work  in  the  other  studies.  In  the  first  years  the  time 
given  to  reading  and  writing  is  much  more  than  in  the  higher 
grades.  Arithmetic  occupies  more  time  as  the  grades  advance. 
Geography  which  at  iirst  is  included  in  the  study  of  language,  be- 
comes a  distinct  study  in  the  fourth  grade. 

In  the  grammar  grades  25  per  cent.,  usually  more,  of  the  whole 
study  and  recitation  time  is  given  t(<  arithmetic. 

16  per  cent,  or  more  to  reading  and  spelling. 

15  per  cent,  or  more  to  language  or  grammar. 

18  pe*-  cent,  or  more  to  geography  or  history. 

10  per  cent,  or  more  to  writing. 
8  per  cent,  to  drawing. 
5  per  cent,  to  music. 

The  remaining  time  is  given  to  physiology,  general  exercise  and 
literature.  Science  lessons  are  given  in  connection  with  language 
work. 

In  the  higher  grades  histor}^  occupies  a  part  of  the  time  pre- 
viously given  to  geograph}'.  Arithmetic,  technical  grammar  and 
history  occup}"  a  large  portion  of  the  time  of  the  last  two  grades. 

It  has  been  my  endeavor  to  place  the  schools  of  the  towns,, 
under  my  supervision,  upon  the  basis  herein  set  forth. 

A  wise  conservative  plan  is,  1  believe,  the  best.  Not  every  idea 
that  is  presented  can  be  used  to  advantage.  Many  cannot  be  used 
at  all.  New  ideas  are  not  always  progressive.  In  no  profession 
or  business  is  there  sjreater  need  of  intelliorent  action. 

I  believe  that  the  schools  are  showing  the  benefits  of  systematic 
instruction  by  right  methods.  One  evidence  of  this  is  the  greater 
capacity  which  pupils  show  in  grasping  the  higher  studies  when 
they  enter  the  High  School. 
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Drawing  and  music  have  received  more  attention  during  the  past 
year,  and  the  good  results  are  apparent,  especially  in  drawing.  If 
we  could  have  special  instruction  in  these  branches  much  better 
work  could  be  done.  I  hope  we  may  be  able  to  do  this  soon.  It 
would  add  but  a  small  extra  expense  and  would  be  a  great  benefit 
to  the  children. 

SUPERVISION. 

I  have  made  425  visits  to  schools  during  the  past  year,  giving 
to  each  Town  the  proportionate  percentage  agreed  upon. 

Teachers'  meetings  have  been  held  the  same  as  last  year.  At 
these  meetings  I  have  pointed  out  defects  in  methods  of  teaching 
used  by  the  teachers,  and  presented  new  methods  together  with  the 
principles  upon  wiiich  they  are  based.  Criticisms  were  made  on 
the  school  work  and  helpful  suggestions  offered.  Attention  has 
also  been  given  to  the  ventilation  and  temperature  of  the  school 
room,  to  the  preservation  of  school  property  and  to  the  care  of  the 
health  of  the  children,  especially  during  stormy  weather.  I  wish 
here  to  give  due  credit  to  the  efforts  the  teachers  have  made  to 
carry  out  my  instructions  and  in  seconding  my  endeavors  to  raise 
the  schools  to  a  proper  standard.  As  a  proof  of  their  faithfulness 
and  enthusiasm  I  would  recount  a  number  of  instances  where 
they  have  walked  two  or  more  miles,  or  driven  from  four  to  six 
miles  in  a  storm  to  attend  meetings. 

On  Wednesday,  October  14,  a  general  meeting  was  held  in  the 
Unitarian  Church,  Duxbury.

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I  wish  to  extend  the  thanks  of  the  teachers,  as  well  as  my  own, 
to  the  Unitarian  Society  for  the  use  of  the  church,  to  the  la- 
dies of  Duxbury  for  the  elegant  dinner  furnished,  and  also  to 
those  who  gave  their  services  in  preparing  it. 

PROMOTIONS. 

In  making  promotions  from  the  Primary  to  the  Grammar  schools, 
and  from  the  Grammar  to  the  High  School,  as  well  as  from  grade 
to  grade,  two  general  factors  are  considered,  namely,  the  teacher's 
monthly  estimates  and  the  examinations  or  written  tests.  It  must 
be  borne  in  mind  that  pupils  who  are  frequently  absent  from 
school  cannot  hope  to  present  as  good  a  record  as  they  would  were 
they  in  school  all  the  time.  Other  causes,  such  as  the  pupil's  in- 
dolence, may  prevent  his  promotion.  To  promote  a  pupil  before 
he  is  prepared  to  take  up  the  work  of  the  next  grade,  not  only 
does  Mm  an  injury,  but  is  also  a  great  detriment  to  the  class  which 
he  enters.  On  the  other  hand,  a  pupil  who  prepares  himself ,  by 
extra  effort,  for  the  next  grade  above  his  own,  will  be  promoted 
to  that  grade  whenever  it  is  evident  that  he  is  entirely  qualified. 
Such  instances  will  doubtless  be  rare,  since  a  pupil  who  does  the 
work  of  his  grade  well  will  usually  find  his  time  fully  occupied. 

ATTENDANCE. 

Although  there  has  been  quite  as  much  sickness  this  year  as 
last,  the  attendan.ce  has  been  much  better.  I  believe  that  there 
has  not  been  as  full  and  regular  attendance  for  some  years.  There 
have  been  but  very  few  cases  of  truancy.  This  record  gives  cause 
for  congratulation.  Regular  attendance  is  as  important  to  the 
progress  of  a  school  as  good  discipline  or  good  instruction.  { It 
shows,  too,  that  parents  and  pupils  are  taking  more  interest,  and 
that  they  realize  the  importance  of  this  factor  to  the  welfare^of 
the  schools. 
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Our  schools  have  by  no  means  reached  perfection.  They  are 
progressing,  and  I  am  confident  that  there  is  much  to  commend. 
The  teachers  are  striving  faithfully  and  earnestly  to  do  well,  and 
to  fulfil  all  the  requirements  made  of  them.  No  one  is  above 
criticism.  Let  it  be  understood  that  every  one  connected  with 
the  schools  is  ready  to  listen  to  and  profit  by  all  criticisms  given 
with  sincerity  and  with  helpful  intention. 


To  THE  Committee  of  Duxbury  :  — 

I  would  call  your  attention  to  the  record  of  attendance  for  the 
past  year  contained  in  the  tabulated  report.  It  will  bear  compar- 
ison with  that  of  former  years.  The  cases  of  non-attendance 
without  excuse  have  been  much  less  than  last  year.  I  am  confi- 
dent that  an  inspection  of  the  work  of  the  schools  will  show  a  de- 
cided improvement.  The  introduction  of  text-books  in  language 
has  proved  a  great  help.  Good  work  is  being  done  in  this  study, 
the  effect  of  which  is  apparent,  and  will  be  more  so  during  the 
next  year. 

In  accordance  with  the  plan  adopted  by  you,  the  work  in  the 
lower  schools  has  been  extended  throu'gh  the  seventh  year  of  the 
course  of  study.  By  this  means  it  is  possible  to  offer  those,  who 
cannot  attend  the  Academy,  better  advantages,  and  at  the  game 
time  relieve  the  Academy  course  of  much  work  that  does  not 
properly  belong  to  it,  and  which  should  be  don§  in  the  lower 
schools.  Pupils  will  enter  the  Academy  not  only  better  prepared, 
but,  what  is  more  important,  they  will  have  received  a  broader 
mental  training  which  will  enable  them  to  grasp  more  readily  and 
completely  the  higher  studies  which  they  pursue  there.  Improve- 
ment in  this  direction  has  been  quite  apparent  in  the  class  which 
entered  last  Fall.  It  will  be  more  perceptible  as  the  system  under 
which  the  schools  are  now  working  develops.

Dear  Sir — It  has  been  decided  that  in  future  the  examinations 
for  the  Academ}^  will  cover  the  work  throi\gh  the  seventh  year  of 
the  public  school  course  ;  and  that  each  candidate  shall  be  re- 
quired to  have  a  certificate  that  he  is  prepared  to  take  the  exami- 
nation.

I  would  suggest  that  the  Committee  adopt  some  rule  upon  which 
the  certificate  above  mentioned  shall  be  granted  to  candidates.  It 
is  customary  to  base  promotions  to  High  schools  on  the  average 
of  the  pupils  daily  and  examination  record  during  his  course  in 
the  lower  schools.  I  would  recommend  that  a  similar  plan  be 
adopted  by  the  Committee  for  granting  these  certificates. 

In  this  connection  I  desire  to  state  that  each  pupil  in  the  lower 
schools  has  been  placed  in  the  grade  which  he  was  best  prepared 
to  enter.  The  fullest  opportunity  is  offered  to  every  one  who  will, 
by  extra  work,  prepare  himself,  to  enter  the  next  higher  class  at 
any  time  during  the  year.  In  this  way  many  can  complete  the 
course  and  enter  the  Academy  sooner  than  the  prescribed  time. 
This  advancement  must,  however,  be  equal  in  alt  the  studies  of  the 
course.  Such  pupils  as  wish  to  make  this  effort  will  receive  the 
fullest  encouragement  from  teachers  and  Superintendent. 


In  closing  I  wish  to  thank  the  Committee  for  the  confidence  and 
support  the}^  have  given  me,  and  the  citizens  for  the  kind  and 
courteous  treatment  which  I  have  received  at  their  hands  during 
the  year.

EEPORT  OF  SELECTMEN. 


In  presenting  the  Annual  Keport  of  the  Selectmen  for  the 
year  endmg  Feb.  1893,  we  must  call  your  attention  to 
the  seeming  waste  of  money  in  providing  a  fireproof  vault 
which  cannot  be  utilized  by  the  Town  oflScers,  as  we  have 
thus  far  failed  (after  repeated  efforts  to  have  an  interview 
with  those  having  the  library  building  in  charge)  to  make 
arrangements  for  a  Town  oflSce  in  or  near  the  building. 

In  regard  to  the  printing  of  Town  records,  the  matter  is 
nearing  completion,  the  manuscript  being  now  ready  for  the 
printer,  being  very  neatly  done,  although  at  some  cost,  — 
more,  perhaps,  than  would  have  been  the  case  had  the  matter 
been  copied  from  their  appropriate  books  referred  to  in  the  Re- 
port of  last  year,  instead  of  the  original  sheets  and  pamph- 
lets ;  and  in  this  connection  an  explanation  seems  called  for 
in  regard  to  the  statement  there  made  (page  3,  Report  of 
1892). 

At  the  last  Annual  Meeting  in  the  remarks  of  a  gentle- 
man on  the  subject  of  printing  Town  Records  (which  we, 
being  at  a  distance,  were  unable  to  hear,  but  which  were 
afterwards  reported  to  us) ,  the  statement  was  made  that  a 
large  portion  of  the  Records  had  not  been  copied ;  conse- 
quently our  statement  there  made  false.  Now,  as  the  gen- 
tleman has  had  abundant  opportunity  to  discover  his  mistake, 
we  have  looked  in  vain  for  a  withdrawal  of  that  statement ; 
but  as  this  has  not  been  done,  we  would  respectfully  refer 
those  interested  to  some  of  the  older  residents,  who  will  re- 
member the  time  that  Ichabod  Alden,  Esq.,  was  employed 
by  the  Town  to  do  this  very  work,  which  was  done  by  him 
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in  a  very  thorough,  neat,  and  workmanlike  manner,  although 
at  considerable  cost  to  the  Town.  Also  will  refer  them  to 
the  books  themselves,  which  they  can  readily  find  at  any 
time  at  the  clerk's  office.

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SCHOOL  COMMITTEE'S  REPORT. 


With  the  close  of  the  financial  year  1892-3,  the 
School  Committee  present  their  report  as  the  law 
directs. 

Below  will  be  found  a  brief  summary  of  the  ex- 
penses of  the  schools  during  the  past  year,  and  the 
available  means  of  meeting  the  same.

It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  that  the  amount  ex- 
pended for  repairs  was  $163.79  more  than  the  appro- 
priation, this  being  caused  by  the  ventilation  of  the 
Millbrook  School-house,  in  accordance  with  the  order 
of  the  Inspector  of  Public  Buildings  for  this  district. 
The  expenses  for  the  support  of  schools  are  $^:i4.42  in 
excess  of  the  appropriation,  and  for  school  incidentals 
$79.39,  the  last  being  caused  almost  wholly  by  the 
payment  of  bills  contracted  in  the  year  1891-2. 

The  Committee  have  attempted  to  have  all  the  bills 
contracted  during  the  past  year  paid  before  the  end  of 
the  year,  and,  with  few  exceptions,  such  bills  have 
been  approved  and  presented  for  payment. 

During  the  financial  year  just  closed,  the  schools, 
with  the  exception  of  the  Academy,  have  been  in  ses- 
sion 38  weeks,  the  Committee  being  unable,  with  the 
means  at  their  disposal,  to  have  the  schools  in  session 
40  weeks.  It  was  thought  best  to  have  short  vacations 
at  Christmas  and  Fast  and  to  extend  the  Summer  vaca- 
tion two  weeks,  thus  avoiding  the  various  interruptions 
in  the  early  part  of  September. 

During  the  past  year,  a  committee  consisting  of  the 
President  of  the  Trustees,  the  Principal  of  the  Acad- 
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emy,  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  and  one  member 
to  be  chosen  from  the  School  Committee,  was  chosen 
by  the  Trustees  of  the  Academy  to  consider  what 
changes  might  be  desirable  in  the  requirements  for 
admission  to  the  Academy,  the  course  of  study,  and 
other  matters  pertaining  to  the  general  welfare  of  the 
school.  The  committee  have  not  yet  reported  to  the 
joint  committee  of  the  Trustees  and  School  Committee, 
but  have  been  for  some  time  carefully  considering 
matters  pertaining  to  the  Academy.  At  a  recent 
meeting  of  this  committee  referred  to  above  the  fol- 
lowing resolution  was  passed:  ''Resolved,  That  the 
educational  interests  of  the  Town  require  a  grammar 
school  in  which  pupils  may  be  better  prepared  for  the 
Academy,  thus  leaving  the  Academy  free  to  do  a 
higher  grade  of  work.'' 

The  Trustees  of  the  Academy  at  a  meeting  on  Sept. 
5.  1892,  voted  "that  the  Superintendent  of  Schools, 
Mr.  Watson,  be  invited  to  give  what  time  he  can  to 
the  Academy,  and  to  consult  with  the  Principal,  an(J 
to  make  any  suggestions  to  the  Trustees,  for  the  im- 
provement of  the  school,  that  he  may  think  desirable.'^ 

Appended  to  the  report  of  the  Committee  is  the  re- 
port of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools.  In  this  report 
the  question  of  consolidation  of  schools  is  discussed  at 
length.  Since  the  union  of  the  towns  of  Scituate, 
Marshfield  and  Duxbury,  for  the  employment  of  a 
Superintendent  of  Schools,  the  schools  of  Scituate  have 
been  reduced  in  number  by  the  union  of  schools.  In. 
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order  that  the  Town  of  Scituate  may  still  further  re- 
duce the  number  of  its  schools  without  disturbing  the 
district — the  law  requiring  at  least  thirty  schools  in  the 
district — the  School  Committee  of  Scituate  have  re- 
quested their  representative  in  the  Legislature  to  intro- 
duce a  bill  allowing  the  district  to  decrease  the  number 
of  its  schools  and  still  employ  a  Superintendent  under 
the  law  of  1888. 

That  better  schools  must  result  from  the  consolida- 
tion of  schools  there  can  be  no  doubt,  and  your  Com- 
mittee have  considered  the  matter  to  a  considerable 
extent,  but  have  not  yet  any  definite  plan  to  offer." 
Among  other  plans,  it  has  been  suggested  that  the 
Methodist  Church  be  purchased  and  made  into  a  four- 
roomed  school  house,  to  accommodate  the  pupils  of  the 
lower  half  of  the  town,  pupils  living  beyond  a  certain 
distance  being  transported,  and  that  a  similar  building 
be  located  centrally  for  the  upper  half  of  the  town. 
If  this,  or  a  similar  plan,  were  adopted,  the  schools 
might  be  graded,  no  room  having  more  than  two 
classes,  or  grades,  and  the  studies  commonly  known  as 
grammar  school  studies  could  be  completed  before  the 
pupils  entered  the  Academy,  thus  leaving  the  Academy 
for  a  much  higher  grade  of  work,  as  has  already  been 
suggested. 

With  such  grading  of  our  schools,  subjects  might  be 
introduced  which  it  is  not  practicable  to  teach  in  them 
at  present,  and  there  would  be  no  reason  why  our 
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schools  should  not  rank  with  those  of  the  largei-  towns 
and  cities. 

Our  schools,  taken  as  a  whole,  are  doing  good  work, 
and  the  adv^antages  of  supervision  are  becoming  more 
apparent  each  year  in  better  methods  of  instruction 
and  in  the  results  obtained. 

In  closing,  the  Committee  recommend  the  following

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


To  THE  COIttMITTEES  OF  SCITUATE,   MaRSHFIELD  AND  DUXBURY  : 

The  fourth  annual  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  is 
herewith  presented  for  your  consideration. 

The  School  year  just  past  has,  in  most  respects,  been  one  in 
which  a  record  of  good  progress  has  been  made.  It  has  been  the 
aim  of  the  teachers  and  Superintendent,  to  produce  more  thorough 
work  in  each  grade.  With  this  end  in  view,  stated  examinations 
at  the  end  of  each  term  have  been  discontinued.  This  has  made 
it  possible  to  give  examinations  at  any  time  during  the  term, 
thereby  relieving  pupils  of  great  nervous  and  mental  strain  at  one 
time. 

This  plan  has  also  resulted  in  placing  the  examinations  on  a 
higher  plane  of  usefulness,  by  showing  both  teachers  and  pupils 
wherein  the  instruction  has  been  deficient,  before  the  end  of  the 
term,  and  while  there  is  time  to  review  the  classes  and  make  up 
such  deficiencies.  It  has,  also,  served  to  direct  the  instruction 
along  right  lines,  has  given  more  force  to  proper  methods,  and 
does  not  confine  pupils  to  the  study  of  one  text-book,  but  leads 
them  into  a  broader  and  higher  plane  of  personal  investigation. 
It  also  produces  more  independence  of  thought  and  a  greater 
degree  of  individual  responsibility. 

That  our  schools  are,  year  by  year,  improving  m  work  done, 
and,  what  is  mosMmportant,  that  the  pupils  are  receiving  a  broader 
mental  development,  is  proven  by  the  fact  that  the  principals  of 


the  High  schools  report,  that  each  succeeding  class  that  comes  to 
them  is  more  capable  of  grasping  the  higher  studies.  Progress  in 
his  direction  is  most  gratifying,  and  by  far  the  most  important 
end  for  which  to  work.  Of  what  value  is  knowledge,  in  any  sub- 
ject, to  a  person,  if  he  has  not  first  of  all,  the  mental  power  to  use 
it  to  the  best  advantage?  The  school  cannot  furnish  pupils  with 
natural  ability,  but  it  can,  and  ought,  to  develop  natural  ability  to 
its  fullest  extent.  This  is  the  first  duty  of  the  school.  Knowledge 
is  of  great  value,  but  knowledge  without  adequate  power  to  use  it, 
amounts  to  but  little. 

Another  evidence  that  the  schools  have  become  more  efficient, 
is  that  the  grammar  classes  have  been  doing  more  advanced  work 
in  nearly  every  study.  The  lowest  grammar  classes  have  come  to 
their  work  with  a  more  thorough  preparation  in  the  primary  grades 
and  have  thus  cleared  the  way  for  this  higher  work  in  the  upper 
classes. 


During  the  Spring  term  a  convention  of  all  the  teachers  of  this 
district  was  held  in  the  Baptist  church.  North  Scituate,  at  which 
the  following  persons  addressed  the  teachers  on  topics  relating  to 
school  work  :  —  Mr.  John  T.  Prince,  Agent  of  the  State  Board  of 
Education,  Mr.  Henry  T.  Bailey,  State  Agent  of  Art  Instruction, 
and  Mr.  Arthur  C.  Boyden,  of  the  Bridgewater  Normal  School. 
The  meeting  was  one  of  great  profit  to  all.  The  people  of  Scituate 
furnished  a  very  excellent  collation.  The  thanks  of  all  present 
are  due  to  them,  to  the  ladies  who  prepared  the  tables,  and  to  the 
Baptist  church  for  the  use  of  the  church  building. 

At  the  same  time  an  exhibit  was  given  of  work  done  in  the 
schools.  The  object  of  this  exhibit  was  first,  to  give  each  teacher 
the  benefit  of  comparing  the  work  done  in  her  school  with  that 
done  in  others  ;  and  second,  to  give  the  people  the  opportunity  of 
knowing  what  was  being  done.  No  attempt  was  made  at  show. 
Work  actually  done  in  the  daily  recitations  was  presented  in 
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exactly  tbe  condition  in  which  any  one  would  find  it  on  visitiijg 
the  schools.  The  work  exhibited  there  received  such  commenda- 
tions from  the  gentlemen  above  mentioned,  that  your  Superinten- 
dent, because  of  these  commendations,  and  by  reason  of  the 
urgent  request  of  Mr.  Boyden,  was  encouraged  to  prepare  some 
work  to  be  sent  to  the  World's  Fair. 


We  lose  many  of  our  best  teachers  because  other  towns  recog- 
nize their  qualifications  and  offer  larger  salaries.  Were  it  not  for 
the  ties  of  home,  we  would  lose  many  others.  A  solution  of  this 
problem  will  be  presented  under  another  head  in  this  report. 

It  is  but  just,  however,  at  this  point>  to  bear  testimony  to  the 
faithful,  conscientious  work  of  the  teachers  in  this  district.  With 
hardly  an  exception,  each  one  has  put  forth  her  best  efforts  to 
produce  the  best  results  possible.  Certainly  more  effective  work 
has  been  done. 

It  has  always  been  the  aim  of  teachers  and  Superintendent,  to 
give  the  strongest  encouragement  to  each  individual  pupil  to 
advance  from  grade  to  grade,  whenever  proper  fitness  and  appli- 
cation have  been  apparent.  There  have  been  several  instances  of 
promotions  to  higher  grades  during  the  year.  In  some  cases,  in 
the  ungraded  schools,  when  there  was  not  a  class  doing  the  work 
of  a  grade  to  which  it  was  desired  to  promote  pupils,  a  class  has 
been  formed.  This  has  brought  extra  work  on  the  teacher  when 
she  already  had  enough,  but  it  was  deemed  advisable  for  the  ben- 
efit of  the  pupils.  It  is  not  always  possible  to  do  this.  In  small 
schools  especially,  this  difficulty  is  met  with.  This  suggests  the 
same  question  which  has  been  discussed  in  previous  reports  :  the 
expediency  of  consolidating  smaller  schools  with  larger  ones,  so 
that  the  pupils  may  have  the  benefit  of  the  enthusiasm  and  spirit 
of  large  classes.  This  suggests  another  step,  —  that  of  forming  a 
plan  whereby  the  schools  of  each  town  can  be  so  arranged  that 
there  shall  be  fewer  grades  under  one  teacher,  and  also  that  the 
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child  ren  may  receive  the  benefits  from  the  schools  enjoyed  by 
pupils  in  large  towns,  and  which  they  cannot  receive  under  exist- 
ing conditions. 

CONSOLIDATION  OF  SCHOOLS. 

In  order  to  investigate  the  matter  thoroughly  and  to  learn  the 
exact  results  of  the  workings  of  such  a  plan  in  towns  in  this  state 
where  it  has  been  tried,  inquiry  was  made  of  the  school  oflScers  in 
these  towns-  Such  extracts  from  the  reports  received  are  here 
•given  as  seem  applicable  to  the  conditions  existing  in  the  towns  of 
this  district. 

The  town  of  Concord  adopted  this  plan  in  1880.  In  the  last 
annual  report  of  the  School  Committee,  a  history  of  the  plan  and 
the  practical  results  are  given.  Extracts  from  this  report  are 
herewith  presented.  The  parts  omitted  are  such  as  relate  to  per- 
sonal matters  of  the  town,  and  in  no  way  deal  with  the  general 
results  :  — 

Prior  to  1879  the  common  schools  of  Concord  were  twelve  in 
number,  occupying  eleven  houses.  Five  of  these  schools  were 
placed  in  the  Central  Village ;  two  under  one  roof  were  at  West 
Concord ;  and  the  remaining  five  were  country  district  schools  for 
the  accommodation  of  the  outlying  farming  population.  The  dis- 
trict school-houses  were  at  a  distance  from  the  Centre  varying 
from  one  and  a  half  to  three  miles.  At  the  Centre  was  the  High 
school,  to  which  children  came  from  all  parts  of  the  town.  An 
attempt  had  been  made,  with  partial  success,  to  grade  the  Centre 
schools.  The  school  board  of  that  day,  therefore,  had  to  deal 
with  a  system  of  schools  ungraded  in  part,  and  the  rest  mixed 
schools  imperfectly  graded.  These  schools  were  taught  by  expe- 
rienced teachers,  most  of  whom— if  not  all— had  received  special 
training  for  the  work.  *  *  *  *  *  *  * 
In  December  1880,  a  building — named  the  Emerson  School  " — 
was  ready  for  occupancy,  and  received  the  children  from  the  Vil- 
lage schools.     An  immediate  and  inevitable  improvment  in  every 
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quality  that  distinguishes  a  good  from  a  poor  school  resulted. 
These  schools  had  been  for  a  long  time  a  cause  of  anxiety.  They 
were  growing  feebler  and  they  were  expensive  to  maintain  in  pro- 
portion to  the  number  of  pupils  they  served.  The  suggestion  of 
the  true  way  to  deal  with  these  schools  was  welcomed.  The 
Emerson  School  would  accommodate  all  the  children.  The  School 
Committee  adopted  the  suggestion  that  it  was  advisable  to  close 
the  district  schools  and  to  convey  the  children  to  the  Centre.

A  strong,  rational  conservatism  existed  in  the  districts.  The 
idea  of  consolidation  was  novel,  and  raised  doubts  and  objections 
that  could  not  be  met  by  past  experience  here  or  elsewhere.  On 
the  other  hand,  it  was  possible  for  the  plan  to  prevail  in  the  end, 
because  the  communities  directly  affected  were  highly  intelligent 
and  formed  their  judgments  thoughtfully  and  correctly.  It  is  an 
interesting  fact,  also^  that^  during  the  whole  ten  years  of  change^  a 
MAJORITY  of  the  Committee  ivere  farmers;  and  that  for  the  mcst  of 
the  time^  a  majority  ivere  local  representatives  of  the  districts 
involved.  ******  * 

In  1881  Superintendent  Tileston  reports  that  the  children  of 
district  7,  "have  been  carried  to  the  schools  of  the  village  for 
more  than  a  year.  The  parents,  at  first,  were  mostly  opposed  to 
this  course.  They  seem  now  eiitirely  satisfied^  and  would  not  have 
their  old  school  if  they  could."  In  1882  the  parents  in  district  2 
petitioned  the  Committee  to  close  their  school  and  to  convey  their 
children  to  the  Centre.       *        *        *        *        *        *  * 

In  1883  the  Committee  report  as  follows  :  "  We  have  now  con- 
centrated the  school  children  in  the  High  School,  Emerson  School 
and  West  Concord  School,  where  they  can  all  have  the  best  educa- 
tion the  town  affords ;  and  it  is  the  belief  of  the  Committee  that  it 
will  not  be  necessory  to  re-open  any  of  the  district  school-houses." 

^  ^  ^  ^  ^  4^  ^ 

In  1891  the  town  authorized  the  Selectmen  to  sell  the  unoccu- 
pied school-houses  in  the  districts.   This  action  of  the  town,  taken 
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without  a  voice  raised  in  opposition,  indicates  the  general  satisfac- 
tion with  the  present  system.  The  apprehension  of  the  owners  of 
real  estate  that  a  depreciation  of  vakies  would  result,  if  local 
schools  were  closed,  has  proven  groundless.  The  natural  reluct- 
ance of  parents  to  send  their  young  children  so  far  from  home, 
and  for  all  day,  to  attend  the  Centre  school,  has  vanished.  The 
children  are  conveyed  in  comfortable  vehicles  fitted  up  for  their 
accommodation.  They  are  in  charge  of  trusty  drivers  en  route^ 
and  at  noon  they  are  under  the  especial  care  of  one  of  the  teach- 
ers. When  it  is  practicable,  a  farmer  living  near  the  extreme 
limits  of  the  district,  is  employed  to  convey  the  children.  Two 
two-horse  barges  and  two  one-horse  wagons  are  in  use  at  present. 
All  these  vehicles  are  fitted  with  seats  running  lengthwise,  and  are 
closed  or  open  at  sides  and  end,  as  the  weather  requires,  and  in 
cold  weather  are  provided  with  blankets  and  straw.  The  driver 
starts  from  or  near  the  remotest  end  of  his  district,  and  drives 
down  the  principal  thoroughfare,  taking  up  the  children  at  their 
own  doors  or  at  cross-street  corners.  The  attendance  of  children 
conveyed  is  several  per  cent,  better  than  that  of  the  village 
children,  and  it  is  far  higher  than  it  was  in  the  old  district 
schools.  This  is  not  strange  when  one  reflects  that  the  children 
are  taken  at  their  own  door  and  conveyed  to  school  without  expos- 
ure in  stormy  weather,  and  with  entire  comfort  in  cold  or  stormy 
weather.  Discipline  in  the  carriages  is  maintained  readily,  as  the 
driver  has  authority  to  put  out  any  unruly  child.  The  children  are 
conveyed  from  one  and  one  half  to  three  and  one  half  miles. 

Whatever  advantages  a  system  of  carefully  graded  schools 
occupying  a  well-ventilated  and  well-cared-for  school-house,  taught 
by  a  body  of  intelligent  and  earnest  teachers  co-operating  to 
secure  the  best  discipline  within  and  without  the  school-room,  has 
over  the  mixed  country  school,  such  advantages  are  shared  alike 
by  all  the  inhabitants  of  this  town.  All  are  alike  interested  in  all 
real  progress  in  methods  of  discipline  and  instruction,  and  in 
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improved  appliances  to  aid  instruction.  Superintendence  becomes 
more  efficient.  ********* 
Appliances  of  all  kinds,  and  books  of  reference,  can  bes  provided 
more  extensively  and  at  less  cost.  In  short,  every  scheme  to 
make  the  teaching  more  efficient  or  broader,  can  be  carried  into 
effect  far  m(»re  readily.  The  history  of  this  movement  in  Concord 
conclusively  shows  that  the  success  of  the  plan  here  was  due  to 
ITS  INTRINSIC  MERIT,  acting  upon  the  minds  of  an  enlightened  peo- 
ple desirous  of  furthering  the  true  educational  interests  of  their 
children. 

Many  incidental  advantages  subordinate  to  the  prime  one,  have 
resulted.  All  the  children  of  the  town  meet  on  the  same  arena, 
test  the  quality  of  each  other,  and  exchange  from  the  beginning, 
those  influences  which  will  mould  them  to  act  together  harmoni- 
ously and  intelligently  in  the  future.  All  the  parents  of  the  town 
have  an  equal  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  two  central  systems  of 
schools,  and  for  many  years  dissensions  about  the  maintenance  of 
schools  have  been  unknown  in  our  town  meetings." 

A  letter  has  been  received  from  Mr.  Edwin  S.  Barrett,  Chair- 
man of  the  School  Committee  of  Concord,  which  touches  upon 
some  of  the  points  spoken  of  in  the  report  just  quoted,  and  in 
addition  says:  *'The  advantages  are  better  schools,  better  corps 
of  teachers,  every  child  has  the  same  advantages,  and  consequently 
the  best  development  is  obtained.  The  childre'h  like  it.  The 
parents  see  the  advantage  of  it.  The  farmers  see  that  it  does  not 
injure  the  value  of  their  farms  to  close  their  district  schools,  while 
the  children  have  many  more  advantages  of  mingling  with  the  best 
class  of  children  from  all  the  town,  and,  from  friction  of  numbers, 
are  greatly  brightened.  Our  people  would  not  under  any  consid- 
erations, go  back  to  the  old  system.  We  have  proved  it  by  ten 
years  experience,  and  we  think  we  have  model  schools  at  a  mini- 
mum of  cost.  Mothers  worried  at  having  their  young  children 
away  all  day,  but  when  the  child  from  slight  illness  was  compelled 
to  stay  at  home,  it  usually  cried  because  it  could  not  go  to  school 
in  the  barge.  This  finally  settled  the  question  with  the  mothers." 
2 
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Mr.  W.  L.  Eaton,  Superintendent,  also  says  :  "  There  are  many 
advantages,  as  stated  in  my  report.  If  there  are  ayiy  disadvan- 
tages they  are  not  apparent  here." 

These  very  full  extracts  have  been  made  from  the  reports  of  the 
school  oflScers  of  Concord,  because  the  scheme  was  first  tried,  and 
has  been  the  longest  in  operation  in  that  place.  It  may  be  well 
to  add  that  the  Concord  schools  stand  among  the  first  in  the  state. 

.  Below,  extracts  are  given  from  the  communications  received 
from  the  school  officers  of  other  towns  where  the  system  is  in 
operation :  —  * 
From  Lexington. 
Until  1891  the  public  school  work  in  Lexington  was  carried 
on  by  means  of  a  High  school,  two  graded  schools  and  four 
ungraded  district  schools.  In  the  beginning  of  that  school  year 
(1891-92)  an  eight-room  building  was  completed  and  occupied. — 
Age  at  which  pupils  are  transported,  between  five  and  six  years 
and  upwards.  Distance,  2 J  miles  to  J  mile.  A  few  of  the  advan- 
tages are,  in  my  opinion:  1.  That  all  children  of  the  town 
receive  equally  good  education.  2.  That  the  system  greatly 
increases  the  efficiency  of  teachers.  3.  That  the  children  from 
the  outskirts  are  brought  into  daily  contact  with  the  villages,  tend- 
ing to  unify  the  interests  of  the  town.  4.  That  better  school- 
houses  are  possible  than  under  the  old  district  system.  5.  That 
the  regularity  of  attendance  is  greatly  promoted  and  the  supervis- 
ion of  truancy  is  made  easier.  6.  That  the  town  is  made  an 
attractive  place  of  residence  to  the  best  class  of  new  citizens.  I 
see  no  real  disadvantages.  So  far  as  I  am  informed  the  system 
is  popular ;  and  in  many  cases,  strong  enemies  of  the  change  are 
noio  its  warmest  adherents.'' — J.  P.  Mmiroe,  Secretary. 

COHASSET. 

"The  schools  are  all  united  in  the  "Osgood  School"  with 
the  exception  of  four  schools.  Youngest  pupil  transported  about 
6  years  old.  Distance  one  to  three  miles.  I  should  judge  that 
in  towns  with  a  number  of  small  schools,  say  18  pupils  to  a  school, 
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ihere  might  be  a  reduction  in  teaching  force  by  consolidation.  In 
regard  to  advantages,  etc.,  I  can  say  that  I  honestly  believe  we 
are  getting  much  better  results.  I  think  the  majority  of  the 
parents  like  the  Central  School." — E.  F.  Ripley,,  Secretary. 

"Better  teaching,  better  moral  influence,  greater  intellectual 
activity,  more  healthful  buildings,  greater  economy." — L.  P. 
2^ash ,  S uperintendent . 

"I  think  the  plan  of  having  a  central  building  for  all  the 
children  a  success,  and  that  the  town  would  be  very  unwilling 
to  go  back  to  the  old  system.  I  cannot  see  that  any  expense  is 
saved  to  the  town,  but  the  children  are  enabled  to  get  a  much 
better  education  in  comfortable,  healthy,  pleasant  and  well 
ventilated  rooms." — Rev.  Jos.  Osgood. 

Bedford. 

*'  All  the  pupils  are  in  one  building  of  four  rooms.  Youngest 
pupil  conveyed,  5  years.  Longest  distance  two  miles.  All  below 
High  school  are  in  three  rooms.  Advantages  over  old  system  are 
worth  double  the  extra  cost.  Scholars  are  better  supplied  for 
same  money.  I  think  the  system  is  generally  popular." — L.  T, 
McJ^en>ney,f  Sup  erintendent . 

Mashpee. 

"  Had  6  scholars  in  one  school  and  put  them  in  a  school  of  32 
scholars  and  the  result  is  good.  Distance  conveyed  5  to  5J  miles. 
Youngest  pupil  conveyed  8J  years.  No  extra  cost.  We  have  two 
school  buildings.  My  opinion  is,  the  scholars  have  better  lessons 
and  do  better  with  a  larger  school  than  they  do  tvhere  there  are  only 
a  few.  The  disadvantages  are  only  the  parents  do  not  care  to 
have  the  children  ride  so  far  in  cold  weather,  and  still  they  are 
pleased  with  the  result.  The  result  in  regard  to  saving  is,  on 
repairs,  fuel,  care  of  house  and  teacher,  to  my  careful  estimate, 
$43  per  month.  The  system  is  pleasing  to  about  all  the  people, 
and  I  believe  it  will  be  continued." — Z.  L.  Amos^  Chairman. 
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North  Dartmouth. 

"  One  small  school  closed  in  1891.  Youngest  pupil  transported 
about  6  years.  Longest  distance  2J  nailes  ;  shortest,  2  miles. — 
Advantages  are,  it  facilitates  grading.  Not  much  saving.  Cost 
is  principally  in  transportation." — Job  S.  Gidley,  Chairman. 

The  opinions  of  the  agents  of  the  State  Board  of  Education, 
who  have  had  large  opportunities  of  judging  of  the  merits  of 
this  system  from  actual  observation,  are  here  given : 

Mr.  George  A.  Walton  says  :  — 

"1.  Equal  school  privileges  secured  to  all  the  children  of  the 
town. 

2.  Moral  condition  of  children  improved  by  reason  of  contact 
of  older  and  younger  in  larger  numbers,  under  constant  oversight 
by  adult  and  experienced  persons. 

3.  The  social  habits  improved  ;  the  small  neighborhood  tends 
to  narrowness,  shyness  and  reserve, — the  larger  school  tends  to 
liberalize  arid  beget  self-respect  and  a  spirit  of  accommodation, — 
all  tending  to  good  citizenship. 

4.  The  schools  admit  of  better  grading  ;  hence  to  better  in- 
struction and  means  of  teaching,  and  economy  with  all. 

5.  Fewer  buildings  to  be  kept  in  repair  and  provided  with  fuel 
and  janitor's  services. 

6.  Better  janitor's  service,  better  supervision  and  better  in- 
struction ;  superior  teachers  can  be  afforded. 

7.  Beal  estate  improves;  school  spirit  improves.  The  school 
attendance  improves." 

Mr.  John  T.  Prince  says,  as  to  advantages  :  — 

"1.  Better  classification.  2.  Greater  average  attendance. 
Pupils  are  more  regular  and  punctual  when  they  are  carried  to  the 
school.  3.  Greater  degree  of  interest  in  school  work  of  all 
kinds." 

Mr.  George  H.  Martin,  formerly  Agent  of  Board  of  Education 
for  this  section  of  the  State,  now  Supervisor  of  Schools,  Boston, 
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as  to  advantages,  says:  "Better  buildings,  better  cared  for,  better 
grading,  better  teaching,  better  descipline,  ciiildren  under  close 
supervision,  more  interest  and  enthusiasm,  better  teachers  pos- 
sible." 

Where  the  disadvantages  are  not  quoted  in  any  of  the  above  re- 
ports they  are  the  same  as  those  already  given. 

The  facts  in  regard  to  this  system  are  herewith  presented. 
They  are  given  against  it  as  well  as  for  it,  so  far  as  it  has  been 
possible  to  obtain  them. 

They  are  as  fully  set  forth  as  is  practicable  in  this  report. 

No  comment  is  deemed  necessary  at  this  time  except  to  say 
that,  after  having  carefully  considered  the  matter,  it  seems  evi- 
dent that  the  scheme  can  be  successfully  carried  out  in  each  of  the 
towns  in  this  district ;  that  no  very  great  extra  expense  need  be 
incurred  in  doing  so  if,  in  fact,  any  ;  that  the  reduction  in  the 
number  of  teachers  and  expenses  of  repairs,  fuel,  janitors,  etc., 
would  quite  cover  cost  of  transportation  ;  that  it  would  be  pos- 
sible to  raise  the  salaries  of  the  teachers  to  a  point  sufficient  to  re- 
tain the  best  ;  and,  finally,  that  the  children  would  obtain  all  the 
advantages  in  every  way  that  are  offered  by  cities  and  larger 
towns. 

The  consolidation  of  the  schools  of  Scituate,  even  to  the  extent 
to  which  it  has  been  accomplished  at  present,  has  proved  exceed- 
ingly beneficial  and  fully  warrants  the  final  step. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  plan  will  receive  the  careful  consideration 
that  it  deserves. 


CONCLUSIONS. 

There  is  a  great  need  of  more  reference  books  for  the  Grammar 
grades  in  order  that  that  broadness  may  be  given  to  the  instruc- 
tion which  is  best  calculated  to  produce  the  greatest  and  most 
lasting  results.  There  have  been  but  two  changes  in  the  course  of 
study.  The  course  in  language  has  been  carefully  revised,  but 
the  essential  requirements  have  not  been  materially  changed.  The 
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course  in  reading  has  been  improved  by  the  introduction  of  the 
* 'Riverside"  and  other  series  of  selections  from  the  best  authors, 
with  the  purpose  of  cultivating  a  taste  for  good  literature  at  an 
early  age. 

The  visits  of  the  Superintendent  have  been  made  as  in  past 
years.    Each  town  has  received  the  required  amount  of  service. 

The  heartiest  thanks  are  extended  to  the  Committees  for  their 
confidence,  encouragement  and  support,  and  for  allowing  your 
Superintendent  to  deal  with  the  schools  unhampered  by  any  un- 
necessary restrictions.

At  the  last  annual  meeting,  the  Town  requested  the 
School  Committee  to  consider  the  subject  of  the  con- 
solidation of  the  schools,  and  to  report  at  a  future 
meeting.  The  Committee  directed  the  Superintendent 
to  make  investigations,  and  considerable  information 
has  been  obtained,  but  the  Committee  have  no  formal 
report  to  make  at  present. 

The  High  Street  school  became  so  small  during 
the  Spring  term  that,  after  careful  inquiries  during 
the  Summer  vacation,  it  was  decided  to  discontinue 
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the  school  for  the  present,  and  to  transfer  the  pupils 
to  the  nearest  schools.  As  a  result  of  this,  a  part  of 
the  pupils  went  to  the  Ashdod  school,  and  the  remain- 
der to  a  school  in  Pembroke,  the  Committee  having 
made  the  necessary  arrangements  with  the  School 
Committee  of  Pembroke.  Whenever  the  number  of 
pupils  in  this  district  is  sufficient  to  warrant  it,  the 
school  will  be  re-opened. 

At  the  last  annual  meeting  of  the  joint  committee 
of  the  towns  of  Scituate,  Marshfield  and  Duxbury,  the 
School  Committee  of  Scituate,  because  of  the  consoli- 
dation of  the  schools  of  that  town,  wished  a  reappor- 
tionment of  the  Superintendent's  time,  and  conse- 
quently, of  the  amount  of  salary  to  be  paid  by  each  of 
the  towns.  Formerly  Scituate  had  paid  40  per  cent, 
of  the  amount  raised  by  the  district,  receiving  a  cor- 
responding portion  of  the  Superintendent's  time,  the 
other  towns  paying  30  per  cent,  each,  and  receiving 
the  same  proportion  of  the  service  rendered.  It  was 
voted  that,  for  the  year  commencing  May  15,  1893, 
each  town  should  receive  one-third  of  the  Superin- 
tendent's time,  and  pay  a  like  amount  of  the  part  of 
the  salary  which  is  paid  by  the  district,  or  $250. 

On  April  15,  1893,  ^^e  law  relative  to  the  employ- 
ment of  a  district  Superintendent,  as  amended  by  the 
last  legislature,  took  effect.  The  amount  to  be  raised 
by  the  towns  in  the  district  unitedly,  remains  the 
same,  but  the  state  pays  towards  the  salary  of  the 
•Superintendent  $750  per  annum,  instead  of  #500,  as 
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heretofore,  dividing  among  the  towns  in  the  district 
the  sum  of  $500  for  salaries  of  teachers,  this  sum 
being  divided  upon  the  basis  of  the  amount  spent  by 
the  towns  for  the  Superintendent's  salary.  There 
will  be  due  the  Town  from  the  State,  on  May  15,  1894, 
^416.67. 

There  has  been  an  apparejtt  increase  of  $81.25  in 
the  amount  paid  by  the  Town  for  the  past  year,  for 
the  Superintendent's  salary,  but,  deducting  the  sum 
due  from  the  State,  the  actual  increase  has  been  but 
$16.25,  this  increase  being  due  to  the  reapportionment 
of  the  amounts  paid  by  the  several  towns  of  the  dis- 
trict. The  actual  cost  to  the  Town  of  a  Superintendent 
of  Schools  for  the  last  fiscal  year,  not  reckoning  inter- 
est on  the  amount  paid  by  the  Town,  to  be  refunded 
by  the  State,  is  $241.25,  and  including  the  interest 
mentioned  above,  it  cannot  exceed  $250.  It  should 
be  remembered  that,  because  of  the  employment  of  a 
district  Superintendent,  the  Town  received  last  year 
from  the  State,  for  salaries  of  teachers,  $159.17,  and 
will  receive  next  year  for  the  same  purpose,  $166.67, 
these  sums  being  no  portion  of  what  the  Town  has 
already  paid  out,  in  anticipation  of  its  being  refunded 
by  the  State,  in  afiy  sense  whatever. 

Changes  in  teachers  have  occurred  in  only  three  of 
the  schools  during  the  year,  and  the  work  has  pro- 
ceeded with  little  interruption.  By  having  the  Fall 
term,  in  all  schools  except  the  Academy,  commence 
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two  weeks  later  than  formerly,  and  by  having  a  con- 
tinuous year,  excepting  vacations  of  one  week  at 
Christmas  and  Fast,  a  gain  has  been  made.  The 
interruption  caused  by  the  Marshfield  Agricultural 
Fair,  which  usually  occurred  in  the  second  week  of 
the  Fall  term,  is  thus  avoided,  and  to  some  extent,  the 
absence  caused  by  cranberry  picking,  for  if  the  cran- 
berry picking  is  not  finished,  the  pupils  in  many 
cases,  do  not  enter  school  until  it  is,  and  as  the  term 
commences  later,  less  time  is  lost. 

The  Committee  consider  the  year  a  very  profitable 
one,  and  feel  that  no  mistake  was  made  when,  five 
years  ago,  the  employment  of  a  district  Superintendent 
was  undertaken.  More  subjects  are  taught  in  the 
schools,  and  those  subjects  which  have  long  been  con- 
sidered the  most  essential,  have  been  taught  better. 
It  is  the  opinion  of  disinterested  persons,  whose  opin- 
ion in  school  matters  is  entitled  to  respect,  that  the 
work  of  the  schools  is  worthy  of  commendation,  par- 
ticularly when  the  conditions  under  which  we  labor 
are  considered. 

In  closing  this  report,  the  Committee  call  attention 
to  the  reports  of  the  Superintendent  and  the  Principal 
of  Partridge  Academy.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


To  the  School  Committee  of  Duxhury :  — 

I  have  the  honor  to  present  herewith  my  fifth  annual  re- 
port of  the  work  of  the  schools  of  the  Town :  — 

The  Superintendent  has  performed  his  regular  duties  as 
usual.  Since  the  reapportionment  of  time  by  the  joint  Com- 
mittee, at  their  meeting  held  last  April,  one-third  of  his  time 
has  been  given  to  each  town.  More  visits  have  been  made 
this  year  than  in  previous  years.  Teachers'  meetings  have 
also  been  held.  In  addition,  during  the  past  term,  a  monthly 
report  has  been  required  from  each  teacher,  in  matters  rela- 
ting to  the  schools,  which  enables  the  Superintendent  to 
keep  better  informed  concerning  the  schools.  Though  this 
monthly  report  is  much  simpler  than  that  required  in  many 
towns  and  cities,  still  it  is  deemed  sufficient. 

Though  there  is,  and  always  will  be,  ample  opportunity  to* 
improve  the  condition  of  the  schools,  there  has  been  good 
thorough  work  done,  and  much  advancement  during  the 
year.  Last  Spring  an  exhibit  of  the  work  of  the  schools  in 
this  district,  was  sent  to  an  exhibit  of  the  schools  of  the 
State,  held  in  Boston,  under  the  auspices  of  the  New  England 
Conference  of  Educational  Workers.  The  work  of  our 
schools  received  many  commendations.  A  former  teacher  in 
two  towns  of  this  district,  and  now  well  known  in  the  State 
as  an  educator,  being  particularly  strong  in  its  praise. — 
Information  has  also  been  received  that  we  are  entitled  to  a 
diploma  for  the  excellency  of  our  exhibits  at  the  World's 
Fair. 
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While  praise  from  these  sources  does  not  tell  the  whole 
story  in  regard  to  our  schools,  yet,  coming  from  persons  who 
are  recognized  by  every  one  as  competent  judges,  it  does 
show  that  the  work  will  bear  more  than  favorable  comparison 
with  schools  in  other  towns  in  most  instances  better  equipped 
to  do  good  work. 

The  real  test  of  the  value  of  school  work  lies  in  the 
thoroughness  with  which  it  prepares  pupils  to  become  true 
men  and  women  whose  lives  will  be  a  success  in  every  sense 
of  the  word.  Comparisons  of  the  work  of  schools  of 
different  towns  and  cities,  by  means  of  these  exhibits,  are  of 
great  value  in  determining  the  beneficial  effect  on  children  in 
accomplishing  the  end  for  which  these  schools  exist.  Our 
schools  have  not  been  found  behind  in  this. 

But  as  in  all  towns,  we  are  confronted  with  one  fact. 
There  is  no  certainty  as  to  what  line  of  business  each  child 
is  to  follow  in  future  years.  Were  all  to  become  farmers, 
to  a  certain  extent  the  problem  would  be  easier.  So  would 
it  be  were  all  to  become  lawyers  or  merchants.  Still  in  each 
case  there  would  be  the  necessity  of  developing  as  fully  as 
possible,  all  the  faculties ;  moral  and  physical,  as  w^ell  as 
mental.    This  must  be  done  in  any  event. 

The  first  end  in  all  education  then  is  development  of  the 
child's  powers.  Of  the  different  studies  pursued  in  the 
schools,  arithmetic  holds  the  highest  place  in  popular 
estimation.  In  the  sense  that  a  knowledge  of  this  branch  is 
absolutely  essential,  and  that  a  lack  of  a  certain  proficiency 
in  it  leads  to  utter  failure,  this  opinion  is  correct.  But  the 
belief  that  the  study  of  arithmetic  tends  to  develop  mental 
power  in  a  greater  degree  than  other  studies  is  open  to 
question.  To  the  great  majority  of  pupils  time  spent  on 
such  parts  of  arithmetic  as  compound  proportion,  alligation, 
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equatioD  of  payments,  partnership  and  true  discount  is  lost. 
It  can  be  more  profitably  spent  on  some  other  branch,  the 
study  of  which  will  give  better  mental  training. 

The  ability  to  read  well,  if  considered  as  the  power  to  get 
thought  from  the  written  or  printed  page,  is  of  great 
importance.  Such  power  is  the  key  which  unlocks  the  way 
to  all  other  studies.  In  this  sense  a  good  reader  will  be  a 
better  student  in  other  studies  than  a  poor  reader  :  natural 
ability  being  the  same.  Elocutionary  pow^r  is  also  valuable. 
Almost  all  reading  outside  of  the  school  is  silent  reading, 
each  individual  reading  to  himself  and  for  his  sole  benefit. 
We  read  to  acquire  information.  He  is  the  best  reader  who 
can  relate  most  fully  the  substance  of  what  he  has  read  to 
himself.  Eeading  is  taught  in  the  schools  with  this  end  as  the 
principal  one.  The  introduction  of  selections  from  the  best 
authors  has  furnished  the  pupils  with  the  best  thought. 
They  are  tlien  reading  something  which  is  elevating  and 
ennobling  and  which  furnishes  them  with  really  valuable 
ideas.  The  ordinary  Keader,  while  containing  some  grand 
selections,  too  often  contains  much  of  little  value,  much 
beyond  the  pupil's  comprehension,  and  sometimes  that 
which  is  absolutely  pernicious  in  its  effect.  Elocutionary 
drill  is  not  neglected. 

The  progressive  study  of  language,  oral  and  written,  with 
such  technical  grammar  as  is  necessary  from  year  to  year, 
trains  the  pupil  to  express  his  thoughts  properly  and  with 
greater  fluency.  For  this  reason  oral  spelling  is  of  less 
value  than  written.  A  kuowle'dge  of  spelling  is  needed  only 
when  it  is  necessary  to  write  our  thoughts.  A  person  may 
be  able  to  "spell  down"  a  whole  town  and  still  be  unable  to 
write  a  page  without  making  many  mistakes.  Teachers 
could  furnish  many  instances  to  prove  this. 
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Drawing,  as  a  means  of  expression  of  thought  is  generally 
unappreciated.  Its  value  is  not  apt  to  be  overestimated.  It 
is  oftenest  underrated.  It  is  of  much  value  as  a  means  of 
mental  training  and  discipline.  In  our  schools,  containing  so 
many  grades,  it  is  not  possible  to  give  the  time  to  this  study 
that  it  deserves.  Were  the  schools  of  the  town  consolidated 
in  two  buildings,  and  more  closely  graded,  better  work  could 
be  done  in  the  more  essential  studies,  as  well  as  in  this.  The 
teacher  would  be  able  to  give  more  attention  to  each 
individual  pupil.  Individual  progress  from  grade  to  grade 
would  be  more  rapid.  In  many  instances  the  pupil  would 
be  able  to  complete  the  common  school  course  in  from  one 
to  two  years  sooner  than  under  present  conditions.  It  is 
hoped  that  this  can  be  accomplished  in  the  near  future. 

We  believe  that,  in  this  scientific  and  business  era,  the 
mission  of  the  schools  of  country  towns,  from  the  High  School 
down,  is  to  prepare  pupils  for  their  life  work,  and  in  some 
cases  to  enter  scientific  schools.  Much  more  is  demanded 
of  the  schools  than  formerly,  that  these  ends  may  be 
thoroughly  accomplished.  We  need  not  look  back  many 
years  to  note  the  changes  in  business  methods.  The 
progressive  spirit  of  the  age  demands  that  the  schools 
supply  to  their  pupils  whatever  is  necessary  to  their  proper 
success.  "Each  year  renders  the  teacher's  task  more  intricate 
and  exacting.  Many  of  the  ideas  that  were  accounted  good  ten 
or  twenty  years  ago  are  not  held  in  the  same  estimation  to 
day."  The  fundamental  principles  of  education  change 
slowly.  Many  of  these  are,-  however,  being  questioned. 
*'New  studies,  as  well  as  new  methods,  claim  attention,  and 
everywhere  we  observe  a  rearrangement  of  courses  of  study." 
It  requires  the  most  careful  consideration,  not  only  on  the 
part  of  school  committees  and  superintendents,  but  by 
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teachers,  to  sift  the  wheat  from  the  chaff;  to  decide  what  is 
and  what  is  not  valuable  to  the  child.  We  have  no  right  to 
experiment  on  the  children,  unless  we  are  sure  that  there  is 
to  be  at  least  some  mental  discipline  gained. 

Activity,  energy  and  enthusiasm  are  as  necessary  in  a 
teacher,  as  knowledge,  or  the  mere  power  to  impart  that 
knowledge.  With  ability  to  govern  and  power  to  instruct, 
must  go  such  activity,  energy  and  enthusiasm  as  shall  infuse 
into  the  school  these  qualities.  Pupils  must  be  taught  to 
think,  and  think  with  energy.  They  must  be  incited  to 
enthusiasm  for  their  work.  Education  is  draioing  out  and  ' 
developing  the  child's  powers  so  that  he  will  acquire  knowl- 
edge and  power  for  himself.  The  teacher  should  be  con- 
stantly gaining  in  skill  in  his  profession.  He  cannot  sit  at 
his  desk  and  pour  out  questions  from  the  text-book,  but 
casting  the  book  aside,  while  before  the  class  he  should 
lead  each  individual  to  draw  the  facts  from  the  lesson  by  his 
own  reasoning  powers.  This  is  no  light  task.  It  requires 
constant  study  and  thought,  constant  progress,  a  readiness 
to  learn  from  every  source  possible,  and  aptness  and  energy 
in  utilizing  his  forces  for  the  best  good  of  the  pupils  under 
his  care.  This  applies  with  equal  force  to  all  grades  of 
schools. 

As  a  body  the  teachers  of  the  Town  have  shown  a  most 
commendable  spirit.  Their  efficiency  has  been  very  much 
increased.    In  many  instances  the  highest  praise  is  due. 

Since  the  beginning  of  the  Fall  term,  Mr.  Arthur  C.  Boyden, 
of  the  Bridgewater  Normal  School,  has  given  monthly  lec- 
tures to  the  teachers  on  Nature  Study  and  Language.  These 
lectures  have  proved  of  great  value.  Miss  Angle  0.  Damon 
has  given  gratuitous  instruction  in  Swedish  Gymnastics. 
Lectures  on  other  branches  of  study  will  be  arranged  the 
coming  year  if  possible. 
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In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  thank  the  Committee  for  the 
courtesy  and  consideration  which  they  have  extended  to  me 
in  my  endeavors  to  improve  the  schools  of  the  town.

PARTRIDGE  ACADEMY. 


Through  the  courtesy  of  the  School  Committee  I  am  per- 
mitted to  make  the  following  brief  report  of  the  work  done 
in  the  Partridge  Academy  : 

The  time  was  when  the  principal  aim  of  High  school  and 
Academy  was  to  prepare  its  pupils  for  College  or  other 
advanced  institutions ;  but  with  the  present  attractions  of 
business  life,  it  is  only  at  rare  intervals  that  any  demand  is 
made  for  a  College  preparatory  course.  Realizing  that  in 
most  cases  the  Academy  must  conclude  the  school  life  of  its 
pupils,  the  course  has  been  planned  to  lay  as  broad  and  use- 
ful a  foundation  as  possible  for  the  after  life  to  build  upon. 

A  general  knowledge  of  the  sciences  is  deemed  essential 
to  a  well-informed  mind,  and  the  teaching  in  this  department 
is  largely  by  experiment,  with  a  view  to  lead  the  pupil  to  ob- 
serve and  draw  inferences  for  himself ;  general  principles  and 
illustrations  too  complex  for  experiment,  are  sought  in  the 
text  books. 

In  mathematics  the  changes  that  have  been  made  are  in 
the  line  of  greatest  benefit  to  the  pupil ;  in  advanced  arith- 
metic, instead  of  numerical  puzzles,  problems  from  actual 
business  life  are  used,  and  it  is  hoped  that  in  this  way  the 
pupils  will  get  not  only  the  mental  training  which  any  prob- 
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lems  would  give,  but  also  familiarity  with  business  methods. 
Geometry,  to  be  of  value,  should  be  an  exercise  of  the  rea- 
son rather  than  the  memory  ;  to  secure  this  end,  the  text 
book  is  dispensed  with  entirely  and  the  pupil  is  compelled  to 
work  out  the  truth  by  an  application  of  his  wits. 

Assuming  that  a  life  of  business  would  be  theHot  of  some, 
and  perhaps  many  of  the  Academy  pupils,  special  attention 
has  been  given  to  book-keeping.  With  the  younger  class 
the  text  book  has  been  followed  for  the  sake  of  uniformity, 
until  a  degree  of  familiarity  with  business  forms  is  acquired  ; 
but  with  the  senior  class  the  text  book  is  put  aside,  and  as 
far  as  possible  the  work  is  identical  with  real  business  ;  the 
pupils  buy  and  sell  with  one  another,  write  letters  and  tele- 
grams, make  out  bills  and  pay  them  when  they  become  due, 
with  either  checks  or  cash,  endorse  and  deposit  checks  in  the 
bank,  keep  a  bank  balance  and  see  that  the  cash  on  hand 
agrees  with  the  cash  balance  every  week,  and  in  every  re- 
spect carry  on  the  business  as  it  would  actually  be  done, 
with  the  single  exception  that  no  goods  are  transferred.  The 
success  of  the  plan  is  attested,  I  think,  by  the  fact  that  two 
of  the  class  of  '92  took  positions  in  Boston  as  book-keepers 
without  further  training. 

To  supply  what  seemed  a  lack  in  the  course,  the  authori- 
ties introduced  the  study  of  general  history  and  also  Ameri- 
can literature  in  the  senior  year,  both  very  interesting  and 
necessary. 

In  languages,  the  only  requirement  is  one  year  of  Latin, 
but  I  have,  besides,  a  volunteer  class  in  Caesar,  whose  mem- 
bers are  taking  up  this  reading  in  addition  to  their  regular 
work.  This  is  an  encouraging  sign,  not  only  because  of  the 
added  training  secured,  but  also  because  there  are  those  who 
are  willing  to  do  work  which  they  are  not  required  to  do. 
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Last  year  as  an  experiment,  I  began  a  simple  course  in 
manual  training,  with  a  volunteer  class,  out  of  school  hours. 
The  instruction  I  was  able  to  give  was  very  imperfect,  but 
the  results  were  so  gratifying  that  I  decided  to  take  special 
lessons  on  the  subject  this  year.  Educators  are  recognizing 
the  value  of  this  kind  of  training,  and  that  it  has  come  to 
stay  seems  certain. 

The  class  using  the  type-writer  is  making  very  satisfactory 
progress,  and  I  can  look  forward  with  reasonable  hope  to  a 
time  when  pupils  will  be  able  to  take  positions  as  type-wri- 
ters without  outside  instruction. 

It  is  too  early  to  say  much  as  to  the  success  of  military 
drill  so  lately  introduced,  except  that  the  interest  shows  no 
sign  of  flagging.  At  the  same  time  that  the  boys  are  taking 
the  drill,  the  girls  have  exercises  in  gymnastics.  Keferriug 
to  the  drill,  perhaps  I  cannot  do  better  than  call  attention  to 
the  unqualified  approval  of  military  dr'll  in  schools  given  by 
Ex-President  Harrison,  in  a  recent  number  of  the  Century , 
in  a  response  to  a  request  for  his  opinion  from  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Kepublic. 

I  cannot  close  this  report  without  a  grateful  acknowledge- 
ment of  the  kindness  and  liberal  spirit  of  the  Trustees  and 
Committee,  supplying  promptly  and  cheerfully  whatever 
seemed  necessary  for  advancing  the  interests  of  the  school. 

In  conclusion,  let  me  extend  an  invitation  to  the  friends  of 
the  school  to  visit  it  freely,  assuring  them  of  a  hearty  welcome 
at  any  time.

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Report. 


The  Town  officers  of  Duxbury  herewith  respectfully  pre- 
sent their  usual  annual  report  for  the  year. 

Through  various  causes  the  Selectmen,  Assessors  and 
Overseers  of  the  Poor  have  not  vacated  their  office  at  the 
Almshouse  for  one  at  Library  Building,  although  a  room  has 
lately  been  prepared  there  (with  exception  of  furniture)  for 
their  use.  The  present  board  has  not  strictly  performed  the 
seeming  wish  of  the  town  as  expressed  at  the  last  annual 
meeting  in  relation  to  an  addition  to  the  building  at  a  cost 
not  exceeding  $1 ,500.00,  which  sum  was  appropriated.  Their 
excuse  for  this  is  as  follows  :  First,  after  issuing  proposals, 
they  found  that  it  could  not  be  erected,  under  plans  present- 
ed, for  that  sum.  Secondly,  they  considered  that  if  that  sum 
or  more  was  to  be  expended  for  a  Town  office,  the  Town 
should  have  absolute  control  of  the  same,  and  not  be  subject 
to  chance  ejection  therefrom,  a  chance  however  remote. 
Under  this  circumstance  the  Assessors  did  not  carry  into  the 
last  assessment  but  $500.00,  which  was  considered  abund- 
antly adequate  to  prepare  the  only  available  room  and  procure 
the  necessary  furniture. 

Your  Assessors,  by  vote  of  the  Town,  have  had  a  copy  of 
the  valuation  books  printed  in  this  year's  Report ;  also  have 
added  a  map  of  the  Town,  showing  the  different  streets, 
dividing  lines  of  the  several  Districts,  etc.,  which  Mr.  Lau- 
rence Bradford,  with  much  painstaking  and  valuable  time, 
generously  prepared  for  printing  without  charge. 
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Your  Overseers  of  the  Poor,  as  will  be  seen  in  recommen- 
dations for  appropriations,  have  reduced  Support  of  Poor  to 
$2,800.00.  As  there  have  been  some  drawing  aid  from  this 
appropriation  that  should  be  given  aid,  if  any,  under  Chap. 
279,  Acts  of  1893,  they  have  recommended  an  appropriation 
of  $150.00  under  this  act.  As  the  appropriation  for  Military 
aid  exceeds  the  expense,  they  have  recommended  a  reduction 
of  this  to  $250.00.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  J.  A.  Soule  have  continued 
in  charge  at  the  Almshouse  the  past  year,  with  entire  satis- 
faction to  the  Overseers.

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Report  of  Board  of  Health, 

During  the  past  year  Scarlatina  and  Diplitheria  have  been 
more  than  usually  prevalent  in  many  of  the'  larger  towns  and 
cities  of  the  State,  and  Duxbury  has  had  several  cases.  In 
all,  eleven  cases  of  Scarlatina,  one  of  Diphtheria  and  one  of 
measles  have  been  reported.  All,  however,  have  been  of 
rather  a  mild  nature,  and  no  deaths  have  occurred. 

During  the  past  year  the  Board  has  taken  up  the  practice 
of  placarding  houses  where  contagious  diseases  exist,  and 
only  removing  the  placard  when  the  disease  is  at  an  end  and 
the  house  has  been  properly  disinfected.  In  this  way,  some- 
times much  danger  of  spreading  tbe  contagion  can  be  pre- 
vented, and  the  Board  would  respectfully  request  the  cordial 
support  of  the  townspeople  in  promptly  reporting  (as  required 
by  State  law)  all  suspected  cases  of  contagious  disease  to  this 
Board,  that  suitable  means  may  be  taken  to  prevent  the 
spread  of  such  diseases. 

During  the  year  the  Board  has  ordered  the  aibating  of 
several  nuisances;  vaults,  cesspools,  etc.,  ordered  cleaned. 

During  the  summer  a  number  of  seals  and  various  other 
dead  animals  were  washed  ashore  in  the  bay  and  ordered 
buried.

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Report  of  School  Committee, 


The  School  Committee  of  Diixbury  herewith  submit  their 
annual  report. 

Miss  Emma  S.  Stetson,  who  had  served  as  a  member  of 
the  Committee  for  five  years,  resigned  in  April,  and  William 
8.  DeWolf  was  appointed  for  the  balance  of  the  year. 

The  town  of  Scituate,  having  voted  not  to  continue  in 
union  with  the  towns  of  Marshfield  and  Duxbury,  and  the 
town  of  Marshfield  voting,  in  •special  meeting,  not  to  unite 
with  Duxbury  and  Kingston,  in  the  employment  of  a  Super- 
intendent of  Schools,  the  services  of  Mr.  E.  H.  Watson,  as 
Superintendent  of  Duxbury  schools,  were  dispensed  with  at 
the  expiration  of  his  year.  May  fifteenth. 

The  Committee  have  made  some  changes  in  the  appoint- 
ment of  teachers,  introduced  a  revised  course  of  study,  and 
introduced  a  new  set  of  reading  books. 

The  necessity  for  extensive  repairs  on  school- houses  was 
very  apparent.  Number  one  has  been  painted  inside,  papered 
and  stove  repaired  ;  new  shades  provided  for  numbers  one 
and  two  ;  number  three  papered  ;  new  stove  purchased  for 
number  four.  The  north  half  of  the  roofs  of  numbers  six  and 
seven  have  been  shingled  ;  several  woodshed  roofs  have  also 
been  shingled,  and  numerous  minor  repairs  made  on  fences 
and  buildings  in  all  districts.  All  this  has  caused  the  appro- 
priation to  be  overrun,  but  if  matters  had  been  neglected, 
greater  expense  would  have  ensued  later  on. 
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Five  Truant  Officers  have  been  appointed,  and  they  and 
the  Committee  have  been  quite  active  in  looking  up  truants 
and  insisting  upon  their  attending  school  regularly. 

During  the  year  all  teachers  have  been  allowed  two  days 
to  attend  conventions  under  the  direction  of  the  State  Board 
of  Education  ;  also  a  day  each  term  to  visit  schools  in  other 
places,  to  observe  different  methods  and  results  of  teaching. 

There  were  a  number  of  cases  of  scarlet  fever  in  district 
six,  and  one  in  district  four,  in  October.  The  schools  in 
those  districts  were  closed  for  four  weeks,  the  books  of  all 
infected  pupils  were  burned,  and  the  school-house  thoroughly 
fumigated.  By  so  doing,  the  spreading  of  the  disease  was 
undoubtedly  checked. 

Although  there  has  been  a  great  deal  said  by  the  residents 
in  district  nine,  in  favor  of  re-opening  the  school  in  that  dis- 
trict, the  Committee  do  not  see  the  practicability  of  so  doing, 
under  present  conditions.  There  are  less  than  a  dozen 
pupils.  They  are  now  taught  in  the  Pembroke  school  by  an 
experienced  teacher,  at  about  half  the  expense  to  our  town 
that  opening  our  own  school  would  entail.  Being  in  a  larger 
school,  the  classes  are  larger,  which  gives  our  own  pupils 
more  of  an  incentive  to  study  than  they  would  have  in  a 
small  school.  They  are  not  obliged  to  travel  any  farther 
going  to  and  from  school  than  many  pupils  in  other  Duxbury 
districts. 

Admission  to  the  High  School  will,  in  future,  be  deter- 
mined by  an  average  of  four  marks  ;  one  to  be  given  by  the 
School  Committee  at  the  end  of  each  term,  and  the  fourth 
by  the  regular  "Academy  examination''  at  the  end  of  the 
school  year.  This  plan,  it  is  thought,  will  be  better  than 
the  former,  by  which  admittance  depended  upon  one  exami- 
nation only. 

The  Committee  think  it  advisable  to  ra-grade  the  District 
schools.  If  the  town  will  vote  an  appropriation  to  cover  the 
expense,  and  authorize  the  Committee  to  establish  a  Grammar 
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school,  a  suitable  room  or  building  might  be  procured  and  a 
teacher  hired.  By  so  doing,  the  teachers  in  the  District 
schools  would  have  more  time  to  devote  to  the  lower  grade 
pupils,  the  standard  of  the  High  school  could  be  raised,  and 
the  pupils  of  different  ages  could  be  better  taught  and  disci- 
plined in  the  separate  schools. 

The  loss  of  a  Superintendent's  services,  and  the  inability 
to  arrange  with  other  towns  for  the  immediate  employment 
of  another  for  the  balance  of  the  year,  will  deprive  the  town 
next  year  of  about  five  hundred  dollars'  benefit  from  the  State. 
The  Committee  hope  soon  to  arrange  with  other  towns  in 
employing  a  Superintendent,  and  earnestly  recommend  the 
continuance  of  the  appropriation  for  Superintendent. 

The  Committee  would  also  recommend  an  increase  in  the 
appropriation  for  Incidentals  and  for  Repairs.  In  order  to 
keep  the  schools  in  good  running  order,  further  expenditure 
will  be  necessary  shortly  for  new  books,  maps,  and  globes. 

New  fences  are  needed  in  some  districts  ;  wells  and  drains 
ought  to  be  put  where  there  are  none,  and  some  of  the  houses 
need  painting  badly  outside  as  well  as  inside. 

The  following  appropriations  are  recommended  for  the 
coming  year : 

Support  of  schools,  $3,200  00 

School  Incidentals,  800  00 

Repairs  on  houses,  500  00 

Salary  of  Superintendent,  250  00 

Establishing  a  Grammar  School,  support  of  same, 

and  transportation  of  some  of  the  pupils,  5,000  00

Cemetery  Trustees'  Report, 


The  Trustees  in  submitting  this  third  annual  report  wish 
to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  twenty-five  dollars  from  Col. 
Clark  which  has  been  expended  as  recommended  by  him 
for  cleaning,  resetting  and  lettering  stones  in  the  Standish 
cemetery. 

There  have  been  100  feet  of  20-ft.  and  80  feet  of  7-ft. 
avenues  added  this  year  to  the  new  part  of  town  cemetery. 
Nine  new  lots  have  been  built ;  one  small  and  one  large  one 
sold  ;  amount  received  $95.00.  There  have  been  51  inter- 
ments in  the  town  cemetery  ;  27  died  in  town  and  24  brought 
for  burial. 

The  Trustees  feel  the  need  of  funds  to  make  necessary 
repairs,  one  of  the  most  pressing  being  the  trimming  of  the 
large  trees,  many  of  which  have  a  large  amount  of  dead 
wood  in  their  tops.  With  the  object  in  view  of  increasing 
our  income  the  following  circular  has  been  prepared  to  send 
to  non-residents. 


To  the  Out'Of  'Town  Lot  Owners  of  the  Duxhury  Cemetery. 

We  would  respectfully  represent  to  you  the  condition  of 
this  cemetery,  in  which  we  assume  you  have  a  very  deep 
interest. 

Having  lately  been  invested  by  town  authority  with  the 
management,  we  are  now  considering  the  needs  of  the  ceme- 
tery and  the  resources  we  have  at  our  command. 

The  place  was  originally  a  burial  ground  set  apart  for  the 
purpose  at  the  close  of  the  last  century.    It  has  been  added 
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to  from  time  to  time  by  the  purchase  or  gift  of  additional  land  : 
which  was  eventually  divided  into  lots  when  that  custom  be- 
gan to  supersede  the  old  way  of  promiscuous  burial  by  single 
graves.  The  lots  were  then  and  have  been  until  recently, 
assigned  to  any  applicant  without  charge. 

The  propert}^  rights  lie  wholly  within  control  of  the  town, 
and  the  management  was  formerly  in  the  hands  of  the  Select- 
men, deputized  at  times  to  committees,  and  to  the  Ladies' 
Cemetery  Association;  the  latter  having  raised  much  mcmey 
for  laying  out  the  grounds  and  enclosing  the  whole  with  a 
neat  iron  fence.  All  the  funds  up  to  this  time  have  been  ob- 
tained by  fairs  and  entertainments  gotten  up  by  those  chari- 
tably disposed,  who  felt  an  interest  in  the  object. 

We  have  now  reached  a  period  when  we  must  have  other 
ways  of  procuring  money,  because  of  the  increased  size  and 
the  modern  methods  that  prevail  of  caring  for  these  places. 
In  former  times  they  were  allowed  to  run  to  utter  neglect, 
as  can  be  seen  in  the  old  burial  grounds  scattered  through 
the  State,  but  a  like  fate  we  do  not  suppose  you  would  be 
willing  bhould  befall  this  cemetery.  Most  or  all  of  you  care 
for  your  individual  lots,  but  this  is  of  but  little  benefit  to  you, 
if  the  avenues  and  paths  of  the  cemetery  are  not  cared  for. 

The  available  resources  for  this  work  are  as  follows  :  One 
hundred  dollars  which  the  town  has  appropriated  this  year  (and 
we  believe  that  they  will  continue  to  appropriate  a  like  sum 
yearly),  and  the  balance  of  some  funds  bequeathed  for  indi- 
vidual lots,  which  are  allowed  us  by  the  bequest  after  ex- 
pending what  is  needed  in  caring  for  the  lot. 

Now  it  is  necessary  if  the  cemetery  is  to  be  maintained  in 
a  tolerable  state  of  neatness  that  we  have  more  funds,  and 
w^e  feel  that  your  interests  are  identical  with  ours.  We 
consider  that  all  lot  owners  in  our  cemetery  are  particularly 
fortunate  in  possessing  a  creditable  burial  place,  free  from 
the  arbitrary  rules  and  extortionate  demands  that  prevail  in 
the  corporate  cemeteries. 
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We  now  sell  lots  to  people  who  do  not  have  a  residence  in 
the  town,  but  the  sums  received  form  no  fund  for  the  general 
care  of  the  cemetery.  The  money  is  all  required  to  open  up 
the  avenues  leading  to  these  new  lots.  We  wish  to  add  that 
no  salaried  person  is  connected  with  the  cemetery,  and  that 
all  service,  except  that  of  labor,  is  done  gratuitously. 

We  send  this  circular  to  those  only  who  pay  no  taxes  in 
the  town.  We  enclose  herewith  a  copy  of  our  by-laws  and 
a  form  of  agreement  to  be  tilled  out  with  such  a  sum  as  you 
may  be  willing  to  pay  yearly,  and  that  it  may  not  be  in  doubt 
what  would  be  thought  a  reasonable  amount,  we  would  say 
that  according  to  our  judgment  the  sum  should  not  be  less 
than  one  dollar  for  each  lot. 

When  you  may  feel  obliged  to  cancel  the  obligation,  the 
written  agreement  will  be  returned  to  you.

The  committee  sent  a  letter  to  the  exec- 
utor asking  when  the  amount  would  be  paid.  He  replied 
that  having  lost  the  money  he  could  not  now  pay  it  but  hoped 
he  should  be  able  to  do  so  some  time  in  the  future. 

While  the  committee  have  no  doubt  of  the  legal  liability 
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of  the  executor  they  have  not  the  authority  or  the  funds  to 
compel  payment  or  arrest  the  executor. 

The  interest  of  the  bequest  has  been  paid  until  this  year.

Report  of  School  Committee. 


The  School  Committee  hereby  submit  their  annual  report, 
together  with  reports  from  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  and 
the  Principal  of  the  Partridge  Academy. 

The  Committee  have  tried  to  expend  the  money  appro- 
priated by  the  town,  in  a  judicious  manner;  nevertheless, 
some  of  the  appropriations  have  been  overdrawn. 

The  expenditure  for  Support  of  Schools  is  somewhat  in- 
creased by  the  expense  of  tuition  paid  to  the  town  of 
Pembroke  for  the  high  school  pupils  in  District  9.  These 
pupils  live  so  far  from  our  Academy,  that  in  order  to  give  the'm 
the  benefit  of  a  High  School  course,  an  arrangement  was 
made,  as  authorized  by  Sect.  6,  Chap.  498,  acts  of  1894,  to 
have  them  attend  the  Pembroke  High  School. 

In  the  Incidental  account,  unpaid  bills  of  1894,  and  new 
text  books,  help  to  overrun  the  appropriation.  It  is  abso- 
lutely necessary  to  make  a  change  in  text  books  from  time  to 
time,  in  order  not  only  to  have  clean  books  for  the  pupils  to 
use,  but  also  to  have  the  schools  furnished  with  modern 
methods  of  study,  that  the  pupils  may  graduate  on  a  par  with 
those  of  other  towns. 

The  Committee  have  not  furnished  the  schools  with  some 
apparatus  they  intended  to,  on  account  of  the  smallness  of  this 
appropriation. 

The  appropriation  for  repairs,  has  not  been  wholly  ex- 
pended, the  Committee  thinking  that  part  of  it  had  better  be 
saved  towards  Incidentals,  as  the  town  did  not  vote  the 
amount  asked  for  Incidentals  last  year,  by  two  hundred 
dollars. 
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As  we  had  no  Superintendent  of  Schools  last  year,  the 
town  receives  no  money  on  that  account  from  the  State  to  help 
out  on  teachers'  salaries.  When  filling  vacancies  the  Com- 
mittee have  felt  obliged  to  hire  new  teachers  at  lower  salaries 
than  their  predecessors  were  paid,  in  order  not  to  overrun  the 
Support  of  Schools  account. 

There  have  been  an  unusual  number  of  changes  among  our 
teachers  during  the  past  year,  owing  chiefly  to  an  increase  of 
salary  offered  in  larger  towns  and  cities.  Although  we  can- 
not compete  with  larger  and  wealthier  towns  in  the  payment 
of  salaries,  yet  the  Committee  feel  that  with  an  increased 
appropriation,  we  could  retain  teachers  who  have  done  good 
and  efficient  service. 

After  a  long  and  faithful  service,  Miss  Emily  W.  Sears  re- 
signed her  position  in  District  No.  i,  shortly  after  the 
commencement  of  the  Fall  term,  and  was  succeeded  by  Miss 
Florence  A.  Chaffin.  Miss  Jessie  A.  Eddy  resigned  at  Dist. 
No.  4,  and  Miss  lyillian  A.  Tibbetts  was  elected  to  succeed 
her.  Miss  Hattie  N.  Peterson  resigned  at  District  No.  2,  and 
Miss  Charlotte  A.  Tower  was  transferred  from  District  No.  5, 
to  fill  the  position.  Miss  Mary  B.  Peterson  succeeded  Miss 
Tower  in  District  No.  5.  Miss  Phosie  B.  Peterson  re- 
signed at  Dist.  No.  8,  and  was  succeeded  by  Miss  Anna  M. 
G.  Newman.  Her  successor  was  Miss  Mary  E.  Boynton,  who 
also  resigned  Jan.  28.  The  present  teacher  in  this  school 
is  Mr.  C.  E.  Hayward,  a  graduate  of  the  Bridgewater  State 
Normal  School.    He  comes  with  excellent  recommendations. 

Those  teachers  who  resigned  this  year,  did  so  on  very  short 
notice.  This  gave  very  little  time  to  seek  for  experienced 
teachers  without  closing  the  schools.  The  most  experienced 
teachers  had  already  obtained  situations,  so  that  onlj-  those 
of  less  experience  were  available. 

Those  whom  we  now  employ,  we  are  satisfied,  are  enthus- 
iastic in  their  work ;  and  with  the  right  sort  of  help  from 
pupils  and  parents,  they  will,  under  our  Superintendent's 
directions,  be  able  to  discharge  their  duties  satisfactorily. 
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How  can  parents  help  the  teacher  ?  Not  by  talking  against 
her  before  their  children,  as  some  do,  when  they  hear  magni- 
fied stories  of  punishment  inflicted.  Not  by  believing  every 
story  that  is  passed  about  the  community.  Children  do  not 
always  see  and  report  things  in  a  proper  light.  Unimportant 
acts  get  magnified  and  twisted  into  elephantine  proportions 
in  the  course  of  conversation.  If  the  parents  are  really  de- 
sirous of  having  good  schools  for  their  children,  they  should 
visit  them  occasionally. 

They  should  not  wait  for  the  teacher  to  call  on  them, 
but  cultivate  her  acquaintance  by  asking  her  to  thpir  homes, 
and  conversing  about  the  school,  the  children  and  their 
ways.  The  better  the  relation  between  parent  and  teacher 
the  more  a  child  is  understood,  and  the  better  his  good 
points  can  be  brought  out  and  developed. 

The  number  of  truants  has  been  small.  The  Superintend- 
ent and  Truant  Officers  together  have  investigated  five  cases. 
In  each  case,  the  parents  have  complied  wath  the  law,  after  it 
had  been  explained  to  them. 

Barnes'  Geographies  have  been  introduced  into  our  schools 
on  very  favorable  terms,  by  exchanging,  in  part  payment 
for  them,  the  old  geographies  on  hand. 

The  Normal  Course  of  Music  has  been  revived,  and  good 
progress  has  been  made.  Only  a  short  time  is  spent  in  this 
exercise  during  each  week. 

The  Normal  Course  of  Vertical  Writing  has  also  been  intro- 
duced under  the  recommendation  of  our  Superintendent.  The 
object  of  vertical  writing  is  to  make  plain  each  letter  and  w^ord  : 
an  essential  feature  in  writing. 

For  the  little  folks,  we  have  introduced  a  series  of  Busy 
Work.  While  it  will  amuse  and  keep  them  busy,  it  will,  at 
the  same  time,  teach  them  to  form  words  and  sentences,  and 
make  them  interested  in  studies  to  be  taken  up  later. 

The  fire  at  the  almshouse  destroyed  school  books  and  sup- 
plies belonging  to  the  town  to  the  value  of  nearly  $200. 

During  the  past  year,  besides  ordinary  repairs,  a  new  well 
has  been  driven  at  the  Nook  schoolhouse,  and  is  working  to 
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the  satisfaction  of  your  Committee.  The  well  at  Tarkiln 
was  driven  deeper,  and  a  new  pipe  put  in.  It  is  now  in  a 
good  condition.  The  schoolhouse  at  Millbrook  has  been 
painted  outside,  and  some  grading  done  around  the  building. 
The  schoolhouse  at  Ashdod  has  been  painted  on  the  inside, 
and  newly  papered. 

The  schoolhouses  at  the  Nook,  Tarkiln,  Millbrook  and  the 
Point,  have  been  calcimined. 

As  a  rule,  the  buildings  are  in  fair  condition,  excepting  the 
house  in  District  No.  i.  The  sills  and  floor  joists  of  this 
building  are  reported  to  be  in  such  poor  condition  that  further 
expenditure  for  repairs  would  not  be  advisable.  The  Com- 
mittee recommend,  sometime  in  the  future,  the  erection  of  a 
building  on  the  Village  lot  in  which  the  Grammar  and  District 
pupils  can  be  accommodated. 

The  Grammar  School,  started  in  a  room  in  Duxbury  Hall 
building,  the  only  available  place  the  Committte  could  find 
that  could  be  fitted  at  small  expense  for  school  purposes,  is 
giving  satisfaction.  In  the  way  of  furnishing  this  schoolroom, 
desks,  maps,  and  books  were  about  the  only  new  things  pur- 
chased. The  blackboards  were  contributed  by  Misses  Lucy 
and  Jerusha  Hathaway,  and  Mr.  John  S.  Loring;  and  one 
large  board  was  loaned  by  the  trustees  of  the  Academy. 

The  Duxbury  Hall  Association  kindl}^  loaned  settees.  The 
stoves  were  old  ones  that  had  been  in  use  before.  Thus  we 
have  been  able  to  make  the  expenses  for  fitting,  very^  small. 

Owing  to  the  smallness  of  the  appropriation,  and  the  diffi- 
culty of  procuring  a  good  male  teacher  at  a  low  salary,  Mr. 
Nathan  T.  Soule,  one  of  our  successful  Duxbury  men,  who 
had  returned  to  his  native  town  to  live,  after  an  experience  of 
twenty-five  3^ears  teaching  in  different  parts  of  New  England, 
was  persuaded  to  take  charge  of  the  Grammar  School.  His 
instruction  is  giving  satisfaction  to  the  Committee  and  to  the 
parents  of  the  pupils  who  attend.  It  is  hoped  he  will  continue 
as  master  another  year.  The  Grammar  pupils  in  the  districts 
remote  from  the  Grammar  School,  have  been  instructed  by  the 
district  school  teachers  in  their  own  districts  in  the  same  line 
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of  study  that  Mr.  Soule  has  taught  at  the  Grammar  School. 
This  arrangement,  although  not  at  all  satisfactory,  is  the  best 
that  could  be  made  without  an  appropriation  for  transporta- 
tion. The  Committee  hope  that  the  voters  of  the  town  will 
act  favorably  upon  their  recommendation  for  an  appropriation 
for  transportation  of  Grammar  School  pupils,  that  they  may 
all  be  under  one  teacher ;  and  the  district  teachers  have  more 
time  to  devote  to  lower  grade  pupils. 

The  cost  of  transportation  is  somewhat  of  an  unknown 
quantity.  It  is  hard  to  estimate,  without  bids  being  solicited, 
the  cost  of  getting  pupils  from  all  parts  of  our  town  to  a  cen- 
tral school.  Whether  the  Grammar  School  is  located  where 
it  now  is,  or  near  the  Academy,  the  transportation  would  cost 
about  the  same.  The  Grammar  pupils  in  Districts  3,  4,  5  and 
6  can  be  transported  by  running  two  lines  of  carriages.  One 
starting  from  North  Duxbury,  and  running  via  Ashdod  and 
Millbrook.  The  other  starting  at  Tarkiln  and  running 
through  Elm  street  to  Island  Creek,  then  via  Border  street 
through  South  Duxbury.  Pupils  living  over  a  mile  and  a 
half  from  the  school  might  be  carried,  while  those  inside  that 
limit  could  easily  walk,  as  they  now  do. 

According  to  the  vote  of  the  town,  the  Committee  were  in- 
structed to  employ  a  Superintendent  of  Schools  in  connection 
with  two  other  towns.  A  joint  convention  of  the  Committees 
of  Scituate,  Marshfield  and  Duxbury  was  called  at  the  Public 
Library  in  Duxbury,  for  the  purpose  of  organization.  Col. 
H.  A.  Oakman  of  Marshfield  was  chosen  chairman,  and  Mr. 
Fred  T.  Bailey  of  Scituate  secretary.  After  a  number  of  ad- 
journed meetings  held  at  Scituate,  Edgar  L.  Willard,  A.  M., 
a  graduate  of  Brown  University,  was  elected  Superintendent 
of  Schools. 

Mr.  Willard  entered  upon  his  duties  June  ist,  1895.  The 
Committee  feel  satisfied  with  what  he  has  accomplished  thus 
far,  and  are  confident  that  at  the  end  of  the  year  quite  an  ad- 
vancemement  will  be  made  in  our  schools.  His  report  ap- 
pended to  this  will  give  the  town  all  the  information  desired  in 
regard  to  the  plan  of  his  work. 
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The  Committee  would  suggest  that  the  following  appro- 
priations be  made  for  next  year  :

Report  of  Partridge  Academy. 


To  the  School  Committee,  Gentlemen  : 

I  submit  herewith  a  brief  report,  calling  attention  to  those 
points  only,  which  are  aside  from  the  regular  routine.  The 
general  "Course  of  Study"  is  to  be  found  in  the  printed  list 
issued  by  the  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

There  have  been  few  changes  since  my  last  report.  The 
course  of  study  remains  the  same,  except  in  some  minor 
points,  which  I  shall  note. 

Last  spring  the  senior  class,  having  completed  the  required 
work  in  Geometry,  took  a  short  course  in  Trigonometry  and 
Surveying.  Through  the  kindness  of  friends,  they  were  able 
to  have  actual  practice  with  instruments  in  field  work.  I 
hope  to  follow  the  same  plan  this  year,  since  such  work  com- 
bines the  mathematical  training  of  Geometry  with  facility  in 
practical  measurements. 

Geometry  is  continued,  as  heretofore,  without  the  use  of  a 
text  book.  In  the  Sciences,  experiment  and  observation  are 
called  in,  as  far  as  possible,  to  supplement  the  text  book. 

The  study  of  General  History,  which  was  begun  as  an  ex- 
periment, is  now  firmly  established  as  one  of  the  regular 
branches. 

The  time  given  to  Political  Geography  has  been  shortened 
somewhat,  and  Physical  Geography  has  taken  its  place.  Evi- 
dently it  is  quite  as  essential  that  a  pupil  should  know  some- 
thing of  the  natural  forces  all  about  him,  as  the  location  of  an 
obscure  place  in  China. 

Instruction  in  Business  Methods,  Penmanship  and  Type 
Writing  are  continued,  and  also  Military  Drill.    I  have  been 
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obliged  to  abandon  Manual  Training  for  want  of  proper  faclH- 
ties,  but  I  hope  to  resume  it  in  the  near  future. 

There  are  now  enrolled  fift}'  pupils,  of  whom  eight  are  in 
the  senior  class,  and  three  are  members  of  the  graduating 
class  of  last  year,  who  have  returned  to  take  advanced  work. 
Their,  course  is  at  present  experimental,  and  consists  of  ad- 
vanced Histor}',  German  and  Political  Econom\'.  It  is  hoped 
that  this  class  will  become  a  permanent  feature,  thus  creating 
a  sentiment  in  the  direction  of  a  higher  grade  of  work,  and 
resulting  in  a  higher  standard  for  the  school. 

Another  innovation  looking  to  the  same  end,  is  the  opening 
of  the  Grammar  School,  though  it  is  not  my  province  to  en- 
large upon  this,  further  than  relates  to  the  Academy.  Thus 
far,  a  great  obstacle  to  good  work  has  been,  that  the  pupils 
coming  from  the  district  schools,  have  been  taught  under  such 
varying  conditions  that  it  takes  about  a  year  to  bring  them 
into  harmony  without  much  being  accomplished  in  the  line  of 
direct  advance. 

The  Grammar  School  should  enable  them  to  come  well 
prepared  to  take  up  the  proper  work  of  the  High  School. 

Concluding,  I  would  extend  a  hearty  welcome  to  all  the 
friends  of  the  academy.  Visit  us  as  "early  and  often"  as  you 
have  the  time  and  inclination.

Report  of  School  Superintendent. 


To  the  School  Committee  : 

In  accordance  with  your  request  I  hereby  submit  my  report, 
hoping  that  you  will  think  it  fitting,  as  I  myself  do,  on  ac- 
count of  the  short  term  of  my  service,  to  have  it  brief.  In  it 
I  will  make  no  attempt  to  give  statistics,  as  I  think  you  have 
already  done  this  part  of  the  work  yourselves. 

SCHOOIv  WORK. 

Upon  taking  charge  of  the  schools  several  months  ago  I 
found  them,  as  a  rule,  doing  good  work  and  in  good  condition 
generally.  The  teachers  were  enthusiastic,  but  owing  to  the 
lack  of  a  definite  course  of  study,  the  results  did  not  seem  to 
be  what  might  be  attained,  if  all  the  teachers  could  follow 
some  definite  and  systematic  lines  of  work. 

Acting  upon  your  suggestion,  as  well  as  upon  that  of  the 
committees  of  Marshfield  and  Scituate,  I  tried  to  make  a  gen- 
eral outline  of  study  for  each  grade  in  all  the  ordinary 
branches  of  common  school  work.  This  outline  met  with 
your  approval  as  well  as  the  approval  of  the  committees  of  the 
other  two  towns,  and  w^as  adopted  for  the  whole  district  in 
October  last.  This  now"  is  the  basis  of  all  work  done  in  the 
schools.  It  might  be  well  to  say  at  this  time  that  this  does 
not  represent  the  amount  of  work  now"  being  done,  but  what 
in  the  future  it  is  hoped  may  be  done.  It  is  hoped  too  that 
the  definiteness  of  the  course  of  study  and  the  convenience  of 
having  it  in  printed  form,  will  aid  greatly  both  the  teachers 
and  myself  in  the  work. 

As  was  inevitable  in  taking  up  a  new  course  of  study,  some

confusion  was  manifest.  The  classes  could  not  at  once  con- 
form to  it.  In  time,  however,  this  evil  will  disappear,  and  the 
teachers  will  all  be  working  together,  while  the  classes  in  the 
different  schools  of  the  same  grade  will  be  doing  practically 
the  same  work. 

ATTENDANCE.    PARENTS  PLEASE  NOTICE. 

While  the  per  cent,  of  attendance  was  second  of  the  towns 
in  the  district,  being  a  fraction  over  ninety-three,  it  was  too 
low.  In  part  this  may  be  attributed  to  sickness  or  other  suf- 
ficient reasons,  and  is  of  course  excusable.  But  yet,  in  many 
cases,  it  is  evident  that  the  attendance  could  have  been  more 
regular.  Slight  pretexts  should  not  be  allowed  to  keep  a 
child  away  from  school;  for  by  frequent  absence  an  injury  is 
done,  not  only  to  the  child,  but  also  to  the  class  of  which  he 
is  a  member.  Excusals  before  the  close  of  school  sessions  are 
in  some  of  the  schools  too  numerous,  and  ought  to  be  checked. 
This  irregularity  of  attendance,  whether  in  the  form  of  tardi- 
ness, excusals  or  absence  in  the  ordinary  use  of  the  word,  is 
the  greatest  hindrance  to  the  work  of  a  teacher,  and  must  re- 
sult in  broken  work,  poor  recitations,  slow  progress  and  in- 
evitably, loss  of  interest  and  power  of  application.  The  pa- 
rents alone  have  it  in  their  power  to  remedy  this  evil. 

While  the  truant  officer  has  not  been  called  upon  by  me  to 
perform  any  service,  several  cases  of  truancy  have  come  to  my 
notice.  In  every  case,  I  have  reason  to  believe,  the  parent, 
not  the  child,  has  been  at  fault. 

For  the  benefit  of  any  who  may  not  have  had  their  atten- 
tion called  to  the  law  on  this  subject,  I  would  like  to  quote 
from  Chapter  498,  Acts  of  1894,  Section  i. 

"Every  person  having  under  his  control  a  child  between 
the  ages  of  eight  and  fourteen  years  shall  annually  cause 
such  child  to  attend  some  public  day  school  in  the  city  or 
town  in  which  he  resides,  and  such  attendance  shall  continue 
for  at  least  thirty  weeks  of  the  school  year,  if  the  schools  are 
kept  open  that  length  of  time,  with  an  allowance  of  two  weeks 
for  absence  not  excused  by  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  or 
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School  Committee.  Such  period  of  attendance  shall  begin 
with  the  first  month  of  the  fall  term  of  school,  and  for  each 
five  days  absence  of  any  such  child  thereafter,  in  excess  of  the 
above  allowance,  before  the  completion  of  the  required  an- 
nual attendance  of  thirty  weeks,  the  person  having  such  child 
under  his  control  shall  upon  complaint  of  the  School  Commit- 
tee or  any  Truant  Officer,  forfeit  to  the  use  of  the  public  schools 
of  such  city  or  town,  a  sum  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars." 

My  plan  has  been,  and  is,  to  use  every  mild  means  in  this 
work  before  calling  upon  the  officers  of  the  law,  believing 
that  the  results  obtained  in  this  way  are  better  for  all  con- 
cerned, than  from  one  of  external  force  of  the  law.  It  is  my 
sincere  desire  to  work  with  the  parents  in  this  way,  hoping 
that  no  one  of  them  will  be  remiss  in  his  duty  and  assuring 
them  that  I  shall  endeavor  not  to  be  remiss  in  mine.  For 
these  reasons  therefore  I  earnestly  solicit  the  aid  of  every 
father  and  mother  in  this  community  in  getting  every  child  of 
school  age  into  school,  and  keeping  them  in  regular  atten- 
dance. 

TEACHERS'  MEETINGS. 

With  the  single  exception  of  November,  these  meetings 
have  been  held  each  month.  One  was  omitted  then,  because 
of  the  numerous  breaks  in  school  work  caused  by  the  Conven- 
tion at  Whitman  and  the  Institute  at  Hanover,  the  latter 
being  attended  by  every  public  school  teacher  in  town. 

At  these  meetings  it  has  been  my  custom  to  discuss  phases 
of  school  work,  and  to  give  general  criticisms  and  suggestions 
in  regard  to  methods  of  teaching. 

I  have  tried  to  awaken  thought,  arouse  interest  and  pro- 
voke discussion  as  well  as  inspire  enthusiastic  teaching.  In 
this  the  teachers  have  greatly  helped.  A  class  has  been 
taught  for  criticism  and  suggestion,  before  the  other  teachers 
by  Miss  Chaffin,  while  reports  have  been  given  by  Mr.  Soule 
and  Miss  Tibbetts. 

I  regard  this  as  the  best  feature  of  our  meetings.  In  each 
case  the  teacher  has  taken  her  own  preferred  subject.  This 
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not  only  gives  her  the  benefit  of  the  criticism  of  all  the  other 
teachers,  but  also  at  the  same  time  she  helps  them,  most  of 
whom  perhaps  are  not  so  strong  in  that  particular  branch. 

TEACHERS. 

The  teachers  are  as  a  body  faithful  and  earnest  in  their 
work,  and  are  inspired  by  other  than  mere  mercenary  mo- 
tives. They  need,  however,  a  more  hearty  and  sympathetic 
support  in  their  respective  districts  from  the  parents  of  the 
children  attending  the  schools  than  is  accorded  some  of  them. 

The  cares  and  anxieties  of  a  teacher's  life  arising  from  with- 
in the  four  walls  of  her  school-room  are  quite  enough  without 
having  additional  fret  and  worry  caused  by  the  hostile  attitude 
of  parents,  or  b}-  the  idle  gossip  of  others  still  less  directly  in- 
terested in  the  management  of  the  school. 

THE  MOST  PRESSING  NEEDS. 

These,  I  think,  may  be  summed  up  under  two  distinct 
heads:  ist,  an  increased  appropriation  for  the  salaries  of 
teachers;  and  2d,  an  adequate  appropriation  for  the  transpor- 
tation of  pupils.  We  have  lost  during  the  past  few  months  no 
less  than  four  teachers  for  no  other  reasons  than  that  better 
inducements  were  offered  them  elsewhere.  When  the  voters 
appropriate  a  sufficient  amount  so  that  the  committee  may 
feel  justified  in  retaining  good  teachers  at  an  advance  equal  to 
that  offered  b}^  other  towns,  when  we  can  compete  with  other 
towns  in  this  way,  then,  and  not  till  then,  may  we  expect  to 
have  good  schools. 

As  to  the  second  need,  that  of  proper  transportation,  I  wash 
merel}^  to  state  that  there  are  pupils  in  the  schools  at  Island 
Creek,  Tarkiln,  Ashdod  and  North  Duxbury  whose  proper 
place  is  at  the  Grammar  School. 

This  is  a  harm  working  in  a  double  way.  These  pupils  can 
not  possibly  receive  the  same  amount  of  attention  which  is 
their  privilege  in  the  Grammar  School,  where  two  classes  get 
the  whole  time  of  the  teacher,  whereas  in  the  District  Schools 
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the  ordinary  number  of  classes  is  five,  and  if  this  nunibef  is 
increased  by  two  additional  ones  the  evil  is,  or  ought  to  be, 
apparent  to  everyone.  Again,  these  pupils  take  the  time  of 
the  teacher  which  justly  belongs  to  the  five  lower  grades ;  so 
that  not  only  are  these  pupils  themselves  injured  from  the 
fact  that  they  are  there  instead  of  in  the  Grammar  School,  but  ^ 
all  the  others  suffer  likewise. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  thank  the  teachers  for  their  sym- 
pathy and  support,  for  their  hearty  co-operation,  for  the  good 
vSpirit  in  which  they  have  taken  all  criticism  and  suggestion 
and  for  their  faithfulness  in  acting  upon  them.  I  wdsh  also  to 
express  my  appreciation  to  you  for  your  cordial  support  in  all 
lines  of  my  work,  and  trUvSt  I  may  have  it  in  the  future.

Report  of  the  Board  of  Health. 


Of  late  years  Duxbury  has  been  exceptionally  favored  in  the 
matter  of  freedom  from  epidemics  of  contagious  disease. 

The  extreme  heat  during  the  month  of  August  last  was  ac- 
companied with  outbreaks  of  cholera  infantum,  dysentery  and 
typhoid  fever  in  many  places  all  over  the  Commonwealth,  and 
in  our  own  village  a  number  of  the  fever  cases  occurred.  Nine 
cases  of  typhoid  developed  in  Duxbury  Village  and  two  at  North 
Duxbury;  in  addition  to  these  several  summer  visitors  came 
down  with  the  fever  so  soon  after  leaving  here  that  it  is  probable 
the  disease  was  contracted  here. 

The  epidemic  was  promptly  reported  to  the  State  Board  of 
Health  and  their  inspector  came  down  and  made  an  investiga- 
tion, and  his  recommendations  were  carefully  carried  out. 

One  case  of  diphtheria  was  reported  in  Island  Creek  and  one 
or  two  cases  of  measles  and  scarlet  fever  in  dif¥erent  parts  of 
the  town  but  prompt  action  on  the  part  of  the  local  Board  and 
the  attending  physicians  prevented  any  general  epidemic. 

There  have  also  been  a  number  of  cases  of  whooping  cough. 
During  the  summer  months  the  Board  would  urge  upon  the 
townspeople  greater  care  in  the  disposal  of  garbage,  and  more 
caution  in  the  cleansing  of  sink  drains  and  out-houses. 

Frequent  cleansing  and  the  free  use  of  powdered  lime  about 
vaults  and  sink  drains  will  often  prevent  serious  trouble.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN'S  AGENT  ON  THE  CON- 
STRUCTION OF  THE  ALMSHOUSE. 


To  the  \'oters  of  the  Town: 

I  herewith  transmit  a  detailed  account  of  the  expenditures  in 
*  constructing  the  Almshouse: 

At  the  adjourned  Town  fleeting  held  February  15,  1896. 
when  you  adopted  the  plans  of  the  Committee,  you  accepted 
the  bids  for  the  different  kinds  of  work,  as  are  here  given,  except 
that  of  the  Tramphouse.  I  had  the  consent  of  the  Overseers  of 
the  Poor  for  all  items  allowed  over  $20  in  amount,  in  accordance 
with  my  voted  instructions,  except  what  was  ordered  by  the 
State  Inspector.  The  first  bid  accepted  was  that  of  excavation 
and  masonry,  and  was  the  only  one  received  that  could  not 
be  put  in  a  stated  sum  for  the  whole,  but  was  given  at  so  much 
per  cubic  or  surface  yard,  the  quantities  to  be  measured  as  the 
work  \A  as  done.  There  having  been  no  levels  obtained  or  test 
pits  dug  on  the  proposed  site  of  the  building,  the  quantities 
could  not  be  calculated  beforehand,  but  were  roughly  estimated 
for  comparing  the  dififerent  bids.  The  stone  taken  out  from 
the  old  cellar  was  found  much  better  than  the  Committee  had 
anticipated,  so'that  by  rearranging  them  in  a  new  wall  and  con- 
sidering the  weight  to  be  supported  was  light,  and  the  saving 
to  the  Town  considerable  over  new  stone,  I  was  not  in  doubt  as 
to  the  expediency  of  using  them.

The  first  item  of  a  front  window  in  roof  was  something  the 
Committee  had  considered  but  not  recommended  because  of 
the  expejise.  But  I  found  that  it  was  approved  by  many  of  the 
townspeople,  and  knowing  that  it  would  add  much  to  the  looks 
of  the  building,  besides  making  the  inside  more  comfortable. 
The  flooring  over  the  woodshed  was  desired  by  the  Keeper  and 
Iiis  wife,  and  does,  without  doubt,  make  the  inside  more  con- 
venient. I  found  that  a  much  better  quality  of  shingle  could  be 
put  on  the  walls  than  w^as  called  for  by  the  specifications  by  the 
extra  sum  of  Sio.  The  covering  of  pipes  was  done  in  the  unfin- 
ished part  to  allow  the  heat  from  the  cellar  to  pass  into  the  attic, 
thereby  preventing  inflowing  pipe  and  tank  from  freezing.  The 
coal  bin  in  the  cellar  was  an  extra  one  for  kitchen  coal.  The 
Keeper  preferred  one  there  to  the  one  planned  in  the  woodshed. 
The  other  items  are  too  small  to  comment  on.  The  credited 
amount  of  $5.00  was  that  allowed  by  Mr.  Randall  for  what  he 
could  procure  wooden  fire  escapes.  As  time  went  on  I  became 
more  and  more  in  favor  of  having  iron  ones,  not  only  for  their 
better  appearance  on  the  building,  but  considering  the  many 
years  they  will  last,  practically  as  long  as  the  building,  besides, 
w^ith  an  ordinary  amount  of  care,  they  will  always  be  in  working 
order,  which  could  not  be  said  for  the  wooden  ones.

You  will  remember  that  the  contract  of  Mr.  Campbell  was 
awarded  to  him  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting,  but  as  there  were 
several  distinct  propositions  made  by  him  the  matter  was  left 
to  be  decided  by  the  Overseers  and  myself.  It  was  finally  con- 
cluded tO'  use  the  old  furnace  with  a  hot  water  attachment  for 
heating  the  upper  rooms.  While  the  subject  was  being  consid- 
ered Mr.  Campbell  made  this  ofYer:  That  for  $20  extra  he 
would  lead  hot  water  pipes  to  the  bath  room  and  the  kitchen 
sink  with  a  copper  boiler  and  the  necessary  attachments,  which 
was  accepted.  The  Committee  in  their  proposal,  had  considered 
only  heating  water  for  the  bathroom  by  a  kerosene  heater,  to  re- 
duce the  expense,  as  they  knew  to  have  a  bathroom  at  all  was

FIXING  OLD  MADHOUSE  INTO  A  TRAMPHOUSE, 
INCLUDING  TWO  LOCKUPS. 

In  the  report  of  the  Committee  at  the  Town  Meeting  it  was 
recommended  and  adopted  with  the  other  work,  on  the  sug- 
gestion of  some  of  the  Constables  and  the  Selectmen  that  the 
Madhouse,  so  called,  be  converted  into  a  place  for  tramps,  and 
also  have  in  it  a  Lockup,  although  no  plans  had  been  made  by 
the  Committee,  and  the  subject  had  not  been  particularly  looked 
into.  The  subject  being  left  with  the  Overseers  and  myself,  at 
hrst,  it  was  thought  to  have  one  or  two  iron  cages  for  the  Lock- 
up, but  judging  that  one  of  these  would  cost  over  $ioo,  it  was 
decided  not  to  have  them.  Finally  we  concluded  that  two  cells 
about  six  feet  square,  made  with  partitions  of  four  inches  of  solid 
wood,  with  iron-barred  doors  and  windows,  would  answer  the 
purpose — not  to  secure  skillful  cracksmen — but  for  the 
brief  detention  of  drunken  or  disorderly  persons.  The  fixing 
over  of  the  madhouse  was  made  into  two  jobs,  masonry  and  car- 
pentering. The  first  comprised  building  a  chimney  and  under- 
pinning the  building,  and  the  carpentering  comprised  making 
the  cells  as  above  described;  a  tramp  apartment,  flooring  and 
ceiling,  and  making  doors  and  windows,  with  all  the  hardware 
required  to  complete  the  building  for  use.  All  the  contractors 
who  had  bid  on  the  Almshouse  work  in  these  departments  were 
invited  to  bid.  The  following  were  the  lowest  bidders.  Ce- 
menting the  main  part  of  the  Almshouse  cellar  was  included  in 
the  masonry  contract,  making  it  one  job.  I  have  separated  the 
items  myself  for  this  report  after  consulting  with  Mr.  Loring.

Early  in  the  work,  at  the  request  of  the  Overseers,  I  gave  to 
them  an  itemized  estimate  of  $3,41 1  as  the  probable  cost  of  the 
construction  of  the  Almshouse.  It  is  a  principle  with  engineers 
and  architects  that  extras  and  superintendence  should  not  ex- 
ceed 10  per  cent,  of  the  amount  estimated  or  put  under  con- 
tract for  the  expense  of  the  structure;  but,  of  course,  extras 
would  not  include  what  would  come  under  the  head  of  additions. 
The  contractors  have  shown  skill  and  ability  in  their  work,  and 
a  desire  and  intention  of  keeping  up  to  their  agreements  with 
the  Town,  a  truth  that  will  be  evident  to  anyone  inspecting  the 
building.

At  the  adjourned  meeting  on  Eebruary  15  it  was 
Voted,  That  a  new  Poorhouse  be  buik  in  conformity  with  -Jie 
plan  and  specifications  submitted  by  the  Committee  if  it  can 
be  done  at  a  cost  not  to  exceed  the  amount  voted  at  the  last 
Mieeting. 

V^oted,  That  the  contract  for  building-  be  awarded  to  the  Icv/- 
est  bidders  in  the  dif¥erent  departments. 

Voted,  That  an  agent  be  chosen  by  ballot  in  accordance  with 
the  following  recommendations  of  the  Committee:  "That  he  is 
given  authority  to  act  as  the  Town's  Agent  in  the  construction 
of  the  Poorhouse  within  the  limits  of  the  votes  of  this  meeting, 
and  to  superintend  the  work.  He  must  have  the  approval  of  the 
Overseers  of  the  Poor  for  contracts  made  in  addition  to  those 
voted  at  this  meeting  and  for  any  change  or  addition  involving 
an  expense  of  over  twenty-five  dollars  ($25.00) ;  but  may  make 
minor  changes  on  his  own  responsibility,  the  price  being  agreed 
upon  before  the  work  is  begun.

Report  of  School  Committee. 


The  School  Committee  respectfully  submit  the  following  re- 
port to  the  Town  for  the  financial  year  ending  Jan.  31,  1897: 

It  is  with  much  sadness  that  we  announce  officially  the  death 
of  a  valued  member  of  the  School  Committee,  Mr.  William  S, 
De  Wolf.  For  the  two  preceding  years  he  served  as  Secretary 
of  the  Board,  the  duties  of  wdiich  he  performed  in  a  highly  coni- 
niendable  manner,  and  always  with  an  eye  single  to  the  best 
interests  of  the  Town. 

He  always  labored  faithfully  and  impartially  for  any  measure 
that  would  benefit  the  Schools ;  and  by  his  death  the  Committee 
have  lost  a  valued  counsellor  and  the  Town  a  faithful  public 
servant.  It  was  largely  through  his  efforts  that  the  Grammar 
School  was  established,  which,  we  trust,  will  be  of  great  benefit 
to  the  Town.  At  a  meeting  of  the  Joint  Board  of  the  Commit- 
tees of  Scituate,  Marshfield  and  Duxbury  the  following  resolu- 
tion was  adopted : 

"Resolved,  That  the  Joint  Committee  extend  to  Mrs.  William 
S.  De  W^olf  our  appreciation  of  your  late  husband's  interest  and 
value  in  school  work ;  also  our  heart-felt  sympathy  in  so  great  ^ 
bereavement." 

At  a  joint  meeting  of  the  Selectmen  and  remaining  mem- 
bers of  the  School  Committee,  held  at  the  Public  Library  March 
i6,  William  J.  Alden,  Jr.  w^as  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

There  have  been  very  few  changes  in  the  teaching  force  for 
the  past  year.  At  the  commencement  of  the  school  year  Miss 
^Mary  B.  Peterson  resigned  her  position  at  No.  5,  and  Mrs. 
Mary  E.  Woodell,  a  teacher  of  large  experience,  was  appointed 
her  successor.  But  having  scarcely  entered  upon  her  work,  after 
a  short  illness  she  was  called  upon  to  lay  down  the  burden  of 
life  and  enter  upon  her  reward.  She  was  succeeded  by  Mrs. 
Ida  M.  Raymond,  a  teacher  who  previously  taught  in  different 
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sections  of  the  Town.  Under  her  instructior  the  school  has 
made  marked  progress,  and  the  Committee  fe  1  gratified  in  en- 
trusting the  welfare  of  this  school  into  the  h  .nds  of  so  worthy 
and  faithful  a  teacher. 

The  Committee  appointed  Edward  W.  Cook  and  William  J. 
Turner  Truant  Officers.  We  are  highly  gratified  that  there 
have  been  so  few  cases  which  required  their  attention. 

The  Committee  at  the  annual  meeting  asked  for  an  appropria- 
tion of  $4,000  for  the  support  of  schools,  which  was  freely 
granted.  We  have  expended  the  money  in  as  judicious  a  man- 
ner as  possible,  and  we  have  been  able  to  advance  the  salaries 
of  the  teachers  somewhat,  according  to  the  sentiment  expressed 
by  the  citizens  of  the  Town.  By  so  doing  we  were  able  to  com- 
mence our  schools  last  fall  without  any  change  of  teachers, 
thereby  enabling  the  schools  to  enter  upon  their  work  without 
any  serious  hindrance. 

Again  we  must  call  attention  to  the  loss  of  time  from  school 
work  for  apparently  trivial  causes.  The  fall  term  did  not  com- 
mence until  Sept.  2t,  which,  we  hoped,  would  be  sufficiently 
late,  so  that  all  could  commence  at  the  opening  of  the  schools. 
But  the  fact  is  that  some  of  the  schools  in  the  outlying  districts 
were  broken  for  two  or  three  weeks  by  non-attendance,  prob- 
ably owing  to  cranberry  picking. 

Many  other  cases  of  absenteeism  for  other  causes  come  to  our 
notice,  which  are  not  only  a  decided  injury  to  the  scholar  him- 
self, but  also  a  hindrance  to  the  class  in  which  he  holds  mem- 
bership. Those  who  expect  promotion  at  the  end  of  the  year 
must  attend  regularly  and  work  faithfully. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Joint  Committee  of  Mr.  Edgar  L.  Willard 
was  re-elected  Superintendent  of  Schools.  The  sentiment  ex- 
pressed at  the  meeting  was  that  under  his  supervision  the 
schools  have  made  great  advancement,  and  he  is  to  be  con- 
gratulated upon  the  result  of  his  labors. 

The  only  change  made  in  books  for  the  past  year  is  the  sub- 
stitution of  Metcalf's  Grammar  for  Hyde's  Language  Lessons. 
As  the  Hyde  books  were  very  much  worn,  it  was  thought  that 
the  new  series  could  be  introduced  with  little  expense  to  the 
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Town,  as  through  the  terms  of  the  exchange  the  old  book  is 
exchanged  for  the  new  one  at  a  very  low  rate.  .. 

Repairs  on  the  school  property  have  cost  more  than  we  anti- 
cipated at  the  beginning  of  the  school  year.  Still  we  feel  confi- 
dent that  where  repairs  are  needed,  both  for  the  comfort  of  the 
scholars,  as  well  as  the  saving  of  school  property,  the  citizens 
of  the  Town  will  not  blame  the  Committee  for  so  doing.  We 
think  that  it  is  the  best  policy  to  take  the  same  care  of  Town 
property  entrusted  to  our  keeping  as  we  would  of  our  own. 

The  schoolhouse  at  Millbrook  is  in  a  good  condition,  but  the 
grounds  about  the  house  are  a  disgrace  to  any  town.  All  the 
soil  has  been  removed  to  repair  the  Town  highways,  leaving 
nothing  but  sand  on  the  whole  lot.  Every  hard  rain  w^ashes 
the  sand  into  the  road,  and  obliges  us  to  make  constant  repairs 
on  the  grounds.  A  special  appropriation  ought  to  be  made  to 
put  the  grounds  in  good  condition.  A  good  fence  should  be 
put  around  the  school  property  at  No.  2,  if  for  no  other  purpose 
than  to  keep  the  grounds  from  being  used  as  a  public  highway, 
as  is  being  done  at  the  present  time.  The  walls  of  the  school- 
houses  in  Districts  2,  4,  7  and  8  have  been  calcimined  and  the 
ceilings  whitewashed.  The  desks  and  chairs  have  been  var- 
nished, so  that  these  rooms  are  very  attractive,  and  are  put  in 
first-class  condition.  One-half  of  the  schoolhouse  at  No.  2  has 
been  shingled,  as  it  began  to  leak  badly.  Repairs  of  the  roof, 
doors  and  outbuildings  at  Island  Creek  were  absolutely  neces- 
sary.   The  schoolhouses  at  Nos.  2  and  3  w^ere  painted  outside. 

The  schoolhouses  have  never  been  insured;  therefore  we  rec- 
^  ommend  that  the  Town  take  action  thereon  at  the  next  annual 
meeting.  To  this  end  we  have  caused  an  article  to  be  placed 
in  the  warrant.  Your  Committee  are  still  of  the  opinion  that 
something  ought  to  be  done  for  the  transportation  of  pupils,  so 
that  the  children  from  all  parts  of  the  Town  can  have  the  benefit 
of  the  Grammar  School. 

In  conclusion,  we  thank  the  citizens  for  their  interest  in  school 
matters,  and  we  trust  that  in  the  near  future  ovir  schools  may 
be  raised  to  a  higher  standard  than  ever  before,  for  there  is  no 
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better  safeguard  for  the  stability  of  our  government  than  the 
education  of  the  children  in  our  public  schools.  Appended  to 
this  report  are  those  of  the  Principal  of  Partridge  Academy  and 
the  Superintendent  of  Schools.

Report  of  Partridge  Academy. 


To  the  School  Committee,  Gentlemen: 

I  submit  herewith  a  report  of  Partridge  Academy. 
The  object  which  I  have  always  before  me,  ancL-M'hich  I  am 
gradually  achieving,  is  to  raise  the  standard  of  the  school.  In 
this  connection  the  present  outlook  is  very  encouraging.  The 
class  which  graduated  last  June  will  compare  very  favorably  with 
classes  of  the  same  grade  elsewhere. 

The  general  work  of  the  school  thus  far  this  year  shows  a  gain 
in  many  respects:  for  example,  the  senior  class  has  never  quite 
finished  the  work  on  General  History.  The  present  class,  how- 
ever, will  complete  it  at  the  same  rate  they  are  now  taking  it. 
The  work  laid  down  as  a  year's  course  in  Latin  was  completed 
last  year  for  the  first  time,  but  the  present  class  is  fully  up  to  its 
predecessor. 

This  year,  for  the  first  time,  there  is  a  class  of  six  in  Caesar, 
and  the  members  of  the  class  not  only  maintain  their  interest  in 
the  subject,  but  also  they  are  doing  very  good  work. 

I  have  one  pupil  who  is  reading  Virgil,  and  this  with  the  fore- 
going, tends,  I  think,  to  create  a  sentiment  toward  advanced 
work.  We  have  adopted  a  new  system  of  bookkeeping,  which  is 
an  abridgement  of  that  used  in  some  of  the  best  business  col- 
leges. I  hope  by  means  of  it  to  shorten  the  course  in  book- 
keeping somewhat,  thus  giving  more  time  to  other  subjects 
which  are  now  a  little  crowded. 

By  the  introduction  of  masterpieces  of  British  Literature  we 
are  able  to  study  directly  a  larger  number  of  the  works  of  the 
great  authors  than  formerly. 

Except  as  noted,  the  subjects  and  methods  of  work  remain 
practically  unchanged.  In  the  senior  class  the  Geometry  by 
original  demonstration  with  Trigonometry  and  Surveying  in  the 
s.pring  term,  are  now  firmly  fixed;  also  the  courses  in  Literature 
and  Science. 
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For  the  middle  class  in  Xatural  Philosophy  we  have  secured 
a  small  dynamo  and  a  whirling  table,  two  important  pieces  of 
apparatus.  The  Grammar  class  which  comes  from  the  Gram- 
mar School  shows  the  advantage  of  its  year's  training  there. 

The  Academy  received  from  Captain  Walter  Josselyn  a  fine 
stufifed  crocodile.  It  is  hoped  that  this  may  be  the  nucleus  of  a 
collection  which  shall  be  donated  by  the  friends  of  the  school. 
I  have  been  annoyed  and  the  interests  of  the  school  have  suf- 
fered by  the  unnecessary  absences  of  some  of  the  pupils.  I 
would  ask  for  the  assistance  of  the  parents  in  this  resjoect.  Do 
not  allow  your  children  to  stay  away  from  school  for  any  but 
the  most  urgent  reasons.  The  school  suffers,  but  the  individual 
suffers  more.

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Report  of  School  Superintendent. 


To  the  School  Committee: 

In  submitting-  to  you  my  annual  report,  I  am  impressed  with 
the  thought  that  the  fewer  words  in  which  I  can  say  all  that 
needs  to  be  said,  the  more  likely  will  be  my  report  to  be  read 
by  citizens  in  general. 

As  my  particular  desire  in  such  a  report  is  to  reach  the  parents 
of  children  in  our  schools,  I  will  try  to  present  the  facts  in  such 
a  form  and  in  such  a  manner  that  they  may  be  interested  to  read 
them. 

I  would  earnestly  invite  their  close  attention  to  the  work  being 
done  in  all  the  schools. 

The  extent  to  which  parents  are  willing  to  remain  ignorant  of 
the  schools  which  their  children  attend  is  astonishing.  In  a 
large  number  of  cases  they  know  little  or  nothing  of  the  work 
done  by  the  schools,  whether  it  is  good  or  bad.  The  reason  for 
this  apathy  is  hard  to  determine.  Every  intelligent  parent 
should  realize  that  it  would  be  far  better  for  all  concerned — 
children,  teachers  and  community — if  they  kept  in  closer  touch 
with  the  schools ;  that  it  would  be  better  to  give  the  teacher  the 
benefit  of  their  counsel  than  to  stand  aloof  and  find  fault  or 
entirely  ignore  her.  If  parents  would  take  the  trouble  to  visit 
the  schools  and  inform  the  teachers,  in  a  true  and  proper  way, 
of  the  abilities,  weaknesses  and  peculiarities  of  their  children, 
much  time  now  lost  would  be  saved,  and  they  themselves  would 
me  more  than  pleased  with  the  results  of  such  conferences. 
The  teacher  is  obliged  to  spend  the  greater  part  of  one  term  in 
stumbling  upon  the  characteristics  of  the  children  whom  she  has 
to  teach.  She  finds  some  shy,  others  forward;  some  prompt 
and  proficient  in  their  studies,  others  halting  and  unsatisfactory. 

All  this  knowledge  the  parents  possess  at  the  start.  If  they 
should  impart  it  at  the  beginning  to  the  teacher,  better  progress 
would  be  assured,  and  much  fret  and  worry  avoided. 
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Some  feel  that  schools  are  run  so  differently  from  the  old 
way  that  they  cannot  understand  their  management.  But  there 
is  nothing  mysterious  about  modern  methods  in  education. 
They  are  simply  better  ways  of  getting  at  the  final  result.  Just 
as  in  building  a  house  or  in  making  a  shoe,  we  have  found  out 
quicker  and  easier  ways  than  our  ancestors  knew;  so,  in  our 
schools,  we  trust  we  are  using  better  ways  of  getting  at  the  truth. 
If  the  methods  are  right  and  reasonable,  then  any  reasonable 
person  can  understand  them  if  he  will  try. 

Education  means  much  more  than  it  did  fifty  years  ago. 
What  was  good  enough  for  our  fathers  and  grandfathers  is  not 
good  enough  for  the  children  of  today.  The  world  has  pro- 
gressed in  education  as  well  as  in  agriculture,  manufacture, 
mining,  travel  and  commerce.  New  studies  and  new  methods 
are  crowded  into  our  school  courses,  and  must  be  to  keep  pace 
with  the  progress  in  other  directions. 

Parents  should  make  a  close  study  of  what  their  children 
are  doing  in  school,  for  botli  they  and  the  teacher  are  striving  for 
the  same  end — the  mental  and  moral  development  of  their 
children. 

THE  COURSE  OF  STUDY. 

The  course  of  study  adopted  by  you  last  year  has  been  as 
closely  followed  as  was  possible  by  the  teachers. 

The  value  of  READING  for  literature  has  been  emphasized 
by  the  introduction  of  selections  to  be  memorized,  suggestions 
for  home  reading,  reading  to  the  class  by  the  teacher,  and  by 
extra  class  reading.  Our  pupils  in  general  are  very  poor 
readers.  But  they  are  improving,  and  will,  it  is  hoped,  under 
the  careful  guidance  and  continuous  drill  of  faithful  teachers, 
develop  into  fluent  and  expressive  readers. 

To  aid  the  teacher  in  this  study  a  greater  variety  of  supple- 
mentary books  is  urgently  needed. 

GEOGRAPHY  is  taught  as  the  science  of  the  earth  that  lies 
around  us,  and  the  world  as  a  whole  as  the  home  of  man. 

The  teachers  are  tr^'ing  to  make  necessary  a  broader,  more 
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natural  and  more  philosophical  treatment  than  mere  memory 
cramming. 

Since  ARITHMETIC  is  most  frequently  applied  to  construc- 
tions and  accounts,  the  teachers  have  tried,  from  the  very  lowest 
grades,  to  apply  as  many  practical,  everyday  problems  as  possi- 
ble to  the  work  in  school. 

Business  transactions  and  the  art  of  recording  them,  in  an 
elementary  way,  have  been  taught  in  the  upper  grades. 

The  idea  of  magnitudes,  whether  integral  or  fractional,  and 
iheir  measures  have  been  derived  as  far  as  possible  from  actual 
experience. 

HISTORY  is  begun  in  the  very  lowest  grades  by  stories  of 
historical  characters  and  localities.  These  at  first  are  told  or 
read  to  the  pupils  by  the  teacher.  Then  they  are  encouraged 
to  read  them  for  themselves.  The  subject  as  a  definite  study  is 
not  taken  until  the  seventh  year  in  school. 

The  study  of  LANGUAGE,  that  is,  how  to  write  and  speak 
correctly,  is  made  paramount  for  the  first  six  years  of  the  course, 
in  the  belief  that  a  reasonable  facility  in  the  use  of  English  is 
preferable  to  the  ability  to  understand  the  principles  upon  which 
our  language  is  constructed. 

The  study  of  Elementary  Grammar  goes  hand  in  hand  with 
that  of  language  during  the  last  two  years  of  the  course. 

TEACHERS. 

Owing  to  the  increased  appropriation  so  generously  voted 
for  by  the  citizens  at  the  Town  Meeting  last  March  we  have  been 
able  to  retain  every  one  of  our  old  teachers. 

While  other  nearby  towns  have  sufYered  much  through  chang- 
ing of  teachers,  we  h^ve  derived  the  benefits  of  continued  service. 
It  is  impossible  for  two  teachers,  equally  good  in  every  respect, 
to  accomplish  such  good  results  in  a  school  in  one  year,  as  either 
one  alone  might  accomplish  if  allowed  to  remain  for  the  full 
year. 

If  w^e  have  poor  teachers  we  ought  to  change.  But  if  we  have 
good  ones  we  ought  to  keep  them. 

It  is  my  sincere  desire  that  no  teachers  who  are  such  as  we 
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want  will  be  allowed  to  go  eLsewhere,  when  a  moderate  increase 
in  wages  will  cause  them  to  remain. 

VISITS. 

From  Jan.  i,  1896,  to  Jan.  i,  1897,  I  have  made  three  hundred 
and  sixty-two  visits  to  the  schools  of  the  district,  an  average  of 
about  eleven  to  each  school. 

While  this  has  not  been  true  of  several  schools,  the  small 
number  of  visits  to  them  has  been  made  up  by  a  number  greater 
than  the  average  to  others. 

My  plan  has  been  to  visit  most  frequently  those  schools  which, 
on  account  of  change  of  teachers,  or  for  other  equally  good  rea- 
sons, seemed  to  need  special  attention.  The  time  has  been 
equally  divided  between  the  three  towns  in  the  district. 

Eleven  school  days  have  been  spent  by  me  in  my  office  during 
the  year.  Three  of  these  were  on  account  of  such  severe  storms 
that  the  schools  were  not  in  session,  two  on  account  of  sickness, 
and  six  to  do  such  work  as  could  not  otherwise  be  done  in 
proper  season. 

PROMOTIONS. 

Promotions  have  been  made  with  special  care,  and  some  have 
been  required  to  repeat  last  year's  work.  In  every  case  I  think 
pupils  have  been  profited  by  it.  It  is  certainly  a  mistaken  kind- 
ness to  yield  to  the  entreaties  of  disappointed  children  or  mis- 
judging parents  in  this  regard. 

ATTENDANCE. 

Were  it  not  for  the  fact  that  there  has  been  so  much  sickness 
among  the  pupils,  I  feel  sure  that  the  record'of  attendance  for 
the  past  year  would  be  an  advance  upon  that  of  the  previous 
year.  I  would  still  urge  what  I  said  in  my  report  last  year  on 
this  subject. 

Without  the  co-operation  of  parents  a  teacher's  efforts  to 
secure  regularity  and  punctuality  are  almost  fruitless.  But  with 
it  attendance  can  be  made  almost  perfect. 
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Parents  who  sincerely  and  truly  desire  the  welfare  of  their 
cliildren  ought  to  realize  that  the  best  results  follow  a  moderate 
amount  of  work,  well  done,  every  day. 

MARSHFIELD  FAIR. 

Last  year  the  teachers  saved  such  of  the  work  of  their  pupils 
as  they  regarded  good  for  the  purpose,  and  exhibited  it  in  the 
liall  of  the  Marshfield  Agricultural  and  Horticultural  Society. 

By  the  decision  of  the  Committee  of  that  Society  the  following 
awards  were  made: 

To  the  Marshfield  High  School  for  the  best  exhibit. 

To  the  Scituate  High  School  for  the  best  original  design 
drawings. 

To  the  Greenbush  Primary  School  for  the  best  exhibit  of  chil- 
dren's busy  work. 

To  the  Union  School,  Marshfield,  for  the  best  nature  and  lan- 
guage work. 

To  the  North  Duxbury  Primary  School  for  the  best  drawing 
and  relief  maps. 

To  the  Duxbury  Grammar  School  for  the  best  writing. 

Besides  these  awards,  diplomas  were  given  in  order  of  merit 
as  excellent  and  good. 

The  idea  of  a  public  exhibit  of  this  kind  is  to  arouse  the  inter- 
est of  the  pupils  and  stimulate  them  to  make  the  best  possible 
ef¥orts  in  their  work. 

No  one  can  secure  and  name  one  hundred  and  forty  different 
botanical  specimens,  as  did  three  pupils  who  exhibited  their  col- 
lections, without  having  their  eyes  opened  to  the  wondrous 
beauties  of  nature;  and  no  one  can  have  their  eyes  so  opened 
without  profit  to  themselves.  The  exhibit  itself  is  of  minor  con- 
sideration.   The  good  comes  in  preparing  for  it. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

In  order  that  there  be  more  uniformity  throughout  the  town 
in  school  matters,  and  to  increase  the  efificiency  of  our  schools,  I 
would  offer  the  following  recommendations: 
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Urst — That  you  consider  the  advisability  of  uniting  Districts 
I,  2,  7  and  8  with  the  Grammar  School  in  a  single  building. 

Second — That  you  ask  the  next  Town  ^^leeting  to  appropriate 
two  hundred  dollars  (S200)  for  the  transportation  of  pupils  of 
Grammar  grades  from  Districts  3,  4.  5  and  6  to  the  Duxbury 
Grammar  School. 

Third — That  you  appoint  the  Superintendent  as  a  truant 
officer. 

The  reason  for  the  last  recommendation  is  that  there  have 
been  several  cases  in  which,  if  I  had  possessed  the  authority  of 
a  truant  officer,  much  delay  would  have  been  avoided. 

Through  the  monthly  reports  of  the  teachers  I  have  been  able 
to  keep  a  close  watch  on  pupils  suspected  of  truancy.  On 
account  of  this  I  would  have  the  opportunity  to  act  quicker  and 
easier  than  one  less  intimately  acquainted  with  the  schools,  if 
the  proper  authority  were  given  me. 

The  reason  for  my  second  recommendation  is  evident.  I  find 
that  parents  in  those  districts  mentioned  are  desirous  that  their 
children  attend  the  Grammar  School.  But  many  of  them  do  not 
feel  able  to  bear  the  whole  expense  of  getting  them  there.  If 
the  Town  could  appropriate  something  to  help  them  in  this, 
they,  I  am  sure,  would  do  the  rest.  The  advantages  which 
pupils  of  the  Grammar  School  have  over  those  of  the  same 
grades  in  the  District  Schools  do  not  need  to  be  discussed.  It 
is  only  a  question  of  how  much  more  a  teacher  with  but  two 
grades  can  do  for  each  pupil  or  grade  than  one  who  has  seven. 
It  is  not  fair  to  the  children  who  enter  the  Academy  that  there 
exists  such  an  inequality  in  the  thoroughness  of  preparation. 

But  not  to  discuss  the  matter  further,  let  me  state  what  I  con- 
sider the  strongest  argument  in  favor  of  taking  the  pupils  of  the 
Sixth  and  Seventh  Grades  to  the  Grammar  School.  Of  pupils 
in  the  Grammar  class,  eleven  in  number,  every  one  was  admitted 
to  the  Academy.  Of  eleven  from  the  District  Schools  only  four 
were  allowed  to  enter,  and  one  of  those  had  obtained  all  but  a 
single  year  of  his  preparation  in  the  schools  of  another  town. 

These  facts  speak  for  themselves,  and  therefore  need  no  fur- 
ther discussion. 
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My  first  recommendation  is  only  a  suggestion  of  the  policy 
now  being  so  generally  adopted  in  the  State  of  centralizing  the 
schools. 

There  is  no  question  of  the  advantages  of  this  policy.  In  fact, 
there  is  but  one  disadvantage  of  importance,  even  in  a  thinly 
settled  community,  and  that  is  distance. 

Other  towns  in  our  vicinity  are  overcoming  this  difficulty. 
Are  we  to  be  left  behind  or  not,  is  a  question  for  the  citizens 
to  settle.  We  at  least  can  propose  such  things  as  seem  good, 
and  leave  it  to  the  good  sense  and  wise  judgment  of  the  voters, 
as  indeed  we  must,  to  decide. 

In  closing  this  report,  I  am  reminded  of  the  loss  which  you 
as  Committee  and  I  as  Superintendent  have  sustained  by  the 
death  of  a  former  member  of  your  Board,  Mr.  W.  S.  De  Wolf. 
By  his  death  you  have  lost  a  man,  fearless  in  the  performance  of 
his  duty,  business-like  and  impartial  in  all  his  dealings  with  men, 
while  his  family  have  lost  a  loving  husband  and  father. 

Allow  me  to  thank  you  for  your  cordial  support  during  the 
past  year;  the  teachers  for  the  willingness  they  have  shown  to 
co-operate  with  me  in  efforts  to  improve  the  work  of  the  schools, 
and  the  community  for  their  hearty  sympathy  and  help.

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As  parties  living  out  of  town  were  about  to  call  the 
attention  of  the  County  Commissioners  to  the  necessity  of 
widening  and  straightening  North  street,  we  thought  it 
advisable,  as  we  had  a  larger  sum  at  our  disposal  this  year 
than  usual,  to  make  some  extra  repairs  on  this  piece  of  road, 
which  has  been  done  we  think  to  the  general  satisfaction  of 
all  concerned  at  an  expense  of  $313.26.

The  whole  expense  of  the  work  and 
material  in  the  several  districts,  including  above,  amounts 
to  $4,527.99,  and  we  have  on  hand  a  large  amount  of  drain 
tile  for  future  use,  the  estimated  value  of  which  is  $58.50. 
There  is  still  due  from  Ashdod  Bog  Co.,  on  account  of  work 
done  on  stone  bridge,  $150.

The  past  year  has  been  noticeable  in  Duxbury  for  the 
small  number  of  deaths  that  have  occurred  in  town  and  for 
the  absence  of  anything  like  an  epidemic  of  any  sort.  The 
nearest  to  an  epidemic  occurred  at  North  Duxbury  in  April 
and  May,  when  a  number  of  cases  of  measles  developed 
shortly  alter  a  public  gathering  in  the  Ladies'  Union  Hall, 
caused  by  a  child  who  came  from  a  neighboring  town,  and 
who  came  from  an  infected  family  and  was  ailing  at  the  time. 

Too  much  care  cannot  be  taken  b}'  people  who  have  any 
of  the  so-called  milder  children's  diseases  in  their  households, 
about  allowing  any  members  to  attend  public  places. 

Several  cases  of  typhoid  fever  have  occurred  within  the 
town  limits,  but  none  that  can  in  any  way  be  traced  to  the 
epidemic  of  last  year,  and  nearly  all  were  brought  here 
from  other  places. 

Owing  to  the  prevalence  of  typhoid  fever  in  our  village 

last  year,  and  the  excitement  attending  the  same,  we  made 

arrangements  for  the  removal  of  the  o:arbao:e  from  the 

^  .  .  . 

Village  and  Point,  which,  although  not  exactly  a  financial 

success,  yet  we  believe  may  have  materially  improved  the 

sanitary  condition  of  this  section  of  the  town.    Perhaps  it 

would  bo  advisable  to  make  an  appropriation  for  this  and 

other  expenses  attending  this  department. 

We  would  also  urge  all  the  summer   and  permanent 

residents  of  this  section  of  the  town  to  co-operate  with  the 

local  Board  of  Health  to  make  this  matter  of  the  removal 

of  the  garbage  a  permanent  feature  b}^  purchasing  tickets  of 

those  parties  authorized  b}^  the  Board  to  do  this  work.

Eight  new  lots  have  been  built,  five  for  citizens,  and  three 
sold. 

Spruce  avenue  has  been  extended  one  hundred  feet, 
giving  access  to  twenty  new^  lots,  which  was  much  needed. 

There  has  been  interred  in  Town  cemetery  thirty-four ; 
in  Ashdod  cemetery  five.  Of  this  number,  twenty-one 
died  in  town  and  eifi^hteen  brousfht  for  burial. 

All  the  broad  avenues  have  been  hand-hoed  twice,  w^hich 
has  not  been  done  for  four  years. 

Should  the  tow^n  continue  the  appropriation  another  year, 
we  hope  to  do  some  much-needed  work  in  the  old  part  of 
the  yard. 

A  new  fence  is  needed  at  Standish  cemetery  and  some 
other  repairs  made. 

The  trustees  would  suggest  that  the  town  adopt  a  name 
for  the  town  cemetery,  as  the  new  form  of  application  for 
interment  requires  the  name  of  the  cemetery  to  be 
designated  in  application  for  burial.

SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS. 

Edgar  L.  Willard,  A.  M., 

Marshfield  Hills. 

The  Superintendent  will  be  at  the  Grammar  schooh'oom, 
at  Duxbury  Hall,  from  3  to  4.30  p.  m.,  on  the  second  and 
fourth  Wednesdays  of  each  month,  for  the  purpose  of 
meeting  any  one  who  desires  to  see  him  personally  on  school 
matters. 


REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE. 


In  accordance  with  a  long-established  custom,  the  School 
Committee  submit  their  annual  report. 

B}^  vote  of  the  town  at  the  annual  meeting,  the  financial 
year  ended  on  Jan.  1,  instead  of  on  the  first  of  February, 
as  formerly. 

The  School  Committee  ap})ointed  Edward  W.  Cook, 
William  »T.  Turner  and  the  Su})erintendent,  Truant  OfHcers. 
Their  attention  has  been  called  to  a  very  few  cases  of 
truancy,  thus  showing  that  this  evil  has  nearly  disappeared 
from  our  public  schools. 

The  attendance  still  falls  short  of  what  might  be  obtained, 
but  through  the  efforts  of  teachers  the  per  cent,  of 
attendance  in  some  of  the  schools  for  the  past  year  is 
decidedly  in  advance  of  what  it  was  the  preceding  year. 

The  liberal  amount  voted  by  the  town  has  enabled  your 
Committee  to  place  a  number  of  our  school-houses  in  good 
condition  ;  yet  all  of  them  require  some  expense  each  year 
to  keep  them  so.  The  school-house  at  the  village  is  the 
oldest  and  in  the  poorest  condition.  Nothing  has  been  done 
there  in  the  line  of  repairs  for  a  number  of  years.  The 
sills  are  in  very  poor  condition,  and  the  building  is  not 
considered  worth  repairing  to  any  great  extent.  We  hope 
that  a  new  building  in  the  near  future  will  take  the  place  of 
the  old  one. 

The  school-house  at  the  Point  has  been  painted  outside, 
which,  with  the  renovating  done  inside  last  year,  places  this 
building  in  first-class  condition.  The  school-house  at  Island 
Creek  has  been  painted  inside  and  also  papered. 

In  last  year's  report  the  attention  of  the  town  was  called 
to  the  condition  of  the  school  grounds  at  Millbrook.  We 
have    not   called   for   a   special  appropriation,  but  have

<?x[-cnded  a  small  sum,  in  order  to  commence  the  work 
ol  arading,  which  is  so  much  desired. 

We  have  expended  money  for  wall  maps  for  the  several 
schools,  which  are  an  absolute  necessity,  in  order  to  teach 
geography  successfully. 

Changes  of  teachers,  either  by  resignation  or  transfer, 
have  taken  place  in  four  of  our  schools  during  the  past 
year.  The  school  work  has  progressed  favoral)ly  and  with 
little  or  no  interruption,  and  we  consider  the  year  an 
auspicious  one.  The  teachers  have  been  earnest  in  their 
work  and  no  case  of  discipline  has  demanded  our  attention. 

At  the  Joint  ConA^ention  of  the  Committees  of  Scituate, 
Marshtield  and  Duxbury,  Edgar  L.  AVillard,  A.  M.,  was 
unanimously  elected  Superintendent  of  Schools.  In  our 
choice  we  feel  that  we  have  made  no  mistake,  for  we  have 
secured  the  services  of  a  gentleman  of  culture,  who  has 
done  excellent  work  in  our  schools,  so  that  they  are 
on  a  much  higher  plane  than  formerly.  He  has  aroused 
enthusiasm  among  the  teachers,  and,  as  far  as  we  can  judge, 
teachers,  parents  and  pupils,  co-operate  with  him  in  his 
efforts  to  improve  the  character  of  our  schools. 

As  there  seems  to  be  some  misunderstanding  in  regard  to 
the  law  relating  to  superintendents  of  public  schools 
for  small  towns,  we  Avill  quote  the  law  as  amended : 

Section  I.  Any  two  or  more  towns,  the  valuation  of  each  of  which 
does  uot  exceed  two  million,  five  hundred  thousand  dollars,  and  the 
aggregate  number  of  schools  in  all  of  which  is  uot  moie  than  fifty 
nor  less  than  twenty-five,  may,  by  vote  of  the  several  towns,  unite 
for  the  purpose  of  the  employment  of  a  superintendent  of  schools, 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Section  II.  When  such  a  union  has  been  effected,  the  school 
committees  of  the  towns  comprising  the  union  shall  form  a  joint 
committee,  and  for  the  purposes  of  this  act  said  joint  committee  shall 
be  held  to  be  the  agents  of  each  town  comprising  the  union.  Said 
committee  shall  meet  annually  in  joint  convention,  in  the  month 
of  April,  at  a  day  and  place  agreed  upon  by  the  chairman  of  the 
committees  of  the  several  towns  comprising  the  union,  and  shall 
organize  by  the  choice  of  a  chairman  and  secretary.  They  shall 
choose  by  ballot  a  superintendent  of  schools,  determine  the  relative 
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amount  of  service  to  be  performed  hy  him  in  each  town,  fix  his  salary 
and  apportion  the  amount  thereof  to  l)e  paid  l)y  the  several  towns» 
and  certify  the  amount  to  the  treasurer  of  each  town.  When 
such  a  union  has  l)eeii  eifected  it  shall  not  be  dissolved  because  any 
one  of  the  toAvns  shall  have  increased  its  valuation  so  that  it  exceeds 
two  million,  five  hundred  thousand  dollars,  nor  because  the  number 
of  schools  shall  have  increased  beyond  the  number  of  fifty  or 
decreased  below  the  number  of  twenty-flA^e,  nor  for  any  reason,  for 
the  period  of  three  years  from  the  date  of  the  formation  of  such 
union,  except  by  a  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  towns  constituting  the 
union. 

Section  III.  Whenever  the  chairman  and  secretary  of  such  joint 
committee  shall  certify  to  the  state  auditor,  under  oath,  that  a  union 
has  been  effected  as  herein  provided,  that  the  towns,  in  addition  to  an 
amount  equal  to  the  average  of  the  total  sum  paid,  or  to  the  sum  paid 
per  child,  by  the  several  towns  for  scliool:^  during  the  three  years  next 
preceding,  unitedly,  have  raised  by  taxation  and  appropriated  a  sum 
not  less  than  seven  hundi'ed  and  fifty  dollars  for  the  supijort  of  a 
superintendent  of  schools,  and  that  under  the  provisions  of  this  act 
a  superintendent  of  schools  has  been  employed  for  one  year,  a 
warrant  shall  l)e  drawn  upon  the  treasurer  of  the  Commonwealth  for 
the  payment  of  one  thousand  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  seven 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars  of  which  amount  shall  be  paid  for  the 
salary  of  such  superintendent,  and  the  remaining  five  hundred 
dollars  shall  be  apportioned  and  distributed  on  the  basis  of  the 
amount  appropriated  and  expended  for  a  superintendent  in  the 
towns  forming  such  district  for  the  years  next  preceding,  which 
amount  shall  be  paid  for  the  salaries  of  teachers  employed  in  the 
l^ublic  schools  within  such  district. 

The  three  towns  comprising  the  district  each  raise 
by  taxation  $250  for  the  salary  of  superintendent,  Avhich, 
with  the  $750  allowed  by  the  State  and  equally  divided 
among  the  three  towns,  make  the  full  amount  of  his  salary. 
The  town  has  also  received  one-third  of  $500  on  account 
of  employing  a  superintendent,  Avhich  actually  reduces  the 
amount  paid  by  the  town  to  $83.33,  which  is  a  very  small 
sum  compared  to  the  benefit  obtained.  We  would  therefore 
urge  a  continuance  of  the  present  system. 

The  sum  of  $!!().() 6  received  from  the  State  should 
be  credited  by  the  proper  authorities  to  the  department  of 
Support  of  Schools,  for  the  salaries  of  teachers.  This 
statement  is  made,  because  heretofore  the  amount  stated 
has  not  been  credited  to  the  department  to  which  it  belongs. 


Your  comiiiittee  have  still  pursued  the  same  course 
as  last  year  in  pajdng  for  the  tuition  of  the  children 
in  District  No.  0,  to  the  town  of  Peml)roke.  By  so  doing, 
they  have  received  equal  advantages  with  the  pupils  in  other 
districts,  with  a  saving  of  at  least  $200  to  the  toAvn. 

The  Grammar  school  established  three  years  ago  has  been 
taught  in  the  north  room  of  Duxlmry  Hall.  Your  com- 
mittee feel  that  much  better  accommodations  are  needed. 
The  room  is  too  small  for  the  number  of  scholars  that 
attend,  and  though  a  fair  room  in  the  summer  season,  it  is 
wholly  unfit  for  winter  use.  It  is  necessary  to  run  two 
fires  through  the  winter,  and  has  very  little  sunlight,  which 
is  indispensable  for  comfort  and  health.  As  the  proi)crty  is 
for  sale,  it  is  possible  that  we  may  be  left  without  a 
schoolroom,  as  we  were  unable  to  obtain  a  renewal  of  our 
lease.  An  article  will  be  inserted  in  the  warrant  asking  for 
better  accommodations. 

In  conclusion,  we  would  thank  the  town  for  the  liberal 
appropriation  voted,  also  for  the  general  good  feeling  and 
-sympathy  shown  us  in  the  performance  of  our  duties.  Our 
aim  in  the  future,  as  well  as  in  the  past,  will  be  to  use  our 
best  efforts  for  the  elevation  of  our  public  school  system. 
Appended  to  this  report  will  be  found  the  reports  of  the 
Principal  of  Partridge  xVcademy  and  the  Superintendent  of 
Schools.

REPORT  OF  PARTRIDGE  ACADEMY, 


To  THE  School  Committee  of  Duxbury  : 

Gentlemen, — In  accordance  with  your  request,  I  present 
herewith  a  brief  report  of  Partridge  Acaderay. 

In  educational  matters,  as  in  everything  else,  changes  are  to 
be  ex})ected  and  even  desired.  Some  of  the  methods  of  forty 
years  ago  are  out  of  date,  not  only  by  reason  of  the  lapse 
of  time,  but  also  because  they  have  been  replaced  by  others 
which  are  superior  in  economy  and  effectiveness.  At  the 
same  time  changes  must  be  made  continuously.  The  few 
years  chiklren  spend  in  school  are  too  precious  to  be  wasted 
by  mere  experiments  which  must  later  be  rejected  to  make 
way  for  others  equally  vain  and  useless. 

The  changes,  therefore,  which  have  been  made  in  the 
course  of  study  at  the  academy  have  come  in  somewhat 
slowly,  and  after  careful  consideration. 

Previous  to  three  years  ago  the  only  language  work 
required,  in  addition  to  English,  was  one  year  of  Latin. 
Gradually  the  sentiment  of  the  school  has  been  stimulated, 
until  this  year  there  are  five  language  classes,  three  Latin, 
one  French  and  one  German.  Opinions  differ  as  to  the 
practical  value  of  a  foreign  language  as  a  subject  for  public 
school  work,  but  the  educational  vahie  has,  I  believe,  never 
been  questioned.  At  all  events,  it  is  to  be  found  in  all  our 
best  High  schools. 

To  make  room  for  French  and  German,  it  has  been 
necessary  to  cut  down  the  time  allowed  for  bookkeeping, 
from  a  year  and  a  half  to  one  year,  and  in  this  connection 
it  might  be  urged  that  a  practical  subject  has  been  sacrificed 
for  one  of  less  account.  A  moment's  reflection,  however, 
will  convince  any  one  that  a  year  for  bookkeeping  is  quite 
as  much  as  the  subject  ought  to  have  when  comi)ared  with 
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other  equiilly  valuable  branches,  and  as  it  is,  our  course  in 
bookkeeping  contains  much  more  work  than  is  usually  found 
in  High  schools.  As  heretofore,  actual  business  is  the 
mainstay  of  the  system. 

As  already  intimated,  French  has  been  taken  up  for  the 
first  time  in  the  senior  year,  or  German  as  an  elective,  and, 
though  the  progress  is  necessarih^  slow,  it  is,  on  the  whole, 
satisfactory. 

In  Chemistry  and  Ph3^sics  rather  more  laboratory  work 
has  been  undertaken  than  ever  before,  and  with  increased 
facilities  I  look  forward  to  still  better  results  next  year. 
In  other  respects  the  general  character  of  the  school  remains 
about  the  same,  and  if  it  is  true  that  "happy  is  that  nation 
whose  annals  are  brief,"  so  we  may  claim  of  a  school.  The 
number  this  year  is  larger  than  usual,  there  being  fifty-seven 
at  the  present  time,  after  some  losses,  and  of  this  number 
fourteen  are  in  the  graduating  class. 

As  in  former  years,  I  extend  a  cordial  invitation  to 
parents  and  friends  to  inspect  the  work  of  the  school,  or  to 
confer  with  me  on  matters  of  mutual  interest.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS. 


To  THE  School  Committee  : 

In  accordance  with  the  usual  custom,  I  herewith  submit 
my  third  annual  report  on  the  condition  of  the  schools.  In 
doing  so,  I  hope  I  may  be  pardoned  if  I  make  somewhat  of 
a  departure  from  the  usual  custom  in  the  first  part,  in  order 
to  say  a  few  things  al)out  all  the  schools  in  common,  and 
make  a  few  general  suggestions. 

On  the  whole,  the  schools  are  in  excellent  condition,  and 
this  is  not  a  stereotyped  expression,  as  is  often  the  case  in 
school  reports.  I  know  it  to  be  a  fact.  There  are  several 
reasons  why  they  are  so.  First  and  foremost,  the  appro- 
priation for  the  support  of  schools  last  March  was,  unless  I 
am  mistaken,  sufficient  to  allow  you  to  retain  all  of  your 
old  teachers,  or  others  equally  good,  a  change  being  made 
only  at  the  Point  school,  and  that  because  the  former  teacher 
chose  to  enter  other  lines  of  work  than  teaching.  There  is 
no  need  at  this  time  to  waste  any  words  trying  to  show  the 
advantages  to  the  schools  of  retaining  old  teachers,  provided 
of  course  they  are  good  ones ;  they  are  too  evident. 

With  a  single  exception,  and  that,  so  far  as  I  have  been 
able  to  learn,  confined  to  a  single  fauiil}^  I  have  heard  of  no 
complaint  of  any  kind  against  any  teacher.  I  have  taken 
special  pains  to  ascertain  how  the  parents  in  each  school 
district  felt  toward  their  teacher,  with  the  above  result. 
This  is  a  record  of  which  we  should  all  be  proud. 

A  second  reason  why  the  past  year  has  been  a  successful 
one  in  the  schools  is  that  the  teachers  have  been  so  faithful 
and  zealous  in  their  work.  Good  schools  are  impossible  in 
which  the  teachers  are,  no  matter  how  well  endowed  intel- 
lectually, inspired  by  any  lower  motive  than  that  of  the  true 
teacher, —  love  for  humanity  and  a  desire  to  elevate  its 
standards.

A  third  reason,  and  I  will  only  mention  this  one,  is  that 
the  parents  themselves  have  helped  to  make  the  year  a 
success. 

Two  years  ago,  in  my  report,  I  urged  parents  to 
co-operate  with  the  teachers  in  the  w^ork  and  discipline  of 
the  schools,  in  a  proper  way,  and  more  generally  than  had 
seemed  to  me  to  have  been  the  case  previous  to  that  time. 
In  this  report  1  have  nothing  to  ask  of  that  nature,  better 
than  what  was  given  last  year. 

To  all  outward  appearances,  parents  have  been  willing  to 
allow  their  school  officers  the  entire  management  of  the 
schools.  This  is  as  it  should  be,  and  if  they,  the  school 
officers,  have  not  given  satisfaction,  the  parents  have  an 
easy  remedy. 

There  is  one  matter  in  particular  to  wdiich  I  would  like  to 
call  your  attention.  Tw^o  of  the  schools  are  small  and 
growing  smaller  year  by  year,  owing  to  the  fact  that  the 
older  pupils  are  leaving,  while  new^  and  younger  ones  do 
not  enter  fa.st  enough  to  keep  up  the  numbers.  I  refer  to 
No.  3  and  No.  5. 

Small  schools  are  expensive,  and  if,  as  is  the  case  with 
the  two  above  aientioned,  they  are  obliged  to  accommodate 
pupils  from  the  lowest  Primary  grade  to  the  grade  next 
below  the  High  school,  the  class  of  work  possible  to  the 
best  teachers  must  be  inferior  to  that  of  the  larger  and 
more  closely  graded  schools,  other  things  being  equal. 

As  a  remedy  in  such  cases,  the  only  thing  the  best 
educators  have  been  able  to  offer  is  consolidation.  In  our 
own  case  I  make  a  suggestion  which  is  already  familiar  to 
you,  namely,  that  you  close  the  schools  at  Ashdod  and 
Island  Creek,  and  transport  the  pupils  to  the  school  at 
Tarkiln ;  at  least  those  who  live  more  than  a  mile  and  a  half 
or  two  miles  away,  as  you  may  determine.  By  building  a 
small  addition  to  the  Tarkiln  school-house  another  room  to 
accommodate  another  teacher  may  be  obtained. 
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The  result  would  be  as  follows  :  First,  and  of  the  most 
importance,  you  would  have  a  Grammar  school  in  the  western 
part  of  the  town,  thus  relieving  all  the  schools  in  that 
section  of  the  pupils  in  the  upper  grades.  Second,  you 
would  need  but  two  teachers  where  you  now  have  three  ; 
two  rooms  in  the  same  building  to  heat  and  care  for,  where 
you  now  have  three  separate  buildings;  and  only  one  buikl- 
ing  to  keep  in  repair  where  you  now  have  three. 

Let  us  look  for  a  moment  at  the  cost  of  making  such  a 
change.  For  a  rough  estimate  I  should  say  from  eight 
hundred  to  one  thousand  dollars  would  cover  the  entire  cost 
of  making  the  necessary  changes  at  the  Tarkihi  school- 
house.  These  seem  to  me  to  be  liberal  figures.  The 
transportation  is  more  than  made  up  by  the  salary  of  the 
teacher  not  needed  after  the  change  has  been  made,  and, 
therefore,  does  not  need  to  be  taken  into  consideration.  The 
only  additional  expense  then  would  be  that  of  a  building  at 
No.  4.  This,  I  believe,  would  in  five  years  be  saved  to  the 
town  in  repairs,  heating  and  care  of  buildings. 

The  benefits  derived  by  that  portion  of  the  town  in  having 
a  Grammar  school  will,  I  am  sure,  be  appreciated  by  parents 
and  pupils,  and  by  the  teachers  and  trustees  of  Partridge 
Academy. 

I  therefore  urge  you  and  citizens  in  general  to  consider 
some  such  plan,  in  order  to  give  the  pupils  of  the  west  side 
equal  advantages  to  those  enjoyed  by  the  pupils  of  the 
village. 

In  the  matter  of  books  and  supplies,  I  would  like,  if 
possible,  to  see  more  uniformity  throughout  the  district, 
provided,  of  course,  it  should  be  agreeable  to  the  several 
committees. 

I  have  been  told,  but  cannot  vouch  for  the  statement, 
that  my  predecessor,  by  being  the  purchasing  agent  for  the 
three  towns,  was  able  to  buy  books  and  supplies  at  much 
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lower  rates  than  is  now  possible  for  the  three  separate 
committees. 

If  the  joint  committee  could  adopt  particular  lines  and 
^grades  of  supplies,  and  appoint  a  single  purchasing  agent, 
large  orders  with  corresponding  low  rates  might  be  given. 
1  do  not  advocate  this  from  any  desire  to  Ijecome  your 
purchasing  agent,  but  because  I  believe  money  might  be 
saved  by  such  a  plan. 

ATTEXDAXCE. 

The  attendance  for  the  past  year  has  been  good.  There 
:are  a  number  of  pupils  who  have  neither  been  absent  nor 
tardy  during  the  entire  year.  This,  together  with  the  good 
attendance  in  general,  may  be,  I  think,  largely  attributed  to 
-the  high  ideals  set  before  the  pupils  by  their  teachers. 
Teachers  have  tried  to  show  their  pupils  that  the  habits  of 
punctuality  and  regularity  which  they  are  or  are  not  forming 
now  while  in-  school  will  affect  their  whole  after  life  ;  that 
in  school  they  are  building  the  most  important  part  of  their 
<'liaracters,  the  foundation. 

The  parents,  too,  except  in  a  very  few  cases,  have  shown 
ii  strong  desire  to  have  their  children  regularly  in  school. 

In  no  case  have  I  been  called  upon  to  exercise  my 
authority  as  truant  officer,  in  order  to  secure  attendance. 

But  still  there  is  room  for  improvement.  Parents  should 
remember  that  there  is  no  shorter  road  to  learning  than  the 
one  between  the  home  and  the  school,  travelled  every  day, 
day  after  day  and  year  after  year. 

Once  more,  through  this  report,  I  wish  to  ask  them  to 
send  their  boys  and  girls  every  day  and  all  day  :  that  they 
do  not  allow  either  end  of  the  school  day  to  be  clipped  off. 
If  they  will  do  this  results  will  take  care  of  themselves. 
Some  absence,  some  tardiness  and  some  excusals  are  of 
■course  unavoidable,  but  there   is   a   tendency   in  some 
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localities  to  allow  trivial  excuses  to  cause  tlieiii.  Parents 
and  teachers,  acting  together,  can  work  the  cure. 

TKACHERS. 

There  have  heen  ])ut  fcvv^  changes  in  the  schools  during 
the  past  year  in  res})ect  to  teachers.  Early  in  the  spring- 
Miss  Lillian  A.  Til)])etts  resigned,  and  in  June  Mr.  Hay  ward 
also  handed  in  his  resignation.  To  till  the  vacancies  thus 
made,  ]Miss  iS'ellie  Downey  and  Miss  Grace  Innian  ^vere 
selected.  Both  of  these  teachers  have  entered  upon  their 
work  with  a  zeal  which  promises  the  best  of  success. 
While  we  are  sorry  to  lose  the  former  teachers,  we  are 
fortunate  in  securing  such  efficient  persons  as  the  latter  for 
their  successors.  All  the  teachers  are  doing  good  work. 
Some  amid  the  most  discouraging  surroundings  are  doing 
excellent  work.  We  do  not  hear  much  about  them  outside, 
but  a  visit  to  their  schools  will  show  that  they  are  })lodding 
quietly  on,  striving  to  inspire  here,  to  repress  there,  and 
always  to  sow  the  seed  which  somewhere  and  sometime  must 
result  in  good  to  their  pupils. 

We  are  fortunate  in  having  a  corps  of  teachers  not  given 
to  extremes.  They  deal  with  "nature  study,  '  so  called,  but 
they  do  not  try  to  develop  a  fad  from  it.  They  teach 
drawing  to  the  best  of  their  ability,  but  they  do  not  try  to 
make  it  do  half  the  work  of  the  other  vital  subjects.  Visit 
their  schools,  and  the}^  will  not  call  an  exhibition  class,  but 
will  proceed  with  their  regular  work,  unless  requested  to  do 
otherwise. 

VISITS. 

During  the  year  just  passed  I  have  made  three  hundred 
and  eighty-four  visits  to  the  schools  of  the  district,  an 
average  of  twelve  for  each  school.  The  same  is  true  this 
year  as  last,  that  more  time  has  been  spent  in  some  schools

than  in  others.  Those  who  stop  to  consider  will  see  that 
this  is  necessary  and  unavoidable. 

An  equal  amount  of  time  has,  however,  ])een  spent  in  the 
schools  of  each  town.  It  is  customary  for  me  to  make  out 
a  list  of  visits  a  month  in  advance,  but  it  often  happens  that 
through  some  unforeseen  circumstances.it  is  impossible  for 
me  to  hold  strictly  to  it.  For  this  reason  it  is  sometimes 
longer  between  my  visits  to  some  schools  than  I  would  wish. 

TEACHERS'  MEETINGS. 

Eight  teachers'  meetings  have  been  held  since  January  1. 
During  the  s})ring  and  summer  terms  papers  were  read  by 
different  teachers  and  myself,  and  freely  discussed  by  all. 
During  the  fall  term  the  time  of  the  meeting  has  been 
wholly  taken  up  in  discussing  the  work  for  the  following 
month.  An  outline  of  the  work  for  the  month  has  been 
handed  to  the  teachers  at  e'ach  of  these  meetings,  in  the 
hope  that  after  a  free  discussion  of  them  they  would  know 
more  delinitely  just  the  kind  and  amount  of  work  which 
was  expected  of  them,  and  strive  to  see  how  well  it  could 
be  done.    The  results  have  been  most  satisfactor}'. 

PARENTS  AND  THE  SCHOOL. 

For  fear  that  there  may  be  some  misunderstanding- 
concerning  the  first  part  of  this  report,  I  wish  to  say  a  few 
additional  words  to  parents. 

What  is  the  right  relation  of  a  parent  to  a  school  and  its 
teacher,  and  how  may  a  parent  aid  the  teacher? 

The  question  is  more  easily  asked  than  answered.  The 
relation  is  such  that  neither  can  well  afford  to  do  without 
the  other.  They  are  dependent,  the  one  upon  the  other. 
How  can  a  parent,  "  in  a  proper  v:ay^^^  to  quote  from  the 
first  part  of  the  report,  help  the  teacher  in  the  management 
and  discipline  of  the  school? 
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First,  by  seiuliiio-  lua  children  regularly,  and  by  seeing  to 
it  that  they  are  started  in  time  to  make  tardiness  unneces- 
sary. Second,  by  requesting  no  excusals  except  when 
absokitely  necessary,  and  demanding  good  beharior  on  the 
part  of  his  children  while  in  school.  Third,  by  saying 
iiotliiiig  detrimental  to  the  teacher  in  the  presence  of  his,  or 
any  children,  and  by  deferring  all  judgment  upon  the  acts 
or  regular  work  of  a  teacher,  until  after  he  has  made  a 
thorough  investigation.  And  fourth,  b}^  frequent  confer- 
ences with  the  teacher  and  frequent  visits  to  the  schools. 

So  far,  I  believe,  parents  otir/ht  to  take  part  in  the 
management  of  the  schools. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  thank  you  for  the  many  indications 
of  your  confidence  and  respect  during  the  past  year,  and 
for  the  many  het]:)ful  suggestions,  all  of  which  have  been 
received  in  the  same  spirit  with  which  they  are  given. 

To  the  teachers  who  have  helped  me  by  every  means  in 
their  power,  by  their  own  faithful  work,  and  by  their 
willingness  to  cslyvj  out  my  plans,  I  also  owe  and  express 
my  gratitude.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH. 

The  health  of  the  town  in  regard  to  the  prevalence  of 
contagious  diseases  has  been  very  good,  only  one  case  of 
scarlet  fever  having  been  reported  to  this  board.  The  sani- 
tary condition  of  the  town  has  been  very  much  improved 
and  we  have  been  assisted  by  the  citizens  with  one  or  two 
exceptions  in  our  efforts  to  carry  out  the  requirements  of 
the  regulations  issued  in  1897.  Removal  of  garbage  has  been 
attended  with  some  expense,  but  has  been  more  nearly  self- 
supporting  than  during  the  year  previous,  and  we  think  if 
no  one  is  allowed  to  remove  garbage,  except  persons  au- 
thorized to  do  so  under  instruction  of  the  Board  of  Health, 
it  would  abate  many  nuisances  and  would  be  of  no  expense 
to  the  taxpayers.  We  find  that  the  methods  of  a  person 
taking  garbage  from  one  or  more  families  often  only  leads  to 
a  change  of  location  of  the  nuisance  from  one  locality  to  an- 
other, without  abating  what  we  most  desire — the  nuisance 
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itself.  For  this  reason  we  recommend  that  persons  having 
garbage  to  be  removed  will  not  make  arrangements  with 
any  one  but  the  authorized  agent  of  the  Board  of  Health.

The  trees  throughout  the  part  of  the  Cemetery  in  use 
have  been  trimmed  and  avenues  kept  in  good  condition. 
Much  needed  work  in  old  part  of  yard  has  been  done, 
among  other  items  450  headstones  plumbed  and  re-set.  The 
storm  of  November  27  blew  over  thirty-five  trees,  mostly 
pine  and  fir  balsams,  and  many  large  branches  from  oaks. 

The  Trustees  would  thank  any  person  knowing  the 
grave  of  a  soldier  or  sailor  of  the  Rebellion  or  Revolution 
not  now  marked  by  flag  or  S.  of  R.  mark,  to  make  known 
the  name  to  them.  In  the  Standish  Cemetery  the  yard  has 
been  mowed,  trees  and  shrubs  trimmed  and  fence  on  three 
sides  re-set  with  new  posts.  The  Dingley  Cemetery,  while 
a  private  one,  is  much  in  need  of  repairs  and  a  fence  to  in- 
close it. 

The  trustees  are  anxious  to  carry  out  the  wishes  of  its 
citizens,  and  are  always  glad  to  receive  suggestions  from 
those  interested.

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REPORT  ON  TOWN  LANDINGS. 
Jo  the  Voters  of  the  Tozvn. 

Gentlemen — The  undersigned  were  appointed  a  com- 
mittee on  town  landings  at  the  annual  town  meeting  held 
March  6,  1893,  under  the  following  vote: — 

''Voted,  that  a  committee  be  chosen  to  ascertain  what 
town  landings  legally  exist.  To  have  those  landings  to 
which  the  town  has  an  undoubted  right  surveyed  and  prop- 
erly defined  upon  the  ground  by  bounds,  and  registered  by 
the  Town  Clerk.  That  the  committee  report  to  the  town 
next  year  in  the  Town  Report;  and  that  the  town  appropri- 
ate what  money  is  necessary  to  carry  out  this  motion." 

In  addition  to  the  undersigned,  John  S.  Loring  was  on 
this  committee,  who  has  since  died.  Your  committee  would 
now  respectfully  make  their  report  in  accordance  with  this 
vote,  and  would  first  say  as  a  partial  excuse  for  the  delay, 
that  they  met  soon  after  their  appointment  to  consider  what 
was  best  to  be  done,  having  procured  from  the  town  records 
a  list  of  the  landings  as  there  recorded,  and  Mr.  Loring  be- 
ing a  local  surveyor,  besides  an  old  resident  in  the  town,  the 
whole  work  of  locating  these  several  landings  was  placed  in 
his  hands.  He  neglected,  however,  to  do  anything  about  it 
although  the  subject  was  referred  to  from  time  to  time  by 
him  and  the  members  of  the  committee. 

The  list  of  landings  that  came  within  this  order  and 
what  your  committee  have  found  in  the  town  records  are 
six  in  number,  as  follows : — 

1.  At  Powder  Point  End  by  new  bridge. 

2.  At  foot  of  lane  by  land  formerly  belonging  to  Reuben 
and  Clark  Peterson,  by  Duck  Hill  river. 

3.  At  foot  of  lane  through  land  formerly  belonging  to 
Simeon  Soule,  by  Duck  Hill  river. 

4.  At  foot  of  lane  through  land  now  belonging  to  E.  F. 
Adams,  near  what  was  formerly  Drew's  salt  works,  at 
Duck  Hill  river. 

5.  At  Old  Cove,  bordering  on  land  now  belonging  to 
Samuel  Weston  and  others,  by  new  tow^n  road  leading  to 
Abrams  Hill  and  on  right  of  way  extending  around  the 
foot  of  said  hill  by  Duck  Hill  river. 

6.  At  Mill  pond,  by  Blue  Fish  river,  by  town  highway 
adjoining  land  formerly  belonging  to  Amherst  A.  Frazer. 
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Your  committee  did  not  consider  the  landing  place  at 
Captain's  Hill,  traded  off  to  Stephen  M.  Allen. 

Plans  of  these  several  town  landings  have  been  made 
and  will  be  filed  with  the  Town  Clerk,  agreeable  to  the  fore- 
going vote,  and  concerning  each  of  these  landings  your  com- 
mittee would  make  these  brief  comments. 

No.  I  is  of  recent  origin,  having  been  laid  out  by  the 
County  Commissioners  in  January,  1870.  One  of  the 
marks  being  a  stone  bound  that  is  still  standing,  the  lines 
were  easily  defined. 

No.  2.  This  is  an  old  town  landing,  with  date  on  the 
town  books  as  having  been  defined  in  1834. 

No.  3.  This  is  a  very  old  town  landing,  with  the  dates 
on  the  town  books  of  1803  and  1834. 

No.  4.  Tliis  is  an  old  town  landing,  with  the  date  on 
the  town  books  as  having  been  defined  in  1834. 

No.  5.  This  is  an  old  town  landing,  bearing  date  on 
the  town  books  of  1834.  In  the  opinion  of  your  committee 
it  is  the  most  valuable  one  that  the  town  possesses.  There 
is  quite  a  history  to  this  landing,  since  the  above  date,  the 
gist  of  which  is  that  there  was  a  larger  landing  place  here, 
part  of  which  was  transferred  to  George  Loring,  his  heirs 
and  assigns,  on  condition  that  the  old  Cove  road,  so  called, 
that  now  goes  through  the  land  of  the  late  George  W. 
Wright,  called  Garden  Street,  should  be  forever  kept  clear 
from  bars  and  gates,  but  it  is  expressly  stated  by  deed,  Dec. 
30,  1843 — Plymouth  Deeds,  book  215,  page  28 — Town  of 
Duxbury  to  George  Loring,  that  the  present  landing  place 
shall  be  forever  reserved  to  the  town.  This  was  the  result 
of  a  Town  Meeting  held  Nov.  13,  1843. 

No.  6.  This  is  believed  by  your  committee  to  be  the 
oldest  landing  in  the  town  being  first  defined  in  17 15,  and 
then  being  of  much  larger  extent  than  when  defined  later  in 
1822  and  1834.  It  was  considered  in  town  meetings  held 
Nov.  23,  1840,  and  Dec.  7,  1840,  ''whether  the  town  would 
sell  a  portion  or  the  whole  of  this  landing,"  and  they  author- 
ized the  selectmen  to  sell  under  certain  conditions  a  part 
of  it;  but  it  was  also  thought  at  this  town  meeting  that  it 
might  be  necessary  to  get  permission  from  the  Legislature 
to  sell  any  portion  of  a  town  landing.  A  portion  of  this 
landing,  however,  was  sold  to  Samuel  A.  Frazer  and  others, 
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Dec.  30,  1840,  and  recorded  in  Plymouth  Deeds,  book  201, 
page  87. 

In  conclusion  your  committee  would  say  that  they  be- 
lieve that  the  town  has  a  good  and  legal  right  to  the  town 
landings  as  here  enumerated,  and  they  have  obtained  legal 
advice  supporting  them  in  this  opinion.  At  one  town  meet- 
ing, held  Jan.  3,  1835,  the  question  came  up  regularly  by  a 
Warrant  Article,  whether  the  town  would  sell  all  or  any  of 
these  landing  places,  which  includes  all  the  foregoing  list  but 
one,  and  they  declined  to  consider  the  question,  and  your 
committee  can  find  no  record,  except  the  above  instances  of 
portions  of  two  landings,  that  any  of  them  have  ever  been 
sold.

Voted,  To  accept  the  highway  as  laid  out  by  the  Select- 
men, commencing  on  Washington  street,  near  the  house  of 
James  K.  Burgess,  thence  to  the  shore,  providing  there  is 
no  land  damage. 

Voted,  To  accept  the  highway  as  laid  out  by  the  Select- 
men, commencing  at  the  end  of  Cove  street,  thence  to  top 
of  "Abram's  Hill,"  so  called. 
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Voted,  To  appropriate  $300  to  repair  the  highways  from 
James  K.  Burgess'  to  the  shore  and  from  end  of  Cove  street 
to  Abram's  Hill. 

Voted,  To  discontinue  Folly  street,  leading  from  Depot 
street,  opposite  Surplus  street,  thence  to  Tremont  street  and 
Bow  street,  leading  from  Tremont  street  near  the  house  of 
Mrs.  Metzar  Hunt  to  and  across  West  street  to  Tremont 
street  near  house  owned  by  N.  Ford  and  sons. 

Voted,  That  a  committee  of  three  be  chosen  to  take  legal 
advice  respecting  the  matter  of  discontinuing  a  street,  and 
that  they  be  empowered  to  look  up  other  streets  that  may  be 
discontinued  and  report  at  the  next  annual  town  meeting, 
and, 

Chose  Nathaniel  K.  Noyes,  Thomas  Alden  and  Freder- 
ick B.  Knapp  as  the  committee. 

Voted,  To  appropriate  one  hundred  dollars  to  be  equally 
divided,  to  repair  the  fence  and  improve  the  grounds  at  the 
old  cemetery  on  Chestnut  street  and  the  cemetery  at  Ashdod, 
and  that  it  be  expended  under  the  supervision  of  the  Ceme- 
tery Trustees. 

Voted,  To  appropriate  two  hundred  dollars  for  seeding 
clams,  care  and  protecting  the  same  on  the  Flats  in  Duxbury 
Bay,  and  Chose  George  P.  Cushman,  James  K.  Burgess 
and  John  A.  Irwin  as  committee  for  this  purpose. 

Voted,  That  the  Selectmen  be  instructed  to  prohibit 
seining  or  netting  of  herring  or  mackerel  by  out  of  town 
persons  in  the  waters  of  Duxbury  Bay.

Voted,  That  a  committee  of  four  be  chosen  by  the  town 
to  act  in  conjunction  with  the  School  Committee  to  consider 
what  steps  should  be  taken  for  the  better  accommodation 
of  our  public  schools,  and 

Chose,  Lawrence  Bradford,  Thaddeus  W.  Chandler, 
Wendell  Phillips  and  Thomas  H.  H.  Knight  on  this  com- 
mittee. 

Voted,  Not  to  adopt  the  Australian  ballot  for  the  elec- 
tion of  town  officers. 

Voted,  To  appropriate  two  hundred  dollars  for  Public 
Library. 

Voted,  to  appropriate  fifty  dollars  to  purchase  hand- 
cufifs  and  other  necessary  articles  for  the  use  of  constables 
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of  the  town  in  the  discharge  of  their  duty,  and  that  the 
Selectmen  purchase  these  articles;  the  constables  to  return 
them  to  the  Selectmen  when  retiring  from  office. 

Voted.  That  the  Moderator  receive  five  dollars  for  his 
day's  services.

SCHOOL  REPORT. 


Citizens  of  the  Tozvn  of  Duxhury — 

The  School  Committee  for  the  year  1898  would  res- 
pectfully submit  their  annual  report. 

Our  schools  have  been  in  session  37  weeks,  and  nothing 
has  occurred  to  interrupt  the  regular  work.  There  have 
been  but  few  changes  in  our  schools  for  the  past  year.  Miss 
Annie  L.  Coffey  resigned  her  position  at  Island  Creek  to  ac- 
cept a  much  better  one  in  Boston.  She  taught  the  Island 
Creek  School  very  acceptably  to  the  committee  for  a  num- 
ber of  years,  and  without  doubt  she  will  do  good, 
efficient  service  in  her  new  field  of  labor.  Miss  Susie  S. 
Boylston,  on  account  of  ill  health,  asked  for  a  year's  leave 
of  absence,  which,  in  view  of  her  long  continued  service,  was 
granted.  Miss  Bertha  M.  Willey  was  appointed  a  substi- 
tute. Miss  Grace  D.  Inman,  for  the  same  reason,  was 
granted  a  leave  of  absence  until  Nov.  28.  Miss  Elizabeth 
Wadsworth  took  charge  of  the  school  until  the  return  of 
Miss  Inman.  Miss  Wadsworth  has  been  appointed  by  the 
committee  to  do  substitute  work.  At  the  close  of  the  school 
year  Mr.  Thomas  H.  H.  Knight  resigned  his  position  as 
Principal  of  the  Partridge  Academy  to  accept  an  appoint- 
ment in  the  English  High  School  in  Boston.  By  his  resig- 
nation the  academy  has  lost  a  successful  teacher,  and  the 
town  an  honored  and  valued  citizen.  Mr.  Herbert  E. 
W alker,  a  native  of  the  town  and  for  several  years  a  success- 
ful teacher,  was  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy.  We  feel  con- 
fident that  the  high  standard  of  the  school  will  be  fully 
maintained. 

Some  of  our  citizens  think  that  natives  of  our  town 
should  be  employed  in  preference  to  those  elsewhere. 
Schools  do  not  exist  for  the  benefit  of  teachers.  Our  schools 
should  have  the  best  teachers  that  can  be  obtained  with  the 
salaries  we  pay,  without  regard  to  their  place  of  residence. 
We  would  state,  however,  that  at  present  only  three  teachers 
in  our  employ  are  non-residents. 

As  directed  by  our  State  laws,  the  School  Committee 


appointed  the  following  persons  as  truant  officers :  Edwin 
W.  Cook,  William  J.  Turner,  and  the  Superintendent.  The 
number  of  cases  to  which  their  attention  has  been  called  has 
been  very  few.  This  speaks  well  for  the  town ;  and  we  hope 
that  all  persons  will  continue  to  interest  themselves  in  hav- 
ing every  child  attend  school  promptly  and  constantly. 

Soon  after  the  commencement  of  the  Fall  term,  Dr. 
John  T.  Prince,  one  of  the  agents  of  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion, visited  several  of  our  schools,  and  made  brief  examina- 
tions in  the  branches  taught. 

On  the  eve  of  Oct.  13  a  public  meeting  was  held  in  the 
Congregational  Church,  under  direction  of  our  superintend- 
ent. Practical  and  interesting  addresses  were  given  by  J. 
W.  MacDonald  and  John  T.  Prince,  members  of  the  State 
Board  of  Education,  also  by  George  A.  Walton,  formerly  a 
member  of  that  board,  who,  at  one  time,  was  employed  as  a 
teacher  in  this  town.  On  the  day  following  a  Teachers'  In- 
stitute was  held  at  the  Unitarian  Church.  Several  members 
of  the  Board  of  Education  were  present.  The  exercises 
were  of  a  very  profitable  character. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  joint  board,  held  at  Scituate,  Henry 
Barstow  was  elected  chairman  and  Miss  Clara  Skeele,  secre- 
tary. Mr.  Edgar  Willard  was  unanimously  elected  super- 
intendent of  schools  for  the  district.  Your  committee  are 
"Satisfied  that  much  good  has  been  accomplished  since  he  has 
nad  the  supervision  of  the  schools,  and  we  would  recom- 
mend a  continuance  of  the  system. 

All  needed  repairs  have  been  made  on  our  school  houses 
during  the  year.  They  are  in  good  condition,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  the  house  at  the  village,  which  has  been  com- 
mented upon  in  previous  reports. 

Your  committee  have  not  thought  it  best  to  reopen  the 
High  Street  School,  on  account  of  the  small  number  of  chil- 
dren in  that  district,  but  we  have  continued  paying  tuition 
to  the  town  of  Pembroke,  whereby  the  children  have  the 
benefit  of  an  excellent  school,  at  a  very  reasonable  expense 
to  the  town. 

At  the  annual  meeting  a  committee  of  four  were  ap- 
pointed by  the  town  to  act  in  conjunction  with  the  school 
committee  to  see  what  could  be  done  in  regard  to  the  better 
accommodation  of  our  public  schools. 


The  town  appointed  Lawrence  Bradford,  Thomas  H. 
H.  Knight,  Wendell  Phillips,  and  Thaddeus  Chandler.  The 
committee  met  and  organized,  with  Lawrence  Bradford, 
chairman,  and  William  J.  Alden,  Jr.,  secretary.  No  recom- 
mendations have  been  decided  upon  at  the  time  of  writing 
this  report. 

The  grammar  school  has  occupied  the  north  room  of 
Duxbury  Hall  during  the  past  year.  Memorial  Day  exer- 
cises were  held  in  the  upper  hall,  which  were  well  attended 
by  the  friends  of  the  school.  We  would  extend  our  thanks 
to  the  ladies  of  the  Unitarian  Aid  Society  for  the  free  use 
of  the  hall  on  that  occasion;  also  for  the  co-operation  and 
interest  they  have  always  taken  in  school  work. 

All  of  our  schools  liave  done  good  work  during  the  past 
year.  But  citizens,  please,  remember  that  the  teachers  alone 
cannot  make  our  schools  successful.  They  must  have  the 
full  co-operation  of  every  parent.  Work  with  the  teacher, 
at  home,  and  by  your  actions  teach  your  children  to  honor 
and  obey  their  teacher,  and  then  results  will  be  more  satis- 
factory to  all  parties  concerned. 

Finally,  the  committee  w^ould  urge  parents  to  visit  our 
schools  more  frequently,  and  by  all  means  in  their  power  to 
help  the  teachers  in  their  school  work. 

Appended  to  this  report  will  be  found  the  reports  of 
the  principal  of  Partridge  Academy  and  the  Superintendent 
of  Schools.

PARTRIDGE  ACADEMY. 


To  the  Scliool  Committee  of  Duxbiiry — 

Gentlemen  :  In  accordance  with  the  custom  of  my 
predecessor,  I  submit  the  following  report  of  Partridge 
Academy. 

Few  changes  in  the  course  of  study  or  in  the  text-books 
have  been  made.  The  study  of  American  authors  has  been 
taken  in  the  middle  year,  thus  leaving  the  study  of  British 
authors  for  the  last  year  of  the  course.  In  connection  with 
this  change,  Matthews'  Introduction  to  American  Literature 
has  been  adopted.  The  need  of  new  text-books  in  English 
history  being  very  apparent,  Montgomery's  text-book,  in 
that  subject,  was  introduced  in  place  of  the  book  that  had 
been  used  so  long.  Shaler's  First  Book  in  Geology,  for  the 
senior  class,  and  Williams'  and  Rogers'  Book-keeping,  for 
the  middle  class,  have  also  been  introduced. 

The  number  of  different  subjects  taught  in  the  school 
makes  it  necessary  that  the  daily  sessions  should  be,  at  least, 
five  hours,  exclusive  of  the  intermission,  and  it  has  been  de- 
cided that  the  hours  shall  be  from  nine  till  half -past  two, 
with  an  intermission  of  a  half  hour  at  noon. 

The  addition  of  a  large  stove  to  the  schoolroom  during 
the  Christmas  vacation  has  made  it  possible  to  have  the 
schoolroom  heated  properly. 

During  recent  years  the  school  has  received  several 
presents  from  friends  and  former  pupils.  Among  these 
may  be  mentioned  portraits  of  Mr.  Ritchie,  the  first  prin- 
cipal, and  the  late  Hambleton  E.  Smith,  who  took  a  deep 
interest  in  the  school  for  many  years.  Besides  these  are  the 
objects  to  illustrate  natural  history,  which  have  been  pres- 
sented  by  Capt.  Walter  Josselyn.  More  recently  Miss 
Emma  S.  Stetson,  formerly  the  assistant  teacher,  has  pre- 
sented to  the  school  an  engraving,  Shakespeare  and  His 
Friends,  and  Mr.  Thomas  H.  H.  Knight  presented  a  clock 
at  Christmas.     These  objects  have  been  very  acceptable  to 
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the  school,  and  the  trustees  desire  to  express  their  apprecia- 
tion of  the  spirit  that  prompted  these  gifts.  The  tasteful 
decoration  of  schoolrooms,  with  suitable  objects,  is  receiv- 
ing considerable  attention  in  the  best  schools,  and  the  trus- 
tees are  glad  that  the  presents  of  friends  have  made  it  possi- 
ble to  make  a  beginning  in  this  direction,  for  the  income  of 
the  school  at  present  is  not  sufficient  to  warrant  expendi- 
tures for  such  a  purpose. 

In  this  connection,  it  seems  proper  to  refer  to  a  need  of 
the  school  to  which  the  attention  of  the  trustees  will  be  called* 
at  their  next  annual  meeting.  For  the  teaching  of  the 
sciences  a  laboratory  is  needed,  in  w^iich  tables  may  be  pro- 
vided for  class  work,  and  where  the  appliances  for  teaching 
may  be  conveniently  arranged  in  cases.  Such  an  addition 
to  the  building  could  not  be  made  without  using  a  part  of 
the  principal,  and  a  consequent  reduction  in  income.  Con- 
sidering the  fact  that  since  the  incorporation  of  the  school 
in  1829  no  addition  to  the  endowment  fund  has  been  made, 
except  by  accumulation,  it  is  hoped  that  some  of  the  former 
pupils  of  the  school,  following  a  custom  which  prevails  ex- 
tensively among  the  graduates  of  other  institutions,  will 
contribute  to  equip  the  school  properly  for  its  work. 

The  work  of  the  school  has  been  hindered  by  poor  at- 
tendance, both  in  the  matter  of  absence  and  tardiness.  Dur- 
ing the  writing  of  this  report,  I  have  been  informed  that 
the  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  refers  to  this 
matter  at  considerable  length,  thus  rendering  further  refer- 
ence on  my  part  unnecessary. 

It  is  doubtful  if  the  average  pupil  in  the  grammar 
grades  can  do  his  school  work  properly  without  home  study, 
and  in  the  high  school  grades,  home  study  is  absolutely  ne- 
cessary for  a  large  proportion  of  our  pupils,  in  order  that 
they  may  do  satisfactory  work.  Parents  can  assist  in  the 
work  of  the  school  in  this  respect  by  so  regulating  the  hours 
for  recreation,  that  there  may  be  some  time  for  quiet  study 
before  the  work  of  each  day.  Parents  could  also  help  the 
school  very  much  by  visiting  it  and  conferring  with  the 
teachers.  During  the  term  which  ended  at  Christmas,  one 
parent  visited  the  school.  It  is  especially  important  that 
pupils  who  intend  to  prepare  for  higher  institutions  should 
make  the  fact  known  as  soon  as  possible,  that  their  work 
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may  be  arranged  with  reference  to  the  requirements  for 
admission. 

The  class  which  entered  the  school  in  September  gives 
evidence  of  the  advantage  a  grammar  school  has  been  to 
the  town,  and  it  is  to  be  desired  that  some  of  the  plans 
which  have  been  proposed  for  the  consolidation  of  the 
schools  may  be  adopted,  that  all  pupils  may  receive  equal 
advantages. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  thank  the  School  Committee  for 
their  cordial  co-operation  and  to  assure  them  that  it  is  the 
intention  of  all  connected  w4th  the  academy  to  make  it  serve 
the  best  interests  of  the  town.

SUPERINTHNDENT'S  REPORT. 


To  the  School  Committee: — 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  submit  to  you  my  fourth  annual 
report  as  your  superintendent. 

I  believe  the  schools  are  in  good  condition.  They  suf- 
fer most  on  account  of  their  smallness.  If  some  of  them 
could  be  consolidated  with  others,  the  work  would  be  far 
more  satisfactory.  I  look  forward  with  a  good  deal  of 
earnestness  to  the  report  of  the  committee  chosen  at  the  last 
March  meeting,  to  look  into  the  subject  of  consolidation. 

The  subject  of  transportation  also  calls  for  your  atten- 
tion. I  could  mention  three  cases  where  pupils  live  at  such 
a  distance  from  school  that  it  seems  almost  pitiable  that  they 
are  compelled  to  walk.  The  parents  of  these  pupils  wish 
their  children  to  be  in  school  regularly,  but  cannot  afford  to 
keep  a  horse  in  order  that  they  may  ride.  The  per  cent,  of 
attendance  of  these  same  pupils  seems  almost  incredible 
when  one  thinks  of  their  extreme  youth  and  the  distance 
which  they  are  obliged  to  cover  each  day  in  going  to  and 
from  school,  and  on  foot  at  that. 

If  the  town  should  raise  a  small  sum  of  money  an- 
nually, to  be  used  at  the  discretion  of  the  committee,  to  re- 
lieve such  cases,  I  believe  it  would  do  a  Christian  and  pa- 
triotic act. 

The  chief  part  of  my  report  is  on  the  subject  of  attend- 
ance. I  believe  the  extra  cost  of  publishing  the  individual 
records  which  I  have  given  will  be  money  well  invested. 

ATTENDANCE. 

In  my  report  this  year,  I  have  thought  it  wise  to  in- 
clude, in  a  tabulated  form,  the  statistics  of  the  attendance 
of  each  child  for  the  school  year  which  has  just  closed.  I 
have  done  so  with  the  idea  that  every  parent  will  at  least 
read  that  portion  of  it  which  concerns  his  own  children. 

Some  will  be  proud  of  the  records  made  by  their  chil- 
dren, and  justly  so,  for  many  of  the  pupils  have  given  evi- 
dence of  effort  worthy  of  emulation.    Some  will  read  the 


statistics  with  concern,  while  still  others  will,  undoubtedly, 
read  them  with  astonishment.  And  it  is  this  last  class  of 
parents  whom  I  desire  especially  to  reach  through  this 
report. 

I  am  lead  to  suspect  for  various  reasons  that  many  par- 
ents in  town  are  not  always  aware  when  their  children  are 
absent  from  school;  that  it  often  happens  that  pupils  are 
sent  to  school  who  do  not  ^o,  and  it  is  to  remedy  this  evil, 
so  far  as  is  possible  by  such  a  course,  that  the  work  in  these 
records  has  been  undertaken. 

I  have  heard  it  said  that  the  reports  of  town  officials 
were  never  expected  nor  intended  to  be  read.  But  when 
facts  and  figures  are  given,  which  concern  so  vitally  the 
parents  of  today,  and  even  more  vitally  the  parents  of  the 
future,  and  then  are  not  read,  I,  for  one,  shall  accept  the 
above  hearsay  as  true. 

Parents  who  are  anxious  that  their  children  shall  secure 
all  of  the  advantages  which  the  schools  can  afford  them, 
will  read  the  records  of  their  children  and  see  wherein  they 
may  be  improved. 

Those  who  have  experienced  some  difficulty  in  sending 
their  children  to  school,  w411  profit  by  readin  gthis  report, 
if  they  read  it  in  the  right  spirit,  while  those  who  are  in- 
different and  do  not  care  whether  or  not  their  children  are 
in  school,  will,  quite  likely,  not  read  it  at  all,  and  the  law 
will  have  to  do  its  best  to  secure  the  regular  attendance  of 
those  same  children. 

In  order  that  a  copy  of  the  most  recent  law  regarding 
school  attendance  may  be  in  the  hands  of  every  voter  and 
taxpayer  in  town,  I  will  append  below  Section  12,  Chapter 
496,  of  the  Act  approved  June  2,  1898. 

"Every  child  between  seven  and  fourteen  years  of  age 
shall  attend  some  public  day  school  in  the  town  or  city  in 
which  he  resides  during  the  entire  time  the  public  day 
schools  are  in  session,  subject  to  such  exceptions  as  to  chil- 
dren, places  of  attendance  and  schools  as  are  provided  for 
in  Sections  three,  seven,  ten  and  eleven  of  this  act :  provided, 
that  the  superintendent  of  schools  or,  where  there  is  no  su- 
perinendent  of  schools,  the  school  committee,  or  teachers 
acting  under  the  authority  of  said  superintendent  or  school 
committee,  may  excuse  cases  of  necessary  absence;  and  pro- 
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vidcd,  further,  that  the  attendance  of  a  child  upon  a  pubHc 
day  school  shall  not  be  required  if  such  child  has  attended 
for  a  like  period  of  time  a  private  day  school  approved  by 
the  school  committee  of  such  town  or  city  in  accordance 
with  section  two  of  chapter  four  hundred  and  ninety-eight 
of  the  acts  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-four,  or 
if  such  child  has  been  otherwise  instructed  for  a  like  period 
of  time  in  the  branches  of  learning  required  by  law  to  be 
taught  in  the  public  schools,  or  has  already  acquired  the 
branches  of  learning  required  by  law  to  be  taught  in  the  pub- 
lic schools,  or  if  his  physical  or  mental  condition  is  such  as 
to  render  such  attendance  inexpedient  or  impracticable. 
Every  person  having  under  his  control  a  child  as  described 
in  this  section  shall  cause  such  child  to  attend  school  as  re- 
quired by  this  section." 

The  following  are  the  changes  in  the  above  section 
from  old  law  on  the  same  subject : — 

Section  1 2  makes  attendance  upon  a  public  school  com- 
pulsory for  all  children  between  the  ages  of  seven  (instead 
of  eight,  as  heretofore,)  and  fourteen  years  during  the  en- 
tire time  (instead  of  thirty  weeks,  as  heretofore,  and  with- 
out an  allowance  for  two  wrecks  of  unexcused  absence,  as 
heretofore,)  the  public  schools  are  in  session. 

Excepted  from  these  provisions  are  (a)  children  that 
are  attending  approved  private  day  schools  or  receiving  in- 
struction equal  to  that  given  in  the  public  schools  (old) ; 
{h)  children  that  are  compelled  by  necessity  to  be  absent, 
including  whose  physical  or  mental  condition  renders  their 
attendance  inexpedient  or  impracticable  (old). 

A  clause  in  this  section  requires  parents  or  guardians 
to  cause  children  under  their  control  to  attend  school  ac- 
cording to  law. 

It  is  earnestly  desired  that  every  parent  will  carefully 
compare  the  record  of  his  child  with  that  of  other  children 
to  see  wherein  it  may  be  improved.  Nothing  will  go  so  far 
toward  securing  the  best  results  for  each  individual  pupil  as 
attendance  upon  school  every  day.  It  is  not  reasonable  to 
expect  teachers  to  make  brains,  or  fill  up  the  intellectual  gaps 
caused  by  irregularity  in  the  attendance  of  her  pupils. 

The  sec.  mark  beside  some  of  the  pupils'  names  signifies 
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that  those  pupils  have  not  been  members  of  the  schools  of 
the  town  during  the  entire  year. 

The  letters  and  figures  in  the  first  column  indicate  the 
school  to  which  the  pupils  belong.

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TEACHERS'  INSTITUTE. 

At  the  earnest  request  of  the  Duxbury  Committee,  the 
State  Board  of  Education  held  an  instructive  and  very  prof- 
itable institute  at  Partridge  Academy,  Duxbury,  on  the  13th 
and  14th  of  October,  which  was  attended  by  nearly  every 
teacher  in  the  district,  together  with  many  of  those  from 
the  nearby  towns  of  Plymouth,  Kingston,  Plympton,  Han- 
son, Hanover,  Norwell  and  Cohasset. 

The  public  meeting,  held  in  the  Pilgrim  Congregation- 
al Church  on  the  evening  of  the  13th,  did  not  attract  the 
large  number  of  people  it  was  hoped  would  attend.  Those 
who  did  were  well  repaid  for  the  effort  it  cost  them.  The 
chief  speaker  of  the  evening  was  Mr.  James  W.  MacDonald, 
of  the  State  Board.  Other  speakers  were  Dr.  John  T. 
Prince,  Mr.  George  A.  Walton,  both  of  the  State  Board.  Dr. 
N.  K.  Noyes,  of  Duxbury,  and  your  superintendent.

TEACHERS'  MEETINGS. 

There  have  been  six  regular,  and  one  union  teachers' 
meetings  held,  during  the  year.  The  union  meeting,  held 
in  the  Marshfield  High  School  room,  was  addressed  by  Dr. 
Prince,  on  School  Government,  and  by  Mr.  Knight,  of  Dux- 
bury,  on  "A  Business  Course  for  High  Schools." 

I  believe  that  these  union  meetings  have  been  a  source 
of  much  good  to  the  teachers.  In  them  the  subjects  have 
always  been  presented  in  such  a  way  that  their  suggestions 
might  easily  be  applied  to  the  regular  work  of  the  schools. 

One  of  these  meetings  has  been  held  each  year,  and  I 
think  I  can  say  that  all  the  teachers  consider  their  time  in 
them  as  well  spent. 

Of  the  regular  meetings,  it  is  intended  to  hold  one 
each  month.  But  for  three  reasons  it  is  not,  and  has  not 
been  deemed  advisable  to  hold  strictly  to  this  plan;  first, 
vacations  often  come  so  as  to  interrupt  them;  second,  insti- 
tutes and  county  conventions,  which  always  come  during  the 
fall  term  of  school,  have  caused  them  to  be  omitted;  and 
third,  and  most  frequently,  the  severity  of  the  weather  has 
made  it  seem  inexpedient  to  still  further  interrupt  the  school 
work  by  additional  closing,  on  account  of  teachers'  meetings. 

All  of  these  difficulties  might  be  overcome  in  towns 
where  the  population  was  less  scattered,  by  having  the  meet- 
ings on  some  evening  of  the  week,  or  on  Saturdays.  But  in 
our  district,  which  employs  so  many  teachers  from  other  lo- 
calities, and  which  embraces  so  great  an  extent  of  territory, 
for  reasons  which  are  evident,  neither  one  of  these  plans 
could  be  adopted. 

We  are  left,  therefore,  to  do  the  best  we  can,  and  get 
in  a  meeting,  here  and  there,  when  we  can,  with  as  little  in- 
terruption to  the  schools  as  possible.    This  is  what  has  been 
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done,  and  a  meeting  has  never  been  omitted  for  any  other 
reason  than  some  one  of  the  three  given  above. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  thank  you  for  the  generous  sup- 
port you  have  given  me  during  the  past  year.  I  am  cer- 
tain that  no  superintendent  ever  had  more  cordial  co-opera- 
tion in  his  work  from  committee,  teachers,  and  citizens  in 
general,  than  I  have  had  since  coming  among  you.  For 
this,  I  thank  you  one  and  all,  with  a  sincere  hope  that  1  may 
in  some  slight  degree  merit  it.

REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  HEALTH. 

DuxBURY,  Mass.,  Jan.  24,  1900. 
To  the  Board  of  Health  of  Duxhury,  Mass. 

Dp:ar  Sirs  : — As  agent  of  your  board  for  the  twelve 
months  ending  December  31,  1899,  I  would  respectfully  sub- 
mit the  following  report : 

There  have  been  reported  to  me  from  all  sources  during 
the  past  twelve  months  the  following  cases  of  contagious 
diseases : 

I  case  of  membraneous  croup. 

I  case  of  diphtheria. 

I  case  of  scarlatina. 

7  cases  of  typhoid  fever. 

25  cases  of  measles. 
All  of  these  cases  have  been  placarded,  and  directions 
given  for  proper  disinfection  and  fumigation,  except  in  the 
typhoid  cases  the  placarding  was  omitted.  The  typhoid 
cases  except  the  two  in  the  Randall  family  at  West  Duxbury 
have  all  been  separated  by  considerable  periods  of  time,  and 
have  also  been  widely  separated  as  to  location,  so  that  there 
is  nothing  to  indicate  that  they  had  any  relation  one  to  an- 
other, except  in  the  exception  before  mentioned. 

The  cases  of  measles  were  all  in  the  early  summer,  and 
were  located  chiefly  at  West  Duxbury.  Some  cases  of 
chicken  pox  and  pertussis,  (whooping-cough),  have  come  to 
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my  knowledge,  and  while  I  have  made  no  effort  to  placard 
or  to  see  the  parents  in  every  case,  I  have  endeavored  to  pre- 
vent their  spread  in  the  schools,  taking  the  ground  that  all 
contagious  diseases  are  preventable,  and  that  no  one  suffer- 
ing from  a  contagious  disease,  however  mild  or  simple  it 
may  appear  to  him,  has  either  a  legal  or  a  moral  right  to  ex- 
pose any  one  else. 

I  have  kept  on  hand  some  culture  tubes  furnished  by  the 
State  Board,  and  in  the  cases  of  diphtheria  and  in  suspected 
cases,  have  used  the  culture  test,  and  have  required  a  nega- 
tive report  to  be  secured  from  the  State  Board  before  dis- 
charging the  case. 

Several  complaints  have  been  made  to  me  in  regard  to 
sewerage  being  discharged  into  the  creeks  and  marsh  land 
near  the  cable  office,  but  only  one  was  in  writing,  and  that 
was  transmitted  to  your  board.  All  cases  of  contagious 
disease  coming  to  my  knowledge  are  promptly  reported  to 
the  State  Board.

REPORT  ON  TOWN  LANDINGS. 

To  the  Voters  of  the  Tozvn: 

Gentlemen  : — Your  committee  on  Town  Landings 
take  pleasure  in  stating  that  in  addition  to  the  landings  re- 
ported last  year,  the  town  owns  a  part  of  the  wharf  situated 
at  the  southeast  corner  of  Blue  River  Bridge,  and  that  the 
present  owner  of  the  other  part,  Mr.  J.  H.  Killian,  gener- 
ously offers  to  transfer  his  part  to  the  town  provisionally  up- 
on the  wharf  being  put  and  maintained  in  good  repair,  and 
further  providing,  that  should  the  town  ever  surrender  its 
rights  to  the  wharf,  that  the  property  revert  to  him  or  his 
heirs. 

Your  committee  believe  the  wharf  could  be  put  in  satis- 
factory repair  for  $300.00,  and  advise  the  acceptance  of  Mr. 
Killian's  offer. 

That  the  town  owned  a  part  of  this  wharf  is  no  new  dis- 
covery, but  your  committee  never  felt  until  now  that  they 
had  any  authority  to  claim  it  as  a  Town  Landing.  Should 
the  town  see  fit  to  accept  Mr.  Killian's  offer,  your  commit- 
tee advise  that  the  wharf  be  recorded  as  a  Town  Landing, 
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and  that  a  plan  of  the  property  be  filed  in  Plymouth  with  the 
copy  of  the  deed. 

Your  committee  recommended  the  acceptance  of  the  lay- 
ing out  of  Water  Street  to  the  shore. 

This  recommendation  is  made  with  the  approval  of  Mr. 
Charles  C.  Clapp,  who  kindly  gives  the  land  for  the  purpose, 
simply  asking  in  return  that  a  sidewalk  be  constructed  for 
the  convenience  and  safety  of  the  public. 

The  laying  out  of  Mattakeeset  court  as  a  public  thorough- 
fare is  still  in  abeyance. 

Your  committee  have  interviewed  several  shore  property 
owners  with  the  view  of  procuring  other  Town  Landings. 

Those  interviewed,  while  found  to  be  in  hearty  sympathy 
with  the  desired  objects  to  be  attained;  a  sympathy  which 
has  long  and  well  been  attested  by  their  permitting  the  public 
to  reach  the  water  through  their  several  properties,  looked 
with  disfavor  upon  the  idea  of  sacrificing  any  rights  they 
possess,  and  prefer  that  the  conditions  of  approaching  the 
water  remain  as  they  are. 

But,  unfortunately  for  the  town,  these  kind  and  well- 
meaning  citizens  will  in  due  course  of  time  be  gathered  to 
their  fathers,  and  your  committee  feel  that  they  would  be 
derelict  in  their  duty  if  they  did  not  remind  you  that  every 
year  the  attractions  of  this  old,  historic  town,  with  its  beau- 
tiful bay  are  drawing  to  its  shores  more  and  more  people, 
and  that  in  the  march  of  events  the  shore  properties  will 
come  into  possession  of  those  seeking  rest  and  recreation, 
and  who  are  in  quest  of  summer  homes. 

When  this  happens,  unless  you,  gentlemen,  bestir  your- 
selves to  acquire  outlets  to  the  bay,  the  shore  will  be  closed 
to  the  public  from  Josselyn  Avenue  to  the  Kingston  line, 
with  the  exception  of  the  Town  Landing  at  the  South  of 
Captain's  Hill,  which  is  out  of  the  route  of  travel. 

The  distance  here  mentioned  is  probably  about  three  miles. 
Now  the  bay  is  not  meant  for  pleasure  seekers  alone.  There 
are  those,  and  there  always  will  be,  whose  livelihood  de- 
pends on  the  water,  and  as  an  act  of  justice  to  these  people, 
and  to  the  residents  of  Hall's  Corner,  Border  Street,  Island 
Creek,  and  the  interior  villages  who  can  now  only  reach  the 
water  by  sufferance,  without  in  many  cases  going  miles  out 
of  their  way,  your  committee  recommend  that  one  Town 
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Landing  be  obtained  in  the  vicinity  of  Hall's  Corner,  and 
two  on  Border  Street,  a  suitable  distance  apart,  and  your 
committee  urge  these  landings,  honestly  believing  them  to 
be  a  public  necessity. 

The  stone  bounds  were  delayed  in  delivery,  and  will  be  set 
as  soon  as  weather  permits.

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Voted — To  accept  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Town 
Landings,  which  is  as  follows : — 

Report  of  C 0 mini t tec  on  Tozvn  Landings. 

In  addition  to  the  undersigned,  John  S.  Loring  was  on 
this  committee,  who  has  since  died.  Your  committee  would 
now  respectfully  make  this  report  in  acordance  with  the  vote 
of  March  6,  1893,  and  would  first  say  as  a  partial  excuse  for 
the  delay  that  they  met  soon  after  their  appointment  to  con- 
sider what  was  best  to  be  done,  having  procured  from  the 
town  records  a  list  of  the  landings,  as  there  recorded,  and 
Mr.  Loring  being  a  local  surveyor,  besides  an  old  resident  in 
the  town,  the  whole  work  of  locating  these  several  landings 
was  placed  in  his  hands.  He,  however,  neglected  to  do  any- 
thing about  it,  although  the  subject  was  referred  to  from 
time  to  time  by  him  and  the  members  of  the  committee.  The 
list  of  landings  that  came  within  this  order,  and  what  your 
committee  has  found  in  the  town  records,  are  six  in  num- 
ber, as  follows : — 

No.  I.    At  Powder  Point  End,  by  new  bridge. 

No.  2.  At  foot  of  lane,  by  land  formerly  belonging  to 
Reuben  and  Clark  Peterson,  by  Duck  Hill  River. 

No.  3.  At  foot  of  lane,  through  land  formerly  belonging 
to  Simeon  Soule,  by  Duck  Hill  River. 

No.  4.  At  foot  of  lane,  through  land  now  belonging  to 
E.  F.  Adams,  near  what  w^as  formerly  Drew's  Salt  Works, 
at  Duck  Hill  River. 

No.  5.  At  Old  Cove,  bordering  on  land  now  belonging  to 
Samuel  Weston  and  others,  by  new  town  road  leading  to 
Abram's  Hill,  and  on  right  of  way  extending  around  the  foot 
of  said  hill,  by  Duck  Hill  River. 

No.  6.  At  Mill  Pond,  by  Blue  Fish  River,  by  town  high- 
way adjoining  land  formerly  belonging  to  Amherst  A. 
Frazar. 

Your  Committee  did  not  consider  the  landing  place  at 
Captain's  Hill,  traded  off  to  Stephen  M.  Allen.  Plans  of 
these  several  town  landings  have  been  made  and  will  be 
filed  with  the  Town  Clerk  agreeable  to  the  foregoing  vote, 
and  concerning  each  of  these  landings  your  committee  would 
make  these  brief  comments : 

No.  I  is  of  recent  origin,  having  been  laid  out  by  the 
County  Commissioners  in  January,  1870,  one  of  the  marks 
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being  a  stone  that  is  still  standing,  the  lines  being  easily  de-. 
fined. 

No.  2.  This  is  an  old  town  landing,  with  date  on  the 
town  books,  as  having  been  defined  in  1834. 

No.  3.  This  is  a  very  old  town  landing,  with  the  dates  on 
the  town  books  of  1803  and  1834. 

No.  4.  This  is  an  old  town  landing,  with  the  date  on  the 
town  books  as  having  been  defined  in  1834. 

No.  5.  This  is  an  old  town  landing,  bearing  date  on  the 
town  books  of  1834.  In  the  opinion  of  your  committee  it  is 
the  most  valuable  one  that  the  town  possesses.  There  is 
quite  a  history  to  this  landing  since  the  above  date,  the  gist 
of  which  is  that  there  was  a  larger  landing  place  here,  part  of 
which  was  transferred  to  George  Loring,  his  heirs  and  as- 
signs, on  condition  that  the  Old  Cove  road,  so  called,  that 
now  goes  through  the  land  of  the  late  George  W.  Wright, 
called  Garden  Street,  should  be  forever  kept  clear  from  bars 
and  gates,  but  it  is  expressly  stated  by  deed,  December  30, 
1843,  Plymouth  Deeds  Book,  215  ;  page,  28 — Town  of  Dux- 
bury  to  George  Loring,  that  the  present  landing  place  shall 
be  forever  reserved  to  the  town.  This  was  the  result  of  a 
town  meeting  held  November  13,  1843. 

No.  6.  This  is  believed  by  your  committee  to  be  the 
oldest  landing  in  the  town,  being  first  defined  in  171 5,  and 
then  being  of  much  larger  extent  than  when  later  defined  in 
1822  and  1834.  It  was  considered  in  town  meetings  held 
November  23,  1840,  and  December  7,  1840,  "Whether  the 
town  would  sell  a  portion  or  the  whole  of  this  landing,"  and 
they  authorized  the  Selectmen  to  sell,  under  certain  condi- 
tions, a  part  of  it,  but  it  was  also  thought  at  this  town  meet- 
ing that  it  might  be  necessary  to  get  permission  from  the 
Legislature  to  sell  any  portion  of  a  town  landing.  A  portion 
of  this  landing,  however,  was  sold  to  Samuel  A.  Frazar  and 
others,  December  30,  1840,  and  recorded  in  Plymouth  Deed 
Book,  201;  page  87.  In  conclusion  your  committee  would 
say  that  they  believe  that  the  town  has  a  good  and  legal  right 
to  the  town  landings  as  here  enumerated,  and  they  have  ob- 
tained legal  advice  supporting  them  in  this  opinion.  At  one 
town  meeting,  held  January  3,  1835,  the  question  came  up 
regularly  by  a  warrant  article  whether  the  town  would  sell 
all  or  any  of  these  landing  places,  which  includes  all  the 
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foregoing  list  but  one,  and  they  declined  to  consider  the 
question,  and  your  committee  can  find  no  record  except  the 
above  instances  of  portions  of  two  landings  that  any  of  them 
have  ever  been  sold.

Bradford  be  emi^'oyed  to  do  whatever  is  necessary  so  the 
town  may  know  just  what  they  own.

Voted — That  the  town  landing  at  Point  End  be  recorded 
as  a  ^'Highway  to  the  sea,"  to  conform  to  the  lay  out  of  the 
County  Commissioners. 

Voted — That  the  Selectmen  do  not  allow  any  building  or 
obstructions  on  the  town  landings. 

Voted — That  the  committee  chosen  at  the  last  annual 
tow^n  meeting  ''To  act  in  conjunction  with  the  School  Com- 
mittee to  consider  what  steps  should  be  taken  for  the  better 
accommodation  of  our  public  schools,"  have  further  time, 
and  that  Mr.  Herbert  E.  Walker  be  added  to  that  committee. 

Voted — That  the  committee  chosen  at  the  last  annual 
town  meeting  "To  take  legal  advice  respecting  the  matter  of 
discontinuing  a  street,  and  that  they  be  empowered  to  look 
up  other  streets  that  may  be  discontinued,"  be  granted  more 
time. 

Voted — That  the  Committee  on  Seeding  Clam  Flats  be 
given  further  time  and  report  at  next  annual  town  meeting. 

Voted — That  the  following  resolutions  offered  by  this 
committee  be  accepted  and  adopted : — 

Resolve  No.  i.    That  a  special  committee  of  five  be  ap- 


pointed  and  elected  by  the  town  to  act  and  confer  with  the 
Selectmen  of  the  town  in  the  making  and  enforcing  of  all 
laws  and  regulations  governing  the  clamming  privileges  in 
Duxbury  Bay. 

Resolve  No.  2.  That  the  flats  known  as  the  Mussel  Bed, 
Little  Mussel  Bed,  Round  Flat  and  Kirby's  Sand  Flat,  shall 
be  pre-empted  and  reserved  by  the  town  for  the  propagation 
of  clams,  and  that  any  trepass  upon  said  reservations  for  the 
purpose  of  removing  clams  shall  be  punishable  by  a  fine  of 
not  less  than  $20  and  taxable  costs,  and  not  more  than  $50 
or  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  20  days. 

Resolve  No.  3.  That  the  town  shall  appropriate  $150.00 
this  year,  to  be  expended  in  planting  one  acre  on  each  of  the 
above  named  reservations  with  clam  seed,  said  planting  to  be 
done  during  the  months  of  March,  April  and  May. 

Resolve  No.  4.  That  at  the  expiration  of  two  years  one 
of  such  flats  shall  be  released  by  the  Selectmen  for  one  year 
to  any  resident  of  the  town  of  Duxbury,  who  may  be  privi- 
leged to  remove  from  said  flat  such  quantity  of  clams,  sub- 
ject to  the  conditions  hereinafter  mentioned  and  such  other 
regulations  as  the  special  committee  may  deem  necessary  for 
the  public  good. 

Resolve  No.  5.  That  no  clams  less  than  two  and  a  half 
(2-|)  inches  in  length  shall  be  removed  from  any  ground 
under  the  control  of  the  town,  except  for  seeding  purposes. 

Resolve  No.  6.  That  all  persons  not  exempt  by  law  shall 
pay  to  the  town  the  sum  of  five  cents  per  bucket  for  all  clams 
dug  from  grounds  under  the  control  of  the  town. 

Resolve  No.  7.  That  no  person  not  a  resident  of  the 
town  shall  be  privileged  to  remove  more  than  one  bucket  of 
clams  per  day  from  any  ground  under  the  control  of  the 
town. 

Resolve  No.  8.  That  no  clams  on  any  ground  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  town  shall  be  dug  for  or  purchased  for 
exportation  beyond  the  limits  of  the  town,  from  April  i  to 
September  30,  of  any  year. 

Resolve  No.  9.  That  all  fines  for  violations  of  clam  laws 
and  regulations  shall  be  moiety  fines,  informant  to  receive 
one  half. 

Resolve  No.  10.  That  three  clam  watchers  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  special  committee,  who  shall  measure  all 
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clams  dug,  receiving  a  compensation  for  their  services  the 
sum  of  two  and  one-half  (2^)  cents  per  bucket. 

Resolve  No.  11.  That  tlie  town  shall  appoint  a  supervisor 
of  the  work  of  planting  (without  pay),  who  shall  be  em- 
powered to  appoint  a  deputy  (also  without  pay),  who  shall 
supervise  the  work  of  planting  the  said  flats  (referred  to  in 
Resolve  No.  2)  and  lay  out  and  mark  the  said  flats  or  re- 
served portions  thereof,  to  keep  a  record  of  the  same  and 
turn  them  over  to  any  person  whom  the  town  may  appoint 
to  receive  the  same. 

Resolve  No.  12.  That  the  supervisor  shall  approve  all 
bills  appertaining  to  said  work  (not  exceeding  the  amount 
appropriated  therefor),  and  when  so  approved  all  bills  shall 
be  paid  by  the  town  Treasurer. 

Resolve  No.  13.  That  any  violation  of  the  above  named 
resolves  not  otherwise  stipulated  shall  be  punishable  by  a  fine 
of  ten  dollars  for  each  offense. 

Voted — That  the  enforcement  of  the  law  in  regard  to 
wide  tires  be  postponed  one  year,  and  that  the  Selectmen 
carry  this  matter  to  the  Superior  Court  or  any  justice  thereof 
for  approval. 

Voted — That  the  Selectmen  publish  in  next  annual  town 
report  such  by-laws  as  now  appear  upon  the  town  records. 

Chose  the  Selectmen  a  committee  of  three  to  propose  other 
by-laws.

SCHOOL  KEFOKT. 


Citizens  of  the  Tozmi  of  Duxbiiry. 

In  accordance  with  the  laws  of  the  State  the  School  Com- 
mittee herewith  submit  their  annual  report. 

We  can  report  the  schools  for  the  past  year  in  good  con- 
dition, it  being  largely  owing  to  few  changes  in  the  teach- 
ers, supplemented  with  a  general  co-operation  in  the  work 
as  laid  out  by  the  Superintendent.  Miss  Mary  L.  Harrub 
resigned  her  position  as  teacher  at  the  Point,  after  a  long 
and  faithful  service.  Her  continued  ill  health  caused  her  to 
take  the  step,  much  to  the  regret  of  the  parents  and  the 
committee.  It  gives  us  pleasure  to  report  her  health  gradu- 
ally improving,  with  a  prospect  of  complete  recovery.  Miss 
Lola  W.  Randall,  a  graduate  of  Partridge  Academy,  was 
appointed  her  successor.  Miss  Randall  has  received  the 
benefit  of  training,  for  the  past  year,  under  one  of  the  most 
successful  teachers  in  Scituate,  and  bids  fair  to  succeed  in 
her  chosen  occupation.  Miss  Susie  S.  Boylston,  after  a 
year's  absence  on  account  of  ill  health,  has  been  teaching  at 
No.  6  since  September.  Miss  Bertha  M.  Willey,  who  sub- 
stituted for  Miss  Boylston  during  her  absence  gave  good 
satisfaction  to  all  parties  concerned. 

It  is  with  much  pleasure  that  your  committee  can  report 
so  few  cases  of  truancy  for  the  past  year.  The  following 
were  appointed  truant  officers :  Edwin  W.  Cook,  William 
J.  Turner  and  the  Superintendent.  We  are  satisfied  that  the 
record  of  attendance  for  1898,  published  by  the  Superin- 
tendent, has  been  one  of  the  prime  causes  of  the  reduction  of 
this  evil. 

The  law  requires  that  children  between  seven  and  four- 
teen years  of  age,  not  physically  disabled,  shall  attend  school 
the  entire  time  the  schools  are  in  session,  and  any  scholar 
persistently  violating  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  schools 
shall  be  committed  to  any  institution  provided  for  the  pur- 
pose, under  the  authority  of  said  section. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Joint  Board  at  Scituate  Henry  Bar- 
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stow  was  elected  chairman  and  Miss  Clara  Skeele,  secretary. 
Mr.  Edgar  L.  Willard  was  re-elected  Superintendent  of 
Schools.  Mr.  Willard  has  already  entered  upon  his  fifth 
year  of  service  in  this  district.  The  committee  are  satisfied 
that  the  schools  under  his  direction  have  shown  marked  im- 
provement year  by  year,  and  we  congratulate  ourselves  in 
being  able  to  retain  his  services. 

All  of  our  school-houses  are  in  good  condition,  with  the 
exception  of  the  building  at  the  village.  We  trust  that  in 
the  near  future,  that  some  plan  may  be  devised,  thereby 
giving  better  accommodation  to  the  children  in  this  district. 

In  order  that  the  citizens  of  the  town  may  better  under- 
stand the  rights  of  the  School  Committee  in  connection  with 
our  High  School,  a  copy  of  the  vote  passed  at  a  meeting  of 
the  Trustees  of  the  Partridge  Academy  in  the  year  1883  may 
be  of  interest : 

Voted — "That  since  the  arrangement  between  the  town  of 
Duxbury,  through  their  School  Committee,  and  the  Trustees 
of  the  Partridge  Academy  to  the  effect  that  the  Academy 
shall  become  the  High  School  of  the  town,it  has  been  and  is 
the  unanimous  wish  of  the  trustees  that  the  committee  shall 
be  placed  on  equal  ground  with  the  trustees  in  all  matters  re- 
lating to  the  educational  interests  of  the  school." 
Attest :

There  ha\'e  been  some  changes  in  the  text  books  for  the 
past  year.  The  American  Word  Book  takes  the  place  of 
Harrington's  speller,  and  the  Natural  Geography  is  used  in- 
stead of  Barnes's  Geography.  The  change  was  made  with- 
out a  great  expense  to  the  town,  as  the  old  spellers  and 
geographies  were  nearly  worn  out,  thus  necessitating  the 
purchase  of  a  large  number  of  new  books,  even  if  we  had 
not  made  a  change  at  this  time. 

We  have  continued  paying  the  tuition  of  the  children  of 
the  High  School  to  the  town  of  Pembroke  for  the  past  year, 
thereby  saving  quite  an  expense  to  the  town,  and  also  giving 
the  children  the  benefit  of  a  successful  and  experienced 
teacher. 

At  the  last  annual  meeting  the  Committee  on  Consolida- 
tion of  Schools  asked  for  further  time.   As  Mr.  Thomas  H. 
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H.  Knight  had  resigned,  Mr.  Herbert  E.  Walker  was  ap- 
pointed in  his  place.  Later  Mr.  Laurence  Bradford  sent  in 
his  resignation  leaving  a  committee  of  six,  consisting  of  H. 
E.  Walker,  Wendell  Phillips,  Thaddeus  Chandler  and  the 
wSchool  Committee  to  consider  the  matter.  The  committee 
organized  by  choosing  Herbert  E.  Walker,  chairman,  and 
William  J.  Alden,  Jr.,  secretary.  At  the  time  of  writing  this 
report  no  conclusions  have  been  arrived  at  which  would  be 
definite  enough  to  present  to  the  citizens  of  the  town. 

The  latest  law  in  regard  to  taking  the  school  census  reads 
as  follows : — 

"The  School  Committee  of  all  towns  and  cities  shall  an- 
nually ascertain  and  record  the  names,  ages  and  such  other 
information  as  may  be  designated  by  the  State  Board  of 
Education,  of  all  persons  between  five  and  fifteen  years  of 
age.  The  first  census  under  the  provision  of  this  section 
shall  be  taken  in  1899."  Heretofore  it  has  been  customary 
for  the  Selectmen  to  attend  to  that  duty  in  connection  with 
their  duties  as  assessors,  but  under  the  new  law  it  must  be 
taken  by  the  School  Committee  in  the  month  of  September. 
Messrs.  Barstow  and  Alden  were  appointed  to  take  the 
school  census. 

The  amount  received  by  them,  instead  of  being  entered 
in  the  town  report  as  a  separate  charge,  has  been  added  to 
the  amount  received  by  them  for  visiting  schools,  etc., 
thereby  making  the  amount  for  service  somewhat  larger 
than  usual. 

We  feel  that  in  some  cases  the  teachers  have  not  the  sup- 
port of  the  parents  that  they  should  have.  This  is  absolutely 
necessary  in  order  to  get  the  best  results.  Visit  our  schools, 
note  the  work  being  done,  become  acquainted  with  the  new 
methods  introduced  by  our  teachers,  who  are  trying  to  in- 
terest and  instruct  our  children.  Interest  yourselves  in  our 
schools  and  thus  help  the  teachers  and  children,  and  our 
schools  will  be  better  for  your  assistance. 

In  conclusion  we  would  thank  the  citizens  of  the  town  for 
their  readiness  to  vote  the  sums  of  money  necessaryto  carry 
on  the  school  work  successfully.  It  will  be  our  aim  in  the 
future,  as  it  has  been  in  the  past,  to  expend  judiciously  the 
money  entrusted  to  our  care,  and  to  use  our  best  endeavors 
for  the  improvement  of  our  public  school  system. 
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Appended  to  this  report  will  be  found  the  reports  of  the 
Principal  of  Partridge  Academy  and  the  Superintendent  of 
Schools.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


To  the  School  Committee. 

I  hereby  submit  to  you  my  annual  report,  which  is  the 
fifth  since  the  beginning  of  my  term  of  office. 

I  have  not  deemed  it  necessary  this  year  to  publish  an  en- 
tire list  of  attendance  statistics,  as  was  done  last  year. 

The  chief  purpose  of  such  statistics  was  to  show  to  par- 
ents just  what  sort  of  records  their  children  were  making, 
that,  if  they  were  good,  they  might  endeavor  to  keep  them 
so,  and  if  poor,  that  they  might,  if  so  disposed,  take  steps 
to  make  them  better. 

The  first  list  which  I  wish  to  make  in  this  report  contains 
the  names,  three  in  number,  of  those  who  have  been  perfect 
in  their  attendance  for  the  whole  year,  as  follows : 
Ina  F.  Arnold.  Ella  W.  Hodgdon. 

Myra  C.  Shepard. 

The  second  of  these  three  pupils,  Ella  W.  Hodgdon,  not 
having  been  absent,  tardy  nor  excused  for  a  period  of  two 
years,  heads  the  records  with  one  that  is  enviable. 

Myra  C.  Shepard  is  second,  with  only  one  day  of  absence 
in  two  years,  w^ith  no  tardiness  and  no  excusals  to  her 
credit. 

Ina  F.  Arnold  stands  third  with  one  day  of  absence,  one 
case  of  tardiness  and  no  excusals. 

I  hope  this  list  may  be  much  longer  another  year.

The  attendance  for  the  last  year,  in  some  schools,  as  well 
as  in  many  pupils,  has  shown  a  decided  improvement  over 
that  of  last  year,  due  very  largely,  I  believe,  to  the  efforts 
of  the  teachers. 

Parents,  of  course,  have  the  greatest  influence  in  com- 
pelling the  attendance  of  their  children  upon  school,  when  it 
comes  to  that.  But  teachers  have  the  greatest  influence  in 
creating  a  desire  in  their  pupils  to  improve  what  opportuni- 
ties there  may  be  in  regular  attendance.  And  right  here  is 
where  many  teachers  fail. 

Other  things  being  equal,  those  children  whose  interest  in 
school  is  at  a  low  ebb,  are  the  very  children  upon  whom  the 
most  pressure  should  be  brought  to  bear,  and  to  whom  the 
inducements,  the  advantages  and  the  allurements  of  an  edu- 
cation must  be  presented  in  the  clearest  and  most  attractive 
light. 

The  other  class,  those  whom  interest  in  school  work  is 
keen,  may  be  let  alone  so  far  as  this  feature  of  the  teacher's 
work  is  concerned. 

The  schools  referred  to  above  as  having  improved  in  at- 
tendance have  done  so  because  the  teachers  have  been  alive 
to  these  facts.

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Truancy,  so  far  as  it  has  come  to  my  knowledge,  has 
been  reduced  to  almost  nothing.  The  few  cases  which  have 
occurred  are  such  as  could  hardly  be  otherwise  than  expected 
among  so  large  a  number  of  children. 

But  with  this  class  the  teachers  are  laboring  faithfully.  If 
the  parents  of  some  pupils  would  look  a  little  closer  to  the 
welfare  of  their  children  there  would  be  less  absenteeism, 
and  of  the  consequent  loss  of  interest  in  school  work. 

With  this  class  of  pupils  lies  the  greatest  work  of  the 
teachers.  Her  success  in  a  greater  or  less  degree  must  be 
measured  by  the  results  of  her  work  with  those  whose  in- 
terest requires  constant  stimulating. 

**You  can  lead  a  horse  to  water,  but  you  can't  make  him 
drink,"  is  a  truth  which  may  well  be  applied  to  the  teach- 
ing of  children. 

A  teachable  frame  of  mind  must  first  be  produced  before 
satisfactory  work  can  be  done. 

Let  teachers  once  persuade  their  pupils  that  school  is  the 
pleasantest  and  most  profitable  place  in  which  to  spend  their 
time,  then  attendance  will  take  care  of  itself. 

Grading  of  the  Schools. 

A  great  deal  of  criticism  has  been  indulged  in  during  the 
last  two  or  three  years  relating  to  the  grading  of  our  schools. 

Some  say  that  the  present  system  is  like  a  machine 
through  which  the  children  must  pass,  the  effort  being  made 
throughout  the  whole  school  course  to  produce  the  same 
results  with  each  individual  pupil. 

Perhaps  the  system  is  a  machine  and  that  its  whole  pur- 
pose is  to  produce  one  and  the  same  thing  in  each  pupil.  If 
so,  then  that  one  thing  is  a  moderate  amount  of  education, 
such  as  life  for  centuries  back  has  determined  to  be  necessary 
for  the  well  being  of  all. 

If  good  clay,  loam  and  sand  be  passed  through  a  brick 
press,  the  fact  that  one  comes  out  a  serviceable  brick  which 
will  withstand  the  storms  of  generations  without  losing  its 
form,  the  second  with  an  imprint  which  a  few  drops  of  water 
will  totally  obliterate,  while  the  third  will  come  out  a  use- 
less heap  of  dirt,  with  nothing  to  indicate  the  process  through 
which  it  has  passed,  is  no  fault  of  the  press.  Neither  is  it  the 
fault  of  the  system  of  grading  in  our  schools  that  all  the 
pupils  are  not  able  to  attain  the  same  degree  of  proficiency. 
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The  difference  in  the  pupils  themselves  makes  this  result  in- 
evitable. 

While  the  aim  underlying  and  behind  all  our  school  work 
is  the  building  up  of  a  good  character,  the  specific  work 
which  each  pupil  is  required  to  perform  is  what  educators 
the  world  over  have  regarded  necessary  for  all,  as  the 
foundation  of  a  life,  universally  helpful  and  particularly  use- 
ful to  the  individual. 

The  work  of  the  schools  for  the  past  year  has,  I  believe, 
taken  some  steps  in  advance  over  that  of  preceding  years. 
Perhaps  in  no  branch  is  more  improvement  manifest  than 
in  reading.  I  believe  that  in  general  the  teachers  have  made 
earnest  efforts  to  raise  the  standard  of  excellence  in  this 
study.  The  results  have  been  very  gratifying,  because  in 
many  ways  this  subject  is  the  most  difficult  in  which  to  ob- 
tain even  a  moderate  degree  of  perfection. 

It  has  been  evident  in  the  last  year  that  teachers  have 
entered  into  this  part  of  their  work  more  earnestly  than  ever 
before. 

They  have  realized  that  the  aims  of  reading  were  first  to 
secure  a  mastery  of  words ;  second,  to  develop  the  power  of 
extracting  thought  from  the  printed  page;  third,  to  develop 
the  power  of  reading  aloud  in  such  a  manner  as  to  express 
the  exact  thought  of  the  author  to  those  w^ho  listen;  and 
fourth,  that  which  in  many  ways  is  the  most  important  of  all, 
to  stimulate  an  interest  in  reading  and  assist  in  the  formation 
of  the  reading  habit. 

Too  much  credit  cannot  be  given  the  teachers  for  the 
amount  of  good  reading,  outside  of  regular  school  work, 
they  have  secured  from  their  pupils. 

The  libraries  of  the  schools  have  been  read  and  re-read, 
wdiile  the  public  library  has  been  extensively  drawn  upon  to 
meet  the  demands  which  have  been  created  and  encouraged 
by  the  teachers  in  their  pupils. 

But  within  the  school,  and  as  a  part  of  the  regular  school 
work,  the  improvement  is  especially  marked.  The  reading 
in  the  primary  grades  has  always,  as  a  rule,  been  excellent, 
so  that  in  these  grades  the  improvement  is  not  so  marked  as 
in  the  grammar  grades,  where  because  children  seem  to 
manifest  greater  diffidence  it  is  more  difficult  to  secure  good 
w^ork. 
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The  mastery  of  the  words,  the  interpretation  and,  lastly, 
the  expression  of  thought,  has  always  shown  careful  direc- 
tion on  the  part  of  the  teachers,  and  thorough  preparation  on 
the  part  of  the  pupils. 

The  belief  that  the  work  will  go  on  in  the  good  way  it 
is  now  started  leads  me  to  believe  that  the  opinion  enter- 
tained by  many,  that  better  readers  were  produced  under  the 
methods  of  fifty  years  ago  than  are  produced  now,  may  be 
entirely  reversed. 

The  general  adoption  of  the  Metcalf  Series  in  language 
has  done  much  to  strengthen  and  unify  the  work  in  this 
line. 

Excellent  work  has  been  done  by  the  teachers  in  develop- 
ing the  power  in  their  pupils  to  express  themselves  on  paper. 
This  seems  more  marked  in  the  primary  grades  than  in  the 
grammar.  Not  that  the  grammar  teachers  have  been  less 
faithful,  but  because  the  ability  to  do  anything  exceptionally 
well  would  stand  out  more  prominently  in  a  very  young 
pupil  than  in  one  who  is  older,  and  of  whom  we  naturally  ex- 
pect more. 

I  have  in  my  possession  letters  from  a  complete  second 
grade,  in  one  school,  thirteen  in  all,  every  one  of  which  is 
not  only  written  legibly  and  neatly,  but  with  very  few  errors, 
and  all  showing  a  good  degree  of  originality. 

These  letters  were  shown  to  one  of  Boston's  most  suc- 
cessful teachers  of  the  second  grade.  This  teacher  has  fifty- 
six  pupils,  all  of  that  grade. 

She  examined  the  letters  verv  carefully  and  remarked :  'T 
could  not  get  thirteen  of  such  letters  from  the  whole  fifty- 
six  in  my  room." 

This  coming  as  it  did  and  from  the  source  it  did,  ought  to 
recommend  somewhat  the  merits  of  our  own  schools. 

With  all  due  respects  to  those  of  other  communities  I  wish 
to  say  that  I  have  carefully  watched  our  schools,  and  com- 
pared the  work  done  in  them,  by  critically  studying  those 
pupils  who  have  come  to  us  from  other  towns  and  cities,  and 
have  found  that,  with  one  or  two  exceptions,  these  pupils 
have  not  been  able  to  maintain  a  creditable  standing,  grade 
for  grade,  in  our  schools.  This  might  appear  conceited 
and  due  to  a  vivid  imagination,  were  it  not  for  the  fact  that 
many  of  our  pupils  when  they  have  gone  to  other  towns, 
have  not  only  maintained  a  creditable  standing  in  grades 
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where  our  discharge  cards  placed  them,  but  have  in  a  short 
time  received  double  promotion. 

In  general,  the  language  work  including  grammar,  com- 
position and  penmanship  of  pupils  from  the  larger  centers  cf 
population,  has  excelled  the  work  of  our  pupils.  But  in 
arithmetic,  geography  and  history,  we  are  doing  fully  as 
good,  if  not  better  work  than  they. 

Such  indications,  therefore,  of  improvervent  in  the  lan- 
guage and  reading  as  have  been  noted,  lead  me  to  believe 
that  these,  too,  will  before  long,  take  their  place  in  efficiency, 
alongside  of  the  other  fundamental  subjects,  in  which  our 
pupils  seem  to  excel. 

In  the  subject  of  arithmetic,  effort  is  made  from  the  very 
first,  to  make  it  as  practical  as  possible. 

There  is  a  popular  idea  that  this,  with  its  allied  subject  of 
book-keeping,  is  the  one  fundamental  study,  and  the  only 
one  absolutely  necessary.  To  use  an  old  expression,  if  a 
boy  can  ''figure"  or  ''cipher"  well,  he  possesses  all  the  knowl- 
edge that  is  absolutely  necessary  to  enable  him  to  take  his 
place  as  an  average  intellectual  being,  according  to  this  idea. 

To  suppose  that  the  ability  to  "figure"  is  the  whole  aim. 
of  teaching  arithmetic  is  to  perceive  only  a  small  part  of  its 
utility.  Its  purpose  is  two-fold.  Aside  from  the  useful 
knowledge  it  may  give,  it  must  cultivate  exact  reasoning  and 
mechanical  operation. 

Special  effort  has  been  made  therefore  to  combine  practi- 
cal every-day  work  with  exact  reasoning  and  accurate  opera- 
tion. The  teachers  have  in  all  their  work  required  these 
elements  in  their  pupils,  with  the  added  qualification  that 
all  written  work  must  be  neat,  in  order  to  be  acceptable. 

One  element  of  the  work,  I  believe,  deserves  special  men- 
tion. There  is  a  growing  feeling  among  school  workers, 
that  not  enough  emphasis  has,  in  the  past  few  years,  been 
placed  upon  so  called  mental  arithmetic.  But  in  our  schools 
this  feature  has  been  given  its  proper  time  and  place  in  the 
regular  work.  Its  effects  are  evident.  Of  course,  some 
teachers  have  made  a  better  showing  in  this  than  others, 
from  the  fact  that  they  have  gone  about  it  more  systematical- 
ly, and  followed  it  up  more  persistently. 

The  rapidity  with  w^hich  the  minds  of  pupils  can  be  train- 
ed to  make  mathematical  calculations,  is  surprising,  and  I 
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have  no  doubt  that  in  a  visit  to  some  of  our  schools,  this 
feature  of  the  work  would  amaze  some  of  our  citizens  who 
pride  themselves  on  their  own  ability  to  perform  mental 
operations  rapidly. 

Geography  has  been  made  more  interesting  than  ever  by 
the  methods  of  instruction  now  being  used  by  the  teachers. 
As  it  is  now  most  successfully  taught,  geography,  to  the  pu- 
pils, is  not  a  collection  of  dry  facts,  but  a  real  living  subject. 

A  study,  as  it  is,  of  the  earth  as  the  home  of  man,  it  has 
been  made  to  enlist  not  only  the  interest,  but  the  enthusiasm 
of  the  pupils,  by  the  manner  in  which  the  teachers  have  con- 
ducted their  recitations. 

In  some  schools  the  pupils  have  become  thoroughly  ac- 
quaiPited  with  the  surface  and  drainage,  the  animal  and 
vegetable  life,  and  the  political  and  social  life  of  the  different 
countries  studied,  by  a  system  of  imaginary  journeys  to 
those  countries. 

As  an  illustration  of  how  well  this  method  fixes  the  points 
in  mind,  perhaps  a  sample  question  taken  from  one  of  the 
last  examinations  may  not  be  amiss.  It  is  this :  What 
peculiarities  are  there  in  the  animal  and  vegetable  life  of 
Australia?  While  there  is  nothing  vital  in  possessing  or 
not  possessing  the  knowledge  included  in  the  correct  answer 
to  this  question,  still  a  correct  answer  would  indicate  some- 
thing regarding  the  thoroughness  of  the  instruction. 

Ninety-seven  per  cent,  of  the  pupils  taking  the  test  made 
in  effect,  this  reply  :  Many  of  the  animals  carry  their  young 
in  pouches.  Many  of  the  trees  shed  their  bark  instead  of 
their  leaves.     Many  of  the  flowers  are  odorless. 

These  answers  may  or  may  not  tell  much.  But  the  high 
standing  of  the  pupils  in  this  study  leads  me  to  feel  that 
teachers  and  pupils  alike,  are  alive  to  the  pleasure  and  profit 
there  is  in  it. 

Taught  as  it  has  been,  much  knowledge  of  history  has  also 
of  necessity  been  acquired.  The  advantage  of  this  sort  of 
correlation  lies  in  the  fact  that  the  pupils  are  entirely  uncon- 
scious of  it. 

The  history  as  suggested  above  has  followed  hand  in  hand 
with  the  work  in  geography. 

The  work  done  in  grades,  one  to  six  inclusive,  is  almost 
wholly  of  a  supplementary  nature,  and  is  closely  correlated 
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not  only  with  the  geography,  but  also  with  the  language  and 
reading. 

The  large  amount  of  written  work  required  of  the  pupils 
in  these  grades  is  made  to  count  in  language,  writing  and 
spelling. 

No  attempt  is  made  to  introduce  any  regular  text  book 
into  the  work  of  these  grades  in  the  belief  that  knowledge 
coming  from  a  great  variety  of  sources  would  tend  to  hold 
the  interest  of  the  pupils  to  a  greater  extent. 

The  definite  work  of  the  seventh  year,  in  history,  is  practi- 
cally to  cover  the  period  from  the  time  of  Columbus  to  the 
end  of  the  Revolutionary  War,  while  that  of  the  eighth  is  to 
begin  at  that  point  and  bring  the  work  up  to  the  present 
time. 

The  old  idea,  judging  from  old  text  books,  that  the  teach- 
ing of  history  was  concerned  only  with  a  rehearsal  of  the 
incidents  of  war,  and  other  national  and  international  diffi- 
culties, has  been  partially  supplanted  by  a  more  rational  idea 
that  school  history  should  also  deal  largely  with  the  growth 
of  social,  civil  and  religious  institutions. 

Today  we  try  to  leave  out  as  much  as  possible  of  the  de- 
tails of  the  blood  and  carnage  of  war,  which  cannot,  under 
the  best  of  teaching,  increase  in  any  pupil  the  love  of  the 
true,  the  beautiful,  and  the  good,  and  deal  only  with  causes 
and  effects,  and  with  a  few  of  the  most  important  and  vital 
events  w^hich  led  to  that  war  resulting  as  it  did. 

Pupils  have  been  taught  in  this  subject,  to  fix  the  most 
important  events  thoroughly  in  their  minds,  and  around 
these  to  cluster  as  many  as  possible  of  contemporaneous 
events,  having  an  historical,  literary,  or  social  value. 

In  this  way,  by  the  association  of  one  event  with  others, 
pupils  retain  with  little  or  no  effort,  knowledge  which  tends 
to  round  out  and  build  up  a  strong  character. 

In  concluding  my  report,  I  wish  to  express  the  hope  that 
the  committee  chosen  two  years  ago,  regarding  new  school 
accommodations,  will  report  something  in  the  line  of  pro- 
gress, and  that  its  report  will  be  favorably  acted  upon. 
There  is  an  urgent  need  of  a  new  building.  Why  not  take 
a  progressive  step  and  have  one  school  where  we  now  have 
five? 

Let  us  advance  with  the  age. 
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I  desire  to  thank  the  committee  for  the  cordial  support 
and  hearty  co-operation  which  they  have  accorded  me  in  the 
past  year,  and  the  teachers  for  the  manner  in  which  they 
have  carried  out  all  my  plans,  and  aided  me  in  my  work.

PARTKIDGH  ACADEMY. 


To  the  School  Committee  of  Diixbitry. 

Gentlemen  : — Following  the  custom  of  several  years,  a 
report  of  Partridge  Academy  for  the  year  1899  is  respect- 
fully submitted. 

At  the  beginning  it  may  be  well  to  explain  the  names 
given  to  the  different  classes  in  the  academy.  The  lowest 
class  is  called  the  grammar  class,  because  the  pupils  take  the 
work  of  the  highest  class  of  a  grammar  school  in  a  well  or- 
ganized system  of  public  schools.  The  second,  third,  and 
fourth  year  classes  are  called  respectively  the  junior,  middle, 
and  senior  classes,  the  same  names  having  been  in  use  when 
the  course  in  the  Academy  was  three  years,  instead  of  four, 
as  at  present.  The  subjects  studied  in  the  junior,  middle, 
and  senior  classes  are  those  generally  taken  in  the  high 
schools  of  the  state.  It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  state- 
ment that  while  the  Academy  has  a  four  years'  course  like 
most  high  schools,  but  three  years  are  given  to  high  school 
studies.  Those  pupils  who  have  completed  the  course  and 
return  for  a  fifth  year  are  called  ex-seniors,  a  name  that  has 
also  been  handed  down.  As  there  is  a  considerable  pro- 
portion of  each  graduating  class  who  thus  remain  in  the 
school,  it  seems  very  desirable  that  the  course  for  all  should 
include  four  years  of  high  school  work,  instead  of  three.  If 
the  pupils  completed  the  grammar  school  studies  before  en- 
tering the  Academy,  the  four  years  of  the  course  could  be 
given  to  high  school  work.  The  same  result  could  also  be 
obtained  by  making  the  course  in  the  Academy  five  years, — 
one  year  of  gramar  school,  and  four  of  high  school  work. 
The  latter  plan  would  make  it  necessary  to  employ  another 
teacher  for  a  part  of  the  time  at  least. 

With  the  opening  of  the  fall  term,  some  minor  changes 
in  the  programme  of  studies  were  made.  Instead  of  hav- 
ing both  algebra  and  arithmetic  in  the  junior  year,  it  was 
decided  to  have  the  pupils  take  algebra;  business  arithmetic 
to  be  taken  later  in  the  course  in  connection  with  book-keep- 
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ing.  While  this  was  an  experiment,  it  is  hoped  that  in  fu- 
ture arithmetic  may  be  completed  at  the  end  of  the  gram- 
mar year,  with  the  exception  noted  above.  In  order  to 
give  more  time  to  chemistry  and  physics,  the  teaching  of 
these  subjects  alternate  years  has  been  begun.  Doubtless 
there  are  some  objections  to  this  plan,  but  there  are  also  de- 
cided advantages  in  it. 

The  changes  in  text-books  made  in  the  other  schools  of 
the  town  were  also  made  in  the  grammar  class,  but  few 
changes  have  been  made  in  the  books  of  the  three  higher 
classes,  although  later  editions  have  been  substituted  in  some 
instances. 

Early  in  the  fall  term  drawing  was  introduced  with  Miss 
Harriet  J.  Ford,  lately  of  the  Lowell  School  of  Design,  as 
teacher.  Considering  the  short  time  that  the  pupils  have 
had  instruction  in  this  subject,  the  work  has  been  very 
creditable.  It  is  hoped  that  drawing,  as  taught  in  the  best 
schools  of  the  state,  may  continue  to  be  one  of  the  subjects 
taught  in  the  school. 

From  my  experience  in  the  promotion  of  hundreds  of 
pupils  in  the  public  schools,  I  am  convinced  that  it  is  no 
kindness  to  any  pupil  to  assign  him  work  for  whose  success- 
ful accomplishment  he  has  not  had  sufficient  preparation,  to 
say  nothing  of  the  effect  upon  the  school,  and,  therefore,  in 
making  the  promotions  at  the  end  of  the  school  year  in  June, 
it  was  the  aim  to  place  each  pupil  where  it  seemed  best  for 
him  to  be,  assuming  that  he  was  to  remain  in  the  school. 

While  the  per  cent,  of  attendance  for  1899  is  no  higher 
than  for  the  preceding  year,  the  attendance  during  the  latter 
part  of  the  year  was  much  better  than  for  the  corresponding 
months  in  1898. 

The  appearance  of  the  school  room  has  been  much  im- 
proved by  tinting  the  walls,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  remain- 
ing rooms  of  the  building  may  be  renovated,  and  the 
grounds  put  in  better  condition  before  the  end  of  another 
year. 

In  closing  this  brief  report,  I  wish  to  acknowledge  the 
help  and  sympathy  of  the  School  Committee  and  Superin- 
tendant  of  Schools  during  the  vear  past.
